AMEND ZONIN G LAW 

Petitions For Change of Zones To Be Heard Before Com- 
mittee Instead of Full Board 


On motion of Alderman Madden, 
Chairman of the Claims and Rules 
Committee, the aldermen Monday 
night voted to amend sections 670 
and 677 of the Zoning Ordinance by 
adding the words “or a committee 
thereof" after the words " Board of 
Aldermen.” 

Because of the increased number of 
public hearings on zoning and other 
mutters which lmve required the 
Hoard of Aldermen to meet at 6 p. m., 
and consumed so much time that im- 
portant business coming before the 
Board was transacted in the small 
hours of the morning, when members 
who had been wearied by the routine 
of listening to arguments on a 
multiplicity of matters were In poor 
condition to devote their best energies 
to the real problems on the docket, 
the Legislative Committee of the 
nldermen requested authority from 
the Legislature to lmv # e these hear- 
ings held before committees rather 
than before the full Board. 

On April 8, 1926, the Legislature 


granted this change for hearings per- 
taining to gasoline station permits 
and zoning, but not for sewers or pub- 
lic work. Since last autumn hearings 
for changes in zoning districts have 
been held before the committee on 
Claims and Rules, but hearings on 
permissive uses in residential and 
business zones have been held before 
the full Board. That is. a petition to 
change an entire locality from gen- 
eral residence to a single residence 
zone Is held before the committee, 
but a petition to change a single resi- 
dence Into a two family dwelling, or 
to erect a hen house, had to be heard 
by the full Board. Alderman Mad- 
den's motion ended this inconsistency 
and in the future the minor matters 
will be heard by committees as well 
as the more important matters. 

Alderman Heathcote opposed the 
change because he thought full pub 
Ilclty should be given all matters and 
that by holding t lie hearings before 
the full Hoard, all the aldermen had 
more opportunity to ascertain the 
facts regarding the petitions.

BUS SCHEDULE 


Aldermen Argue Over Hourly Run of 
Newton- Waban Busses 

The meeting of the aldermen was 
apparently ready to adjourn shortly 
after 10 o’clock on Monday night, but 
it did not come to a close until about 
an hour later because of many ques- 
tons hurled at Chairman Hawkins or 
the Transportation Committee by Al- 
dermen Heathcote and Hodgdon. Al- 
derman Hawkins had made a report 
favoring the curtailment of the bus 
schedule between Newton Corner and 
Waban from one-half hour intervals to 
one hour because of the little patron- 
age and the resultant heavy loss, to 
the Middlesex & Boston. 

Arguing that the M & B desired to 
see this line a failure, and that the 
Hummer month provided the poorest 
season of the year by which to judge 
the real possibilities of this new line, 
Alderman Heathcote questioned Chair- 
man Hawkins at much length regard- 
ing the income and expenses of* the 
different bus lines. He advocated the 
continuation for another three months 
of the half-hour schedule because he 
thinks that with Waban residents all 
back from their summer homes, that 
the Waban bus line will pay profits 
on the more frequent schedule. 

Alderman Hodgdon concurred with 
the Ward 4 alderman, and also "cross- 
examined” Alderman Hawkins at such 
length that finally Alderman Greben- 
stein moved for adjournment in vehe- 
ment tones. Alderman Hodgdon pro 
tested that he had “juHt a few more 
words to say,” and he was permitted 
to say them. President Weeks of the 
Board could not see the necessity or 
long arguments concerning the Waban 
buses in view of the fact that th» 
schedule cannot be changed without 
permission of the aldermen, aud no 
'permission has been granted. Aider- 
men Collins, Gallagher, Holbrook and 
Pratt agreed with Alderman Hawkins 
that the Waban buses are not receiv- 
ing enough patronage to warrant a 
half-hour schedule.

GETS PERMIT 


A the) Will Build “Slde-HIU” Garage 
After Three Months Walt 

Patiick Athey of Nonantum street, 
Newton, who for the past three 
month* has b« en endeavoring to ob- 
tain a permit to build a garage which 
will project out from under the 
piazza of his house, was finally 
granted a permit by the aldermen 
on Monday night. Most of Athey’s 
neighbors were favorable to the per- 
mit being granted, but one of the 
abutters to his property has been 
objecting. When the list of permits 
recommended for private garages was 
announced by Chairman Hawkins of 
the License Commltte on Monday 
night, the Athey garage was not in- 
cluded. Alderman Hodgdon asked for 
action on it. stating that unless Athey 
Is given a permit for the garage as 
proposed, he cannot build one. as 
there Is not enough room on either 
side of his house, and it will cost 
$4,000 to build a garage underneath 
the house. Alderman Hawkins re- 
plied “that lie would ask for a recess 
in the Board meeting" so that this 
matter could be discussed. 

Following the recess the License 
Committee reported by a vote of four 
to two in favor of granting the per- 
mit. Alderman Hodgdon advocated 
the granting of the permit and 
said "that the only neighbor ob- 
jecting to the garage is a man whpse 
property, like that of Athey. is lo- 
cated on a steeply sloping lot of 
land, and that this objector has not 
constructed a sidewalk in front of 
his lot. thereby making the walking 
in front of his property very hazard- 
ous during the winter months.” A1 
dernian Hinckley told the Board that 
he had visited the site and he agreed 
with the Ward 5 alderman that the 
permit should be granted. 

Alderman Gallagher told the Board 
"that there are five garages built in- 
to banks on the “highbrow” side of 
Farlow Hill, and it ought to be all 
right to allow one such garage on the 
"common” side of the hill. He men- 
tioned “that Dr. Joseph Stanton had 
been refused a permit to build a 
garage under similar conditions, and 
had been compelled to spend $5,000 
to construct the garage under his 
residence, although an abuttor had a 
garage built into an embankment 
right on the street line. 

Alderman Grebenstein opposed the 
granting of the permit on the grounds 
that Athey knew when he bought the 
property that there was no room for 
a garage. He favored setting the 
garage um]er the house so that it 
woud be back the prescribed 15 feet 
from the street line Alderman Haw- 
kins informed the Board that the 
Athey lot is so narrow that there 
is but 71^ feet on either side of the 
house between the adjoining lot lines. 
He asked, “Do we want to encourage 
this kind of building? Shall we al- 
low garages within 6 feet of the 
street line?" He asserted that one 
objector is entitled to consideration, 
even as ten objectors may be. 

Alderman Madden reminded the 
Board that the 1925 Board of Aider- 
men decided not to allow any more 
garages to be built into sloping lots 
on hillsides. He commented that the 
poorer section of Nonantum street is 
as much entitled to consideration as 
is the wealthier part of Farlow Hill. 
A voice vote was then taken and the 
permit granted. 


HOSPITAL BUILDING FUND 


First Report of Campaign Committee Will Be Made At 
Brae Burn Club Tonight 


The first report meeting of the cam- 
paign committee to raise $350,000 for 
the Newton Hospital Building and 
Equipment Fund is being held tonight 
at 6:30 p. m. at the Brae Burn Coun- 
try Club. Leon B. Rogers, chairman 
of the executive committee, will call 
on the campaign leaders in wards and 
communities for a report of progress 
covering the first five days of Intensive 
solicitation. This week’s meeting Is 
one of a series of weekly report meet- 
ings to he held Fridays during this 
month. 

The sum of $1,500,000 Is necessary 
Tor carrying out the complete building 
and equipment fund program. With a 
total of $1,151,709 already subscribed, 
of which $133,500 has been pledged 
contingent on the entire amount being 
raised, only $350,000 or 23 percent has 
to be raised this month to build and 
completely equip the new five-story 
hospital building and the power plant. 
As already announced, the Founders 
Building will be remodelled for a 
nurses’ home that will be sufficiently 
large to house the Increased staff of 
the hospital for years to come. 

In order to insure the complete suc- 
cess of this last phase of the Newton 
Hospital campaign. Mr. Rogers, chair- 
man of the executive committee, stated 
that the bulk of the last $350,000 must 
come as additional subscriptions from 
those who have already subscribed. 
Those who have paid in full, according 
to Mr. Rogers, may pay their addi- 
tional subscription at their con- 
venience any time before December 31, 
1929, and subscribers who have not 
yet paid in full, may extend their term 
of payments on new additional pledges 
one year. 

During the past week the Newton 
Hospital authorities have issued a 


comprehensive ‘ Report of Progress” 
which contains a view of the new hos- 
pital with floor plans, a complete state- 
ment relative to funds secured to date 
and the future building program. 
Many public-spirited citizens have al- 
ready furnished the funds for complete 
units of equipment, wards or rooms 
that are to be designated as memori- 
als; the costs of other units still avail- 
able as memorials range from $25,000 
to $500. 

Final plans were made and instruc- 
tions given to campaign chairmen at 
a dinner held last Friday evening at 
the Brae Burn Country Club when 
Henry J. Nichols, acting as chairman, 
explained that the former campaign 
organization of 1926 had been kept in- 
tact to push the present campaign to 
its successful conclusion by the end of 
October. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs, addressing 
the campaign organization, said. "Last 
year when we started thi3 great task 
of raising $1,500,000 for Newton's hos- 
pital, everybody helped and yet we 
didn’t quite finish our Job. Now we 
must do it. Other cities are watching 
to see if it can be done. If we win. 
they will follow our example. Remem- 
ber. we are building for the ‘Newton 
That Is to Be’ and we must have our 
new hospital on our 300th anniver- 
sary.” 

Charles E. Kelsey, chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of Newton Hospital, 
and Edward J. Frost of the Hospital 
Building Committee also spoke. Last 
Sunday prior to the actual canvass for 
new gifts. Newton Hospital held an 
“open house" so that the campaign 
organization and the people of Newton 
could have an opportunity of viewing 
the sites for the new buildings with 
reference to the old.

The Norumbega District School of 
Religious Education will open Its sev- 
enth season on next Monday, Oct. 10. 
at 7:30 p. m.. at the Newtonville 
Methodist Church. 

Leadership training for the work of 
religious education is a task too large 
for any ene church to accomplish suc- 
cessfully alone; hence the co-operative 
enterprise in which the resources of 
many churches are combined. 

This school is for the benefit pri- 
marily of volunteer teachers and lead- 
ers in the church schools of Newton, 
although all adults interested in Bible 
study or in the course, “The Church 
and Social Relations.’ are most wel- 
come. There is a small registration 
fee. 

Special attention is called to the fact 
that this year a new course is offered 
for those teachers who are just begin- 
ning to teach, and the materials given 
in this class will be adapted to the 
needs and problems of those who reg- 
ister for it. Professor Berkeley will 
teach this course, which he calls 
simply "How to Teach." From first- 
hand knowledge of the church school. 
Professor Berkeley understands the 
needs of teachers in this group, and it 
is hoped that a large number will take 
advantage of it. 

Another new course is that offered 
by Mrs. Hannah Hume Lee, on “The 
Church and Social Relations.” This 
is a general course for all adults who 
wish for themselves a better under- 
standing of the Christian point of view 
as to social, racial and international 
conditions. It is also intended for 


church school teachers, for the latter 
can frequently use in their classes the 
material from such a course. Women’s 
associations and missionary groups 
will find this course valuable for their 
work. Mrs. Lee has seen missionary 
service in India and is now secretary 
for Women’s Work. Department of So- 
cial Relations in the Congregational 
Education Society. Her home is in 
Auburndale. 

Another new instructor this year 
will be Professor J. Mace Andress of 
Newtonville, formerly head of the 
Department of Psychology. Boston 
Normal School, now a lecturer and 
writer. He has made a large reputa- 
tion as a writer of Health Story Books 
used as texts for children in the pub- 
lic schools. He also knows the prob- 
lems of the church school and will 
conduct a course on "How Psychology 
Helps Us to Teach.” 

Other courses offered are "Story 
Telling,” "The Old Testament," "Wor- 
ship Programs for the Church School." 
"Handwork in Religious Education” 
and “Primary Department Methods.”

UANNA’S 85-YD. RUN 

FEATURE OF GAME 


The story of the Newton-Medford 
game at Claflin Field last Saturday, 
which the visitors won 13 to 0, is soon 
told. It all happened In the second 
period. Shortly after the period be- 
gan, Bennett punted to the Medford 40- 
yard line and Medford started for 
Newton’s goal line. A series of end 
runs and off-tackle plays carried to 
the 17-yard line. Wells then tossed a 
forward pass to Edgerley, who reached 
the 1-yard line before Phil Andres 
brought him down. Gilligan backed 
up the line in fine shape on the next 
play and a line-plunge was stopped 
dead. Edgerley, however, slipped over 
on the next play for the first touch- 
down. Gatchell broke through and 
blocked the Medford captain’s try for 
goal. * 

Newton kicked off to Edgerley on 
the 10-yard line about in line with the 
goal posts. He started towards the 
right side of the field and the Newton 
toam ran that way to get him. As he 
passed the 15-yard line, however, his 
teammate, “Bud” Uanua, crossed over 
behind his leader, who passed the ball 
to him unseen by many on the Newton 
eleven. Uanna l>ore down the oppo- 
site side of the field and got under full 
headway before the local team got 
after him. Scheinfeln and Hamilton 
nearly caught up with him after he 
had dodged his way between several 
Orange and Black players, but Miller, 
a Medford end, threw himself In front 
of the two Newtonites and put them 
both out of the play. Uanna had no 
trouble In covering the remaining 30 
yards for a touchdown. Edgerley 
kicked the goal, making the score 13 
to 0. 

First Quarter 

Medford kicked off to Newton and 
Bennett promptly kicked to the 10-yard 
line. Medford returned the kick but 
Edgerley was hurried and the ball 
went outside at the Medford 28-yard 
line. Newton could not gain against 
the heavy Medford line and lost the 
ball on downs. Two plays gained but 
little and Wilder punted to Qilligan, 
who muffed the punt. Wells recovered 
and Medford had the ball In Newton 
territory. The visitors could not gain 
and Edgerley tried a placement goal, 
which went wide. Newton played a 
defensive game and Bennett was called 
upon to punt several times. The 
period ended with Edgerley intercept- 
ing a Newton forward in midfield and 
carrying to Newton’s 27-yard line. 

Second Quarter 

Several plays gained little and on 
fourth down Edgerley tried a place- 
ment which failed. Bennett punted 
well into Medford territory and Wilder 
kicked back to Newton’s 25-yard line. 
Bennett again punted to Medford’s 
40-yard line when Medford started its 
march as told above. Shortly after 
Medford’s second score the period 
ended. 

Third Quarter 

Newton was forced to play a defens- 
ive game entirely through the period, 
and fought with Its back to the goal 
line as punt after punt was exchanged. 
Bonnett was on tho bench during most 
of the period and Duane and Andres 
fought off the opponents’ threats. The 
quarter ended with Andres making a 
30-yard gain on a forward pass from 
Gilligan. 

Fourth Quarter 

A few minutes after play was re- 
sumed, Medford was again In Newton’s 
territory but Coach Sullivan sent his 
first string men hack onto the field 
and they took th»; hall from Medford 
on downs on the 25-yard line. Mullen 
made a soven-yard gain on an end run 
before Bonnett was forced to punt to 
Medford's 25-yard line. Here Medford 
startod another long march which end- 
ed when the final whistle blew, with 
the hall but five feet from the goal. 
One or two more plays would have 
meant another score.

The Newton High football eleven 
has two hard games coming within tho 
next few days. Cambridge Latin visits 
Clnflin Field tomorrow in one of tho 
opening games of tho 1927 Suburban 
League. The veteran Everett aggre- 
gation will be Newton’s opponent on 
the holiday afternoon. Both gnmes 
will he called at 2:30. Because of the 
fnct that Columbus Day falls upon a 
Wednesday this year leaving hut two 
days’ rest for a game on the following 
Saturday, it was deemed best to ad- 
vance the opening of the league to this 
coming Saturday, thus bringing New- 
ton and Cambridge together n week 
earlior than usual. Another change 
from the usual is the holiday game 
which heretofore has taken place in 
the morning. This year it will be 
played in the afternoon. 

Both games should he among the 
headliners on the schoolboy cards for 
each day. Newton showed consider- 
able of a defense last Saturday against 
Medford and should he able to stave 
off the Cambridge Latin advances. The 
Cantabs held the Salem eleven to a 7 
to 7 tie in their opening game two 
weeks ago. Last Saturday they de- 
feated the Newburyport High team 
19 to 13 in a hard-fought game. . 

It is hard to see how Newton can 
stave off defeat at the hands of Ever- 
ett on the holiday. Regardless of the 
outcome of the game the fans are as- 
sured of a good battle as the Newton 
High lads are out to give all they have 
and then some to win from Everett. 
Everett has rolled up a total of 104 
points against Reading, Deering and 
Chelsea. They are coming up against 
some stlffer opposition in their games 
from now on and their scores will be 
a great deal lower. 

Coach Sullivan announced that suffi- 
cient returns were in from the recent 
postcard election for the vacancy as 
captain caused by the resignation of 
Frank Spain prior to tho opening of 
the season to give the permanent cap- 
taincy to Romaine Cole, veteran end, 
who has been acting captain in both of 
Nowton’s games. Cole is one of the 
fastest men on tho squad and is a val- 
uable member of the track team in the 
sprints. He has also done some hur- 
dling. Everett Scheinfeln, Newton’s 
diminutive left end, was not far behind 
Cole In the running for the captaincy. 
He Is a junior, howevor, and will prob 
ably be a leading candidate for next 
year’s captaincy. Cole Is a senior and 
Is playing his last season for the 
Orange and Black. 

The Newton mentor has made some 
decided changes in the Newton back- 
flcld. Scheinfein is calling the plays 
in the huddle, while one of tho other 
backs is calling out tho signals. Duane 
or Mullen will probably hold down the 
quarterback position In tomorrow’s 
game. 

Although pretty well used up, the 
Newton squad came through the Med- 
ford game without any serious injuries. 
The broiling sun and intense heat 
took a lot out of Sullivan’s players but 
a day’s rest soon put them back Into 
fine fettle.

Beginning Monday morning, Newton 
North telephone operators will start 
a new method of answering calls. In- 
stead of repeating the number called 
for, she will respond “thank you." 

The new method will go into effect 
in West Newton on Monday, October 
24, and in Center Newton on Mon- 
day, October 31. 

The new practice will be gradually 
introduced. During the first day in 
each office but a few hundred tele- 
phone users will notice the change. 
In the course of time calls from all 
telephones connected with the three 
central offices in Newton will be met 
with the new response. 

From time to time other central 
offices will adopt the new method un- 
der the direction of supervisors 
trained in the work. It will be some 
time before the change is in effect Jn 
all offices. The reasons for the in- 
novation are explained as follows: 

"This new practice is merely an- 
other step in our constant effort to 
improve telephone service to the pub- 
lic. Our company never changes an 
established practice until after exten- 
sive study and trial has proved that 
it will be in the interest of better 
service. This is true with the new 
‘thank you’ practice. 

“The new method has been in oper- 
ation for several months in other 
parts of our territory and has proved 
better for telephone users and for the 
company. 

“We have learned by experience 
that with proper training the repeat- 
ing of numbers does not assure great- 
er accuracy. Furthermore, the new 
'thank you’ method saves the time of

ROSS LOSES IN AUB. 

GASOLINE FIGHT 

A large delegation of Auburndale 
residents attended the meeting of the 
aldermen on Monday night to protest 
against the petition of Harry B. Ross 
for n permit to increase the storage of 
gasoline at 349 Lexington street, from 
500 to 1500 gallons, and to install one 
additional pump. Mr. Ross stated that 
he desires the increase because he 
wants to have storage for 1000 gallons 
of ordinary gasoline and a 500 gallon 
tnnk for ethyl gasoline. 

Judge Thomas Weston, representing 
75 property owners and residents of 
Auburndale, who reside in the neigh- 
borhood of the gasoline station, re- 
viewed the history of the filling station 
from the time when the first permit 
was granted there on May 16, 1921 
The permit was originally given to a 
young man who hnd served in the war 
and the location specified was at the 
rear of 349 Lexington street. In 1922 
a certificate of ownership was filed, 
but in 1923 and in 1924 no certificate 
of ownership was filed as called for by 
law; these two failures to comply with 
tho statute, according to Judge Wes- 
ton, voided the permit, yet in 1925 and 
last year certificates of ownership 
were again filed. Mr. Weston ex- 
plained to the Board that in 1925 the 
pump which was supposed to bo lo- 
cated at the rear of 349 Lexington 
street was moved, without a permit 
from the aldermen, about 60 yards to 
the apex of the Capadanno property 
at the corner of Lexington and Free- 
man streets. Again, about a year ago, 
the pump was once more moved; this 
time down on the Lexington street 
side of the property and some 10 yards 
In from the street line. A wide drive- 
way was built so that nutomobiles 
might drive in from either Lexington 
or Freeman streets. Although the 
pump had been standing on the locus 
for several years, according to Mr. 
Weston, no gasoline had been sold 
from It until July of this year. 

This gasoline station, Mr. Weston 
told the aldermen, Is located In a resi- 
dential district, and directly across 
from a private residence zone. Two 
questions should be considered by the 
aldermen In deciding as to whether or 
not the petition should be granted. 
The first question Is on the matter of 
expediency. Mr. Weston asked, “Is it 
fair, wise or just to grant a permit 
for a gasoline station in a locality 
where many persons have built houses 
during the past five years because they 
supposed the district was securely 
zoned as a residential neighborhood?" 
He added, “It would be contrary to the 
spirit of the Zoning Law if the aider- 
men extend the privilege now obtain- 
ing at this station, and thus permit a 
large, de luxe filling station in a strict- 
ly residential district.” 

The second question specified by Mr. 
Weston dealt with the legal aspect. 
He contended that the permit, having 
been originally granted at the rear of 
349 Lexington street, the moving of 
the pump without permission from the 
aldermen was a clear breach of condi- 
tions, and the aldermen have a right 
to revoke the permit for this cause, in 
view of recent decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, one of which concerned 
the Fuller Garage at West Newton. 

Mr. Ross conducted the legal fight 
for thi3 garage. Judge Weston asked 
the aldermen to refuse to grant Mr. 
Ross’ petition and he requested that 
those present who opposed the petition 
stand up. About 25 residents of Au- 
burndale arose. 

Later on in the meeting the alder- 
men voted to refuse a petition origin- 
ally presented by Philip Capadanno 
last June, and subsequently changed 
to Mr. Ross' name, asking that a per- 
mit for a brick building be granted at 
349 Lexington street for non-conform- 
ing use as a gasoline station in a resi- 
dential district. 


ROTARY CLUB 


Infantile Paralysis Subject of Inter- 
esting Talk by Dr. Morse 


The regular mooting of tho Newton 
Rotary Club was hold last Monday at 
the Woodland Golf Club, Wnltor L. 
McCnmmon presiding in the absence 
of the president. The speaker was Dr. 
John Lovett Morse and his subjoct, 
"Infantile Paralysis,” wns of especial 
Interest at this time. 

Dr. Morse said the disease was 
probably spread mostly by carriers, 
who did not themselves have the dis- 
ease and this would account for Its 
sporadic occurrences where there was 
no apparont source of contagion. It 
cannot be given experimentally to any 
animnls except monkoys and an im- 
ported variety of rabbits, so there need 
be no fear that it may bo contracted 
from household pets or other animals. 
It Is not very contagious, as is shown 
bv the fact that nurses, physicians and 
other patients have not suffered by 
contact with infantile paralysis cases 
in hospitals. 

Though there is now an “epidemic 
of the disease, we must remember that 
comparatively few children have it, 
that not so many die of the disease as 
do following mensles or whooping 
cough, that not as many are incapaci- 
tated from this as from the effects of 
tonsillitis, and that of those diagnosed 
as having infantile paralysis about 80 
percent recover without any damage. 

Dr. Morse explained the need of ab- 
solute rest for at least tho first six 
weeks of the disease, saying that 
though all of us realize that broken 
bones must have absolute rest, the 
feeling is common that In infantile 
paralysis, something ought to be done 
In the way of massage, electricity or 
medical treatment. After the required 
amount of absolute rest, then proper 
massage and treatment of the muscles 
with the aid of proper apparatus is 
very valuable and should not be de- 
layed. 

Convalescent serum, which has been 
of such wonderful value in some dis- 
eases, seems to be of no value In In- 
fantile, paralysis, for animal experi- 
mentation shows that when the dis- 
ease is discovered, the time has passed 
when the use of the serum would 
benefit.

CLAIMS AGAINST 

CITY ARE REFUSED 

The Board of Aldermen at its meet- 
ing on Monday night refused to grant 
a number of claims against the city 
for damage* to nutomobiles and In- 
juries to persons. Chairman Madden 
of the Claims and Rules Committee 
explained why tho claims hnd been 
turned down, following advice re- 
ceived from City Solicitor Bnrtlott. 
Among t lie claims given leave to with- 
draw were those of L. W. Boswell of 
Wellesley, F. J. Gilbert of Forest 
Hills, Miss Helen Ratcllffe, and C. 
H. Belledeu of West Newton for dam- 
ages to automobiles, Clara R. Dumas 
and Mrs. Annie Crosby for injuries 
caused by defects in streets, Mrs. 
Frederic Letherbee and others for 
injuries occasioned by tho collapse 
of the grandstand at the High School 
last June, A. J. Steffens for exterm- 
inating rats on the city dump at 
Lowell avenue, Joseph Tremble for 
injuries received by his little daugh- 
ter on tho Stearns School Playground. 

'Mr. Boswell’s automobile was dam- 
aged becaiuse of a defective manhole 
on Boylston street, Newton High- 
lands; Miss Rntcliffe’s car hit an old 
typo manhole on Centro street where 
a projecting flagstone juts out over 
the gutter; Mr. Gilbert’s automobile 
became caught in the cartracks on 
Cook street near Eliot street; Mr. 
Belledeu's car was damaged when the 
driver of a city truck steered into 
the rear of It. Mr. Madden explained 
that the Supremo Court lias ruled 
that a city is not liable for damages 
caused by neglect on the part of its 
employees or agents. The Ratcllffe 
claim was refused because the street 
where the accident occurred is 45 
feet wide, and it is held that there Is 
sufficient room to operate a car with- 
out driving in the gutter. The claims 
of Mrs. Letherbee and others for in- 
juries sustained when the High School 
bleachers collapsed were refused on 
the contention that tlio claimants 
were gathered at a performance in- 
cidentini to the education of children, 
and according to Supreme Court rul- 
ings, damages cannot be claimed in 
such a case. 

Miss Dumas was injured when she 
was forced to walk out in the street 
because the sidewalk on Walnut 
street was blocked during the con- 
struction of a building. The city was 
held not liable. In the cases of Mrs. 
Crosby and Mr, Gilbert, Alderman 
Madden stated that the Middlesex & 
Boston, and not the city, is liable. 
On the claim of A. J. Steffens for 
reimbursement for having extermin- 
ated rats from a city dump off Lowell 
avenue, it was suggested that pos- 
sibly Mr. Steffens’ neighbors, wno 
had benefltted by having the rodents 
killed, should compensate him for 
having freed the district from the 
plague, as the city has no authority 
to do so. 

The claim from Joseph A. Trumble 
resulted from a severe injury to his 
little daughter received at the Stearns 
Playground. The child was in a 
swing when another child, who had 
previously been excluded from the 
playground because of roughness, re- 
turned while the instructor was on 
another part of the grounds, and so 
operated the swing that the Trumble 
child suffered a severe Injury to oue 
of her eyes. It is held that the city 
cannot be held liable for this acci- 
dent.

Pity the youngsters of today who 
can’t go hunting chestnuts for the 
simple reason there are no chestnuts 
to be hunted. It’s all happened in the 
few past years, this wiping-out of one 
of the greatest Autumn pastimes. To 
think that one may wander through 
the woods in this golden October 
wc ather is indeed a delightful thought 
but hunting chestnuts along with it, is, 
or was, a true sport. 

Everybody had knowledge where the 
chestnut trees were located and 
whether nuts could be gathered with- 
out interference from the owner, his 
hired help or the police. There were 
spots where it was no crime to kick 
around through the fallen leaves In 
search of the nuts. Some property 
holders had no objection to that, but 
they protested, and rightly, too, when 
clubs were thrown into the branches 
to bring down the burrs and their 
contents. 

The best fun of gathering chestnuts 
was when it demanded several miles 
of walking. The youngsters got more 
genuine fun and physical benefit from 
hiking considerable distance. Their 
lungs were filled with the blessed 
air. their faces given the final touch 
of tan by the waning Fall sunshine 
and their leg and arm muscles were 
strengthened by sheer exercise. 

Why is this a thing of the past? 
Simply because a blight, said to have 
come from Europe, or rather to have 
been brought from that continent, has 
descended upon all our chestnut trees 
— at least all edible chestnuts — and 
destroyed them permanently. 

I asked our State Commissioner of 
Agriculture. Dr. Arthur W. Gilbert, if 
he thought they would ever come back 
and he shook his head and answered, 
“It doesn’t look that way.” 

“No hope whatever,” I persisted 

"This blight is something which 
cannot he treated by spraying,” he re- 
plied. "It has got Into the branches, 
working from the inside, so to speak, 
and there isn’t anything that can he 
done about it. It has happened that 
sprigs have fallen, taken root and 
thrived for a time but they, too, have 
finally succumbed. 

"No, I don’t see nny hope, although 
it may happen that after thjs blight 
has destroyed everything and has 
nothing more to feed upon it may pass 
out of existence itself. That’s nil I 
can see now and that isn’t much, is 
it?” 

ir over the young old-timer (and 
that includes chestnut hunters of all 
ages) ever hold a reunion I’ll bet 
they’ll vote unanimously that it is a 
doggone shame that the boys and 
girls of today aren't permitted to 
indulge in this wonderful woodland 
pastime. 


At least one woman in Newton read 
what this column had to say last week 
about women entering the local politi- 
cal field. She has written me, sign- 
ing herself, "A Busy Mother," but 
her letter discloses that her home 
duties have not prevented her from 
observing goings on In legislative dr- 


cles and political camps. She says: 

"I don’t know if you should be 
called gallant or merely meddlesome 
when you suggest that the women of 
Newton get busy and seek office. Per- 
haps you do not intend to meddle, but 
I nm used to my hushnnd and my 
hoys and I find they do the most un- 
expected things when they wish to 
get poor mother’s goat, if I may he 
permitted a slang phrase. 

"You certainly have mine when I 
feel that I must sit down and write 

letter to your column. Now what 
you have to say about us women go- 
ing after votes. I believe that is the 
i< rm, sounds reasonable enough, hut 
I must sny frankly I am suspicious of 
the men. I mean by that I don’t think 
they really want us to become ac- 
tive in politics, although they may 
say so. Of course, you may be an ex- 
ception, but are you? 

“I haven’t ever held office or tried 
to hold It and I don’t intend to be a 
candidate for anything as I have 
trouble enough and worries sufficient. 
And yet 1 have seen things and have 
reached this conclusion: 

"The men are very sweet and polite 
when they want our votes, for which 
I don’t suppose they can he blamed, j 
But do they mean it? Ah. I’m not so 
certain! When women are elected to 
public office, and this information I 
have from a friend who Is one of this 
small number, the men fall all over 
themselves in an effort to bo agree- 
able. My friend tells me they are 
most affable at all times, willing to 
give advice and help, providing you 
are on their side. She also says that 
men colleagues In a legislative body 
are like men everywhere else: some 
are perfect gentlemen and others far 
from it. Some may sympathize and 
lead one to believe they are ‘with 
them* but when the time to take the 
vote comes there they are on the other 
side of the fence. Same old story. 
Mister Man. Isn’t it? Come now, 
fell us if I am right or not?” 

"We’ll that’s handing out a rough 
one, I’ll say. It’s flattering indeed, to be 
called upon to answer for all man- 
kind. but “A Busy Mother” should 
have chosen a more competent spokes- 
man. If I falter, however, she may 
charge me with passing the buck so 
I’ll just have to say something, and 
here is It: 

When women were first elected to 
the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives there was a great flutter 
at the House. The Sergeant-at-Arms 
scurried around to provide them a 
"lobby” for themselves, for obviously 
it would never do to expect them to 
loiter with the male members in the 
great corridor where the lie-legislators 
gathered to talk, seated on large 
leather sofas and puffing at pipes, 
cigars and cigarettes. 

So there was a small committee 
room on the fourth floor assigned to 
the two women members and it is still 
in use. Now wasn’t that a conces- 
sion? Could anything have been more 
considerate, albeit gallant? Surely 
equality would not bo expected to in- 
clude occupancy of the same smoking, 
reading and writing room with 238 
busy men, or more or less busy men. 

The women legislators have always 
had good committee assignments. Al- 
though they have never held chair- 
manships they have held clerkships. 
Now a male clerk of a committee can 
carry an important bill or committee 
report around in his pocket and create 
considerable excitement thereby and 
while a woman clerk may not have a 
pocket capacious enough she can hang 
on to the bill or report in some other 
way. Therefore, what’s the difference? 
The suspense is equally Intense. 

After all, a vote is a vote and since 
one member is entitled to one vote 
what does it matter whether it is the 
vote of a woman or a man legislator? 

To me the woman politicians or 
office-holders have only “got started.” 
As their numbers increase — there are 
three In the present Massachusetts 
House of Representatives — they will 
have greater influence, and I mean 
what I say. It seems to me that it 
all proves that which I tried to make 
clear last week, that women can ac- 
complish much more for the public 
good in municipal. State or National 
affairs and that they ought to get 
busy and prove it themselves. *

It is about settled that Boston is (,o 
have a $5,000,000 municipal auditorium 
which will take the form of a memori- 
al to the war dead of that city. The 
matter has gone so far that-an-inspec- 
tion of similar buildings in other cities 
of the United States is underway. 
Boston officials hope thereby to learn 
how to erect a model structure of that 
character. 

Newton is unlike Boston in many 
respects, for which we have reason to 
he thankful, ami yet we of the Garden 
City should not be above accepting a 
suggestion or even acting on a wise 
tip from our large neighbor. Now 
that Boston has finally — 10 years af- 
ter the close of the World War — got- 
ten around to building a memorial 
auditorium why cannot Newton give 
the matter some consideration? 

I am well aware that Newton talked 
of such a thing when patriotism was 
at its height, but now things seemed 
to fnded-out and we do not seem to 
have the urge, or If we have we do 
not express it. to provide a memorial 
for the soldier dead. 

It Is my opinion that Newton needs 
a large municipal auditorium although 
this would seem that we were making 
a virtue out of a necessity we might 
build one and dedicate it to the fallen 
soldiers. 

Whatever the motive there would be 
no better way to cement community 
interests thnu a large meeting place 
for all civic gatherings. The armory 
at West Newton is all right as a make- 
shift for public meetings, but it is es- 
sentially an armory and not an audi- 
torium. 

It seems to me inevitable that as 
Newton expands, I mean by that the 
growth of population, there are prob- 
lems that must be faced and not pig- 
eon-holed. It may he that this is an 
inopportune time m view of the proj- 
ects already undertaken and which 
call for a splendid display of public 
spirit, but Isn’t It worth keeping in 
mind.

Everyone 
should have a chance to express an 
honest thought. This is our hope for 
discussion meetings this year. 

Come with honest opinions for 
which you are willing to stand up 
come ready to modify those opinions 
if necessary, and come with a desire to 
arrive at a concusion; come to the dis- 
cussion meetings of the Newton 
League of Women Voters (watch for 
notices), where you will be more than 
welcome, whoever you are, and wliat- 
over your party.

New England Conference 

Of many splendid addresses, and 
tlie presenting of much worthwhile 
information, there was no end at the 
New England Conference held at Bur- 
lington, Vermont, September 29 aild 
30, the outline of which program was 
given in this Column last week. Out 
ings, enjoyment of friendships, and of 
the great outdoors in Ideal conditions, 
can be realized in imagination ny 
those who could not attend. But from 
all this we of Massachusetts may do 
sire most to know what our own 
Gruce Morrison. Poole had to say in 
her address on “international Friend- 
ships," that was the outstanding fea- 
ture of the Conference, holding many 
significant facts, and given with di- 
rectness and intense interest, so much 
so, in fact, your editor takes consid 
erable space to quote a few of tin- 
vital points made: 

"Two years ago 1 became acquaint- 
ed with our friendly allies and they 
were most friendly at that time. Last 
year no longer was feeling as cordial 
and friendly in England and France 
towards Americans, for money, that 
root of all evil, was causing a decided 
coolness between us. This year I have 
been visiting the Central Powers, the 
lands of hitter memories, and I hav-i 
come home firmly of the opinion that 
those memories must fade and disap- 
pear before we can hope for a happy 
and friendly Europe. Not that I fear 
an immediate war, for the people are 
indeed war-weary, but no Insting 
peace comes to a continent when the 
people of a part of thnt continent, 
justly or unjustly, think they have 
been most unfairly treated. 

“One of the inevitable results of the 
war was the breaking up of the coun- 
try known as Austria-Hungary. Both 
have lost their grip and Hungary in 
particular nurses hitter, bitter mem- 
ories. The national creed of that na- 
tion today is this: 

I believe in one God, I believe in 
the Unity of my Country, 

I believe in one Eternal Divine Jus- 
tice 

I believe In the resurrection of Hun- 
gary, Amen. 

“It is taught to the children grow- 
ing up, and is the battle cry of its 
leading men. Feeling runs so high »n 
that former part of Hungary known 
as Transylvania, which now belongs 
to Roumuniif, that the people of Hun- 
gary are not allowed to visit Transy- 
vaniu, even though their own kin may 
be there, and all letters going in and 
coming out are censored. The Hun- 
garians are naturally monarchists, and 
some day one of the three contenders 
to the throne will, l believe, rule that 
country. Hungary is the gate to the 
east, you know, and gates are Impor- 
tant in history making! 

"Poor Austria today is only a shad- 
ow of her former brilliant self, with a 
government so weak that any local 
crisis theatena to send the country in- 
to chaos. Can you imagine such a 
condition existing that a mob could 
ury building in Washington, and the 
burn a building as large as the Treas- 
police and firemen powerless to pre- 
vent It? That’s just what happened 
in Vienna. The beautiful Palace of 
Justice was completely wrecked, and 
the country dared not call out its 
troops until it could make sure that 
regiments loyal to the government 
could he brought in. Is Austria drift- 
ing into the arms of Germany? Not 
if France can prevent it, but alone 
her future looks dark. 

“Frankly I dreaded to go into Ger- 
many. I’ve come back with a tre- 
mendous respect for that nation, with 
a firm belief that she can pay hor 
reparations and not many years from 
now she will he one of the two nj 
three leading powers of the world 
again. She is determined to regain 
her place in the sun and she is bend- 
ing all her energies towards that end. 

I believe that the Republic is tlrmlj 
lixed in Germany und there seems to 
be a real affection and respect for 
President Hindenberg in all parts or 
the country. There is a strong social- 
istic party in Germany. 

“if you were asked what the world 
needed more than anything else you 
would, I know, immediately answer 
Peace. There is only one way to get 
peace, develop a friendship among na- 
tions so strong that nothing can break 
It." 

Keeping faith with New England 
was tlie central theme of the Confev- 
ence. Dean Hills of the Agricultural 
Dept., of the University of Vermont, 
said that this University was the first 
college in the East, if not in the 
country, to throw open its doors to 
women, which it did in 1871. He took 
the places as speaker of Hon. Guy W. 
Bailey, and W. H. Linsley, acting 
mayor of Beecher. Mrs. H. A. Slayton 
quoted the motto of Vermont as "Free- 
dom and unity,” and applied it as 
“freedom" from women’s burdens, and 
"unity,” the joining of women togeth- 
er for discussion and work. "Blessed 
ho the New Englaud Conference for 
its friendships,” said Mrs. Harry H. 
Burnham at the opening session. 
“The purpose of the New Euglaud 
Conference, according to its constitu- 
tion, is to consider matters of vital 
importance to New England with a 
view to co-operation.” 

Dudley Harmon said that the New 
England Council has tried to look up- 
on Now England as if it were one big 
piece of property owned by a corpor- 
ation. In that case, what could tlie 
hoard of directors do to improve it? 
The Council 1h a stimulating body to 
arouse others to do the needed tilings 
and to act as a co-ordinating agency. 
Through Its Influence, hankers, agrl- 
cultural experts, New England power 
Companies and Ruilroads are now 
studying the situation in Now Eng- 
land. In the last analysis, the people 
of a community will control condi- 
tions by their own attitude towurd 
them. 

Another speuker said: For her econ- 
omic sulvution, New England must be 
pleasing to tlie stranger within her 
gates. Success as u pluyground will 
add all other things Tlie Now Eng- 
lander must now tell the whole truth 


and tell it to everybody. It’H as big 
a lie to understate as to ovorstato. 
New England may be merely a inTnla- 
lure or a group of miniatures, but 
she has alt varieties of scenery within 
her borders. She is a noble national 
park, easily reached In all pnrts. She 
Is a diminutive packed with superln- 
llvo attractions. Women’s Clubs 
should chaperone outdoor advertising. 

Tlie perfect road is the first ser- 
vice to ourselves, and the first cour- 
tesy to the traveller. In the past, 
women lmd only one vote, thoir hus- 
band's, now they have two. Attrac- 
tive drives, good roads leading to 
mountain trails, “Homey village Inns 
and commodious city hotels, golf 
courses in a region built for golf, and 
facilities for winter sports which will 
capitalize the winter vacation idea, - 
ail these will entice and hold the tour- 
ist. 

The topic for Friday morning ses- 
sion was "How to Make the Old New 
Englnnd live in the new New Eng 
land.’’ Massachusetts was represent- 
ed by Mrs. Arthur J. Crockett, chair- 
man of community service, who spoke 
011 Citizenship. “This Fall the Ele- 
’phant and the DonKey will he much .11 
evidence in the Presidential Parade, 
and with them is nnother, the ostrich, 
which well represents nearly fifty per- 
cent of our possible voters. They hide 
their heads in the sands of indiffer- 
ence and ignorance and with b ind 
faith believe all national dangers will 
pass them by. We of the Women’s 
Clubs have been so afraid of becom- 
ing entangled that we have failed to 
use our power to improve the ma- 
chinery of politics. Every woman 
should align herself with some poli- 
tical party. To the objection that 
every party lias defects, I would re- 
ply that doubtless most of us wanted 
to choose perfect husbands. Not many 
of us succeeded, but most of us am 
happy with the ones we have, and are 
quite sure we have Improved them. 
Why not try the same method in par- 
ties?” v

The New England Conference for 
1928 was invited by Mrs. Arthur Dev- 
ens Potter to be the guest of Massa- 
chusetts at the New Ocean House, 
Swampscott, Sept. 25, 26, and 27, 192S. 

One of the most dramatic moments 
of the Conference was when Mrs. 
Speare announced that the “Old Man 
of the Mountains” was for sale, and 
she launched a New England-wide 
campaign to save Franconia Notch 
and the "Old Man” from lumbermen 
and commercial exploiters. 

The Conference voted to have a 
committee appointed by the confer- 
ence committee (composed of the offi- 
cers and State presidents) to secure 
and make available information about 
New England problems and to co- 
operate with the New England Coun- 
cil for their solution. A second com- 
mittee consisting of one woman from 
each State was to be appointed to co- 
operate with the New pjngland Coun- 
cil and with Miss Julia E. Jaffrey in 
matters pertaining to the Cooper 1)111. 
to eliminate contract labor in prisons. 

Friday afternoon auto rides about 
Burlington and a boat ride to Port 
Kent on Lake Champlain, were en- 
joyed by fortunate delegates.

The awards will be presented to the 
winners at the Installation meeting 
of Newton Counci, K. of C.. Monday 
night at Elks Hall at 8 o’clock. 

Thirty four high school students 
submitted essays in the first contest 
of its kind sponsored by Newton Coun- 
cil on the subject, “The effect of the 
discovery of America by Columbus 
upon modern civilization.” The sub- 
ject was named by John E. Swift of 
Milford, Supreme Director and State 
Deputy of the Knights of Columbus. 

The judges were unanimous in their 
praise of the undertaking sponsored 
by Newton Council emphasizing the 
educational value of such essay con- 
tests especially where historical facts 
are taken as a basis for original de- 
velopment by the high school students.

Knowledge and 
wisdom help us onward. The founda- 
tion of our American civilization is 
education. It is an essential part of 
education to be able to apply knowl- 
edge and to develop wisdom. To ac- 
quire the ability of expression in 
words increases each individual’s 
power for service to humanity. Such 
contests as this just completed are 
commendable as contributions to the 
enrichment of the mind of boys and 
girls. All of the papers submitted 
show careful thought and serious pur- 
pose. Those who have not won prizes 
have gained something well worth 
while, none the less.” 

Charles E. Coyne, Chairman of the 
Newton Council Committee in charge 
of the contest, was equally enthusias- 
tic and said, “Not only the winners 
but all the high school essayists are to 
be congratulated upon their interest 
in the contest. We realize that it 
meant sacrifice of time and hard work. 
Their spirit is commendable. We are 
also grateful to the judges for the ex- 
cellent spirit of co-operation, their 
willingness and attention in giving of 
their valuable time to make their de-

HOSPITAL CAMPAIGN 


Active Work Being Done to Raise 
An Additional $1150,000 

The work of completing the cam- 
paign organization and the assignment 
of names for the $250,000 canvass in 
behalf of Newton Hospital’s $1,500,000 
building and equipment fund was re- 
ported as being well under way at the 
first campaign dinner held at the Brae 
Burn Country Club last Friday eve- 
ning, October 7th. 

In several wards, notably in the 
two Newton units, the organization 
of the workers has been held up due 
to the out-of-town absence of several 
of the campaign leaders; Initial gifts 
reported amounted to $5,615. Several 
substantial gifts are in prospect and 
Henry J. Nichols, who ncted as chair- 
man at last Friday night’s meeting, 
expressed the hope that these will be 
ready for announcement at the sec- 
ond report meeting which is being 
held Friday, October 14, at 6:20 p. m. 
at the Brae Burn Country Club. 

E. J. Frost, a member of the cam 
palgn executive committee, stressed 
the importance of having subscribers 
increase their gifts one hundred per 
cent. “Most of those who have al- 
ready contributed I think are willing 
to do this,” he said. "Our records 
show that a large majority of the 
smaller subscriptions have already 
been paid in full. People are now 
educated to give to the Newton Hos- 
pital, and they will see the wise ne- 
cessity of making their new gifts now 
for by so doing, they will not only 
clinch about $122,500 in contingent 
gifts, but they will also assure the 
complete success of the campaign. 

“We have until the end of October,” 
Mr. Frost continued, “to complete the 
task that is before us, a very small 
task when compared to what we faced 
in starting out to raise $1,500,000 at 
the beginning of the campaign more 
than a year ago. We have done well. 
Now let us finish our work quickly 
and secure a fine new hospital that 
will take care of the needs of this 
rapidly growing community for years 
to come.” 

Wycliffe J. Spaulding, a member of 
the new building committee, explained 
that prices of rooms in the new build- 
ing will be scaled so that every pa- 
tient. regardless of wealth, will be 
cared for in a pleasant environment. 
The two top floors of the new build- 
ing, he said, are to be used for mater- 
nity cases. Single rooms have been 
designed for those of moderate means 
as well as other rooms for patients 
who are able to pay more. The new 
building plans also call for a num- 
ber of two and four-bed wards. 

In the former campaign the Hospi- 
tal Aid Association, of which Mrs. 
George H. Talbot is president, was 
among the first to make a subscrip 
tion. In June 1926 this association 
opened the Newton Hospital Benefit 
Shop. Under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. C. Peter Clark, the Benefit Shop 
proved so successful that the shop 
not only subscribed $5,000 for the 
Newton Hospital Building and Equip- 
ment Fund, but a check was turned in 
for the full amount long before it 
was due. 

The shop has been maintained so 
successfully ever since, that at the 
next meeting the proposal will be 
passed on to make another substantial 
contribution to the $350,000 campaign 
fund. The demand for clothing, furni- 
ture. and useful household articles 
sold by the shop now exceeds the 
supply, so that a call has been made 
for donations which should be sent 
to the Benefit Shop, Walnut street, 
Newtonville.

CLAFLIN F IELD DEVE LOPMENT 

Plans Now Under Consideration Provide for a Permanent Stadium in Honor of the 

Late Alfred W. Dickinson 


The accompanying illustration 
shows the proposed development of 
Chitlin Field and the Dickinson Me- 
morial Stadium. Within a month or 
two bonds will be on sale in order to 
flnnnce the construction of the stadium 
as was announced two weeks ago. 
These bonds of $100 denominations 
and available in fifths will bear no 
interest and will be retired by lot 
from increased gute receipts at the 
high school field. A portion of the 
entire amount of $50,000 will be paid 
back each year so that within a limit 
of from fifteen to twenty-five years 
the stadium will have paid for itself. 
It is more than likely that the city in 
the future will provide sufficient funds 
to carry out the rest of the develop- 
ment, giving Newton an athletic plant 
on a par witli its educational facilities 
which for many years have ranked 
among the highest in the country. 

The Memorial stand will be along 


8500. Later if found necessary the 
sectional stands which wer • erected 
this fall can he placed upon the op- 
posite side of the field to provide for 
still another 2000. 

The gridiron will be in the centre 
of a quarter-mile running track with 
a 220-yard straightaway on the north 
side of the field. Facilities for the 
field events of a track meet, such as 
i high and hroadjumping pit and a 
shot put, will be taken care of at ad- 
vantageous points. With the begin- 
ning of construction not likely to be 
started before the spring of next year 
it will lie impossible to have the 
field ready for next fall but if weather 
and other conditions permit it is hoped 
to have it ready for the fall of 1929. 
There is considerable grading to do 
on the site and the possibilities of 
ledges and springs with which to con- 
tend. 

The development of the remainder 


journ to the uneven ground behin I 
the new stands while the other vai- 
slty teams or the freshmen play on 
the regular field. With the proposed 
development this will be eliminated 
as there will be two regulation grid- 
irons as well as other places where 
practice may be held. 

The same is true of baseball. Witli 
the varsity field at the corner or Hull 
street and Lowell avenue the new sec- 
tional stands can be moved over to 
provide sufficient seating facilities for 
baseball fans. In’ this corner the 
rigbtflelder is the only player o.i the 
team who will be facing the sun - 
the ideal arrangement sought by 
every team. In any other position 
more than one of the players faces 
the sun. In the spring when the can- 
didates report for baseball practice 
there are not at present adequate 
diamonds to give all the proper 
chance. Under proposed plans there

the Hull street side, where the natural 
banking at that point will be taken 
advantage of in providing a more econ- 
omical structure. Still another advan- 
tage of the chosen site is the fact that 
residents on Hull street will not be 
confronted with an unsightly blank 
wall which is often the case. The 
back of the stand will not rise above 
the sidewalk level more than four or 
live feet. The capacity of the main 
stand, the straight portion along the 
sidelines, which it is proposed to erect 
with the funds from the bor.i issue, 
will be 5000. The seating capacity of 
Claflin Field at present, with the new 
sectional stands, is but 3000 and at 
Wednesday’s game with Everett it 
was taxed to more than capacity. An- 
other 1500 were standing at the ends 
of the field and sitting on the ground 
in front of the stands while still sev- 
eral hundred others were turned away 
from the gate. These sought points 
of vantage on the hill side where the 
new stand will be in order to witness 
the game. The wings of the stand 
which will be added later, will each 
seat another 1700 bringing the total 
permanent seating capacity io nearly 


of tlie area along lines shown by the 
illustration will probably be done by 
•>'.e • ity with tn/^ieys appropriated 
from time to time when available. This 
past summer the aldermen, upon the 
Mayor’s recommendation, expended 
nearly $25,000 on the grading of two 
of the five sections. One of these two 
sections was that between the pro- 
posed stands and the private proper- 
ties at the corner of Hull and Walnut 
streets and the other was at the cor- 
ner of Hull street and Lowell avenue, 
where the varsity baseball field will 
be. The first of the two sections was 
completed a few weeks ago and was 
seeded after a foot and a half of loam 
had been put on it. The new hall field 
is practically ready for loam but with 
frosts at hand it may not he seceded 
until spring. ‘The date of completion 
of this development will be several 
years after the opening of the stadium. 

As tlie plan shows the present grid- 
iron will he availab’e for practice use. 
With three other teams, an interme- 
diate varsity, a junior varsity, and a 
freshman team, having their own 
schedules it often happens that the 
larger part of the squad has to ad-

FREE FROM DEBT 


Newton Masons Bum the Mortgage 
On Thefr Building 


One of the most important events 
to Newton Masons in recent years 
were the exercises at Masonic Tpm- 
ple. October 7th. 1927. 

All mortgage indebtedness having 
been cleared away, the various Ma- 
sonic Bodies own their apartments 
free and clear, and the ceremony 
above referred to was to celebrate 
the burning of the mortgage. 

At 6:20 a delightful banquet was 
served by Seiler, after which about 
400 repaired to the Lodge room for 
the exercises of the evening. 

The Concorde Quartet opened the 
program followed by introductory re- 
marks by Chairman Fred M. Blanch- 
ard, who introduced Albert L. Har- 
wood of Newton Center. Chairman of 
the Cornerstone- Laying Committee in 
1896, who gave a delightful history 
of the building of the • Temple and 
the difficulties that were surmounted. 

He was follewed ty’ .1. Harold Lib- 
bey who gave ;» history of the New- 
ton Masonic Executive Council, the 
Committee who raised the money to 
pay off the mortgage; and then Jo- 
seph E Masters. Treasurer of the 
Newton Masonic Associates. Inc., ex- 
plained what had been done by the 
holding body of the Temple since 
their incorporation. 

Clifford B. Whitney followed with 
a resume of what had been done in 
the drive of freeing the Temple from 
debt, after which the Concorde Quar- 
tet rendered several selections. 

The important address of the eve- 
ning followed given by Melvin May- 
nard Johnson. Past Grand Master of 
Masons in Massachusetts. While liv- 
ing in Waltham he took his Knight 
Templar degrees in Gethsemane Com- 
mandery. Mr. Johnson summarized 
what the fraternity were striving for 
and the satisfaction they were se- 
curing now. and would in the future, 
in a most eloquent and masterly talk, 
following which he was presented 
with a large bouquet of very beauti- 
ful Jack Roses 

The Concorde Quartet gave another 
selection, after which the mortgage 
note was read and placed in the hands 
of John W. Fisher and J. Cheever 
Fuller, two of the original Executive 
Committee of the Masonic Hall .As- 
sociation. and after a prayer by Rev. 
Percival M. Wood, the mortgage note 
was placed in an urn on the altar 
and burned. 

A silent prayer of thanksgiving, fol- 
lowed by a benediction, closed one 
of the most impressive services held 
in Newton for many years. 

It might be interesting to state that 
in 1896 when the temple was built 
there was a total membership of 745 
meeting in the building, and at the 
present time there are 3.269 members. 

The cornerstone of the building was 
laid September 23. 1S96. the building 
was dedicated October 6. 1897. and the 
indebtedness entirely cancelled July 
1. 1927.

GILLIGAN’S GOAL 

BEATS CAMBRIDGE 

Newton high defeated Cambridge 
Latin high on Claflin Field last Sat- 
urday afternoon, 3 to 0, in one of two 
opening Suburban league games. Rus- 
sell Field Cambridge was the scene of 
the other league conflict where Ever- 
ett shut out Rindge Tech, 25 to 0. 
Newton’s superiority over Cambridge 
was much greater than the score in- 
dicates but they missed several op- 
portunities to score. Joe Gllllgan’s 
Held goal from the 27-yard line In 
the second period furnished the only 
score. 

Coach Sullivan made a change in 
his starting lineup sending little John- 
ny Mullen on the Held in place of 
Joe Gilligan. Everett Scheinfein, 
Newton’s versatile, left end, chose the 
plays In the huddle and called the 
signals from his wing position. He 
made a wise selection of plays and 
the unusual procedure in having an 
nd perform quarterback duties worked 
out quite successfully. 

First Quarter 

Cambridge kicked off and Newton 
immediately returned the punt. 
The Cantabs reeled off two first 
downs and then nine yards in three 
plays. With hut a yard to go for 
another first down Morris fumbled on 
his 25-yard line. Cole recovered hut it 
was Newton’s hall on downs anyway 
and Cambridge’s chance had passed. 
Bennett and Reardon engaged In a 
punting duel with the Newton punter 
having the advantage. Mullen got off 
several nice runbacks of punts and 
nd run for 32 yards. Near the 
close of the period Bennett kicked off- 
side at the visitors’ 20-yard line and 
Scheinfein nailed Hilliard for an 8 
yard loss as the whistle blew. 

i Second Quarter 

Reardon punted to Mullen near mid- 
field and the Newton flash ran it back 
to the 30-yard line. Cambridge drew 
5-yard penalty for piling on and 
gave Newton its first chance. Three 
plays netted nine yards hut an off- 
side penalty put the ball hack five 
yards and the Newton coach sent Gilli- 
gan In to try a fall goal. He took 
MacIntyre’s place at righthalf. His 
attempt from the 20-yurd line missed 
by a narrow margin. Cambridge put 
the ball in play on the 20-yard line 
and kicked out of danger. Shortly 
afterwards the orange and black forced 
the Cantabs back to their ten-yard 
line on Andres’ punt. Here Gatchell 
broke through and blocked Reardon’s 
kick which Harrington recovered for 
Newton on the 9-yard line and New- 
ton was again in position to score 
Three plays gained eight yards and 
then Cambridge grounded Giiligan’s 
pass to Mullen and put the hall in 
play on their 20-yard line. Reardon 
punted and Mullen ran it back to the 
Cambridge’s 40-yard line. Andres 
kicked over the goal line. Two plays 
after Cambridge had again put the 
ball in play they were penalized 15 
yards for holding and forced to kick 
again. Gatchell hurried Reardon and 
the kick traveled hut a short distance 
and gave Newton another chance to 
score. Giiligan passed to Andres for 
five yards and then negotiated his 
field goal from his 27-yard line. A 
37-yard drop kick which cleared the 
crossbar by about two feet. Newton 
kicked off and Andres intercepted a 
Cambridge forward pass on the Cam- 
bridge 35-yard line, to end the half. 

Third Quarter 

Newton kicked off and after a few 
plays Reardon kicked to Mullen. Mul- 
len made a pretty broken field run- 
back of the punt for 40 yards hut 
Gatchell had Btarted before the ball 
was passed and it was no play. Cum 
bridge changed its tactics and rushed 
the hall making two first downs. 
Near midfield Trodden called for 
punt. Gatchell broke through and 
blocked the ball. It hounded over to- 
wards the sidelines with the Newton 
pivot after it and a clear field ahead 
of him. In his haste to pick it up 
he juggled the ball and a Cambridge 
player fell on it. Once again it was 
Newton’s ball on downs on the 4! 
yard line. Bennett kicked to the 10- 
yard line where Gatchell brought Hil 
Hard down in his tracks. Cambridge 
rushed the ball and on fourth down 
had about two feet to go but the New- 
ton line held, and took the ball again 
on downs. A 15-yard penalty put New- 
ton back to the 35-yard line and spoiled 
chances for another score. Mullen 
intercepted a Cambridge forward pass 
on his own 40-yard line as the whistle 
blew. 

Fourth Quarter 

The first part of the final period was 
another punting duel. This time be 
tween Bennett and Morris with the 
Newton, lad having the advantage 
again. Mullen made a 20-yard run 
hack of one of Morris’ punts to mid 
field. Cambridge tried many forward 
passes as time grew short, one of 
which Scheinfein tried to ground and 
knocked It into Bennett's hands. The 
latter ran It back 17 yards. As Cam 
bridge was in Newton’s territory at 
the time it helped a lot. Bennett 
punted out of danger. Reardon reeled 
off a 12-yard gain around the end and 
then Mortis, who was now pluying 
quarterback for the visitors, called 
for pass after pass. The game ended 
with Newton in possession of the hall 
after Mullen had made 10 yards on 
a pass from Gilligan.

HARVARD COACH 

Announcement was made the first 
of this week by William J. Bingham 
Director of Harvard Athletics or the 
appointment of Joseph Stubbs as 
head coach of Ice hockey for the com- 
ing season. The former Newton high 
star succeeds Edward L. Bigelow, un- 
der whom he has been assistant coach 
for the past two years. Stubbs was 
one of the mainstays of the Newton 
high team some years ago when the 
orange and black won the high posi- 
tion in scholastic Ice circles which it 
now holds.

TWO BAD MISPLAYS 

BEAT NEWTON 13-0 

Before a crowd of over 5(100 specta- 
tors, many of whom were turned away 
at the gate to seek places on the ad- 
joining hillside in order to witness 
the game, Everett high school defeat 
nil Newton high 13 to 0 on the holi- 
day afternoon. The scarlet clad Ever- 
ett team thus kept Its season record j 
clean and 1ms yet to be scored upon. 
Bad mlsplays on the part of Newton 
were responsible for both of the visi- 
tor scores which came in the second 
and third periods, otherwise the re- 
sult should have been a scoreless tie. 
Newton had no real opportunity .o 
score but played a fine defensive 
game with the exception of Its two 
had breaks. Everett did not display 
the smartness expected of it from ad- 
vance reports and would ho an easy 
victim of Medford if 11 put up the 
same brand of play. Two of its bright 
spots were several forward passes 
which were successfully completed 
for substantial gains and the playing 
of Atwood at left tackle. He was 
the outstanding player of Everett’s 
eleven taking out his man and often 
two men on the same play. For New- 
ton Gatchell played a fine game and 
in justice to him it should he said 
that on both of the plays which re- 
sulted in Everett touchdowns his pass- 
es were perfect. Mullen and Andres 
played well In the baekfleld, as did 
DIMott and Fisher for Everett. 

First Quarter 

Everett won the toss and chose to 
defend the south goal with a strong 
wind at their hacks. Newton elected 
to receive. Following the kickoff the 
hall was never out of Newton territory 
in the entire period. On two occa- 
sions Andres, who did the punting in 
place of Bennett who will he out for 
several weeks, kicked from behind his 
goalline Into the teeth of the wind. 
The wind held back the punts and 
the ball travelled only to the 25-yard 
stripe. Everett could make no head- 
way through the Newton line, around 
its ends or on forward passes which 
the Newton hacks succeeded in 
grounding. 

Second Period 

Newton, with the wind now at its 
hack, kicked the ball into Everett 
territory and Everett shortly after re- 
turned the punt. MacIntyre, who re- 
placed Mullen who suffered a slightly 
twisted ankle, on an 8-yard jaunt 
around end caught the punt on his 
47-yard line. Gate-hell's pass to Gilli- 
gan was deflected by one of the other 
Newton’s hacks and it bounded past 
tim. Paglucci, Everett sub-end, who 
had come Into the game just previous 
to the play, scooped it up on Newton’s 
15-yard Hue and scored the first touch- 
down. Graffam missed the goal. A 
few plays later the half ended. 

t Third Period 

Shortly after play was resumed Gil- 
ligan kicked to Fisher on his 40-yar l 
line. The Everett quarterback sig- 
nalled for a fair catch but Scheinfein 
failed to see it and dropped him In 
his tracks. Newton drew a 15-yard 
penalty putting them back into their 
own territory. This was somewhat 
offset when Everett was penalized five 
yards for taking too much time in the 
huddle and on fourth down Graffam 
kicked over Newton’s goalline. Gilli- 
gan got off a pretty punt with the 
wind which sailed over Fisher’s head 
and rolled to Everett’s 25-yard line. 
Everett made a first down. Later At- 
wood came back out of the line to 
kick to midfield. On the next play 
Gilligan fumbled and Dlghy picked 
the hall up and ran for the goalline. 
Andres brought him down on the 15- 
yard line with a nice diving tackle. 
A few plays later Fisher went over 
for the second touchdown. Graffam 
kicked the goal. Everett drew a pen- 
alty and kicked off from the 25-yard 
line. DIMott intercepted a long New- 
ton forward and was tackled on his 
44-yard line. The period ended after 
Atwood had punted to Newton’s 25- 
yard line.

will show that its coach knows his 
job and has imparted his knowledge 
to the majority of the eleven and in 
the next game only one or two players 
will display the same stuff. One or 
the outstanding players on Newton’s 
team in victory or defeat is Creighton 
Gatchell. In all four games he has 
iplayed his opponent to a standstill. 
No other player has been more re- 
sponsible for Newton’s two victories 
and for keeping the score in the other 
two contests to two touchdowns. De- 
fensively Newton’s strength has been 
as good, If not better, than all four 
teams that have come to Claflin Field. 
This Is one of the few bright spots 
there are. Scheinfein, Andres, Mullen, 
Bennett, Captain Cole and Harrington 
have played a good game most of the 
time. Before the Beverly game Stan- 
ley Brown and Frank Perry may be 
hack in the lineup and the team may 
display a better offense. 

Not much can he said for Everett 
in holiday’s game either. Either the 
Everett team lias been greatly over- 
rated or they have gotten too confi- 
dent. Reports have heralded them as 
one of the best schoolboy teams in 
the state but if they played against 
Medford as they played against New- 
ton there wouldn’t be enough left of 
them to talk about. They were ex- 
tremely fortunate that Wednesday’s 
game did not result in a scoreless tie 
as It most assuredly would have but 
for Newton’s two serious misplays. 

But the game is now history and the 
best thing for everyone to do, includ- 
ing players, is to forget it and pre- 
pare for the coming games. If scores 
of games are any criterion Newton 
has little to worry about in Rindge 
and Brookline. Not much has been 
heard of Somerville and Beverly. 
Somerville has a heavy outfit and held 
Salem to one touchdown. Cambridge 
lost to Salem by failing to kick the 
point after a touchdown, 6-7. The 
Somerville game should therefore be 
a toss-up. Beverly defeated Peabody 
12 to 6 and Medford defeated the 
same team 19 to 0. This should be 
another toss-up. Lawrence, with per- 
haps the best team in the state, comes 
to Newton on Nov. 5th and seems des- 
tined to take home the bacon. Local 
fans will count the season a great 
success If the orange and bluck wins 
from all of Its remaining opponents 
except Lawrence. That is easy :o 
say hut the team will have to show 
more than it has yet. 

It is interesting to note that many 
of this year’s regular eleven are jun- 
iors and have one or more years to 
play. Captain Cole, Gatchell, Marsh 
and Bennett are the only four men to 
graduate although whether the rest 
of the team will he in school another 
year cunnot bo determined until the 
time comes. If they do return Newton 
next year should have a team such 
as they have not had for several 
years.

The building boom which has pre- 
vailed in Newton for several years 
shows little signs of abating. During 
the month of September 126 building 
permits were granted. Of these 45 
were for single dwellings, 5 for double 
dwellings, 35 for garages, 3 miscellane- 
ous and 38 for alterations. The total 
estimated value of this new construc- 
tion is $746,698. For the first nine 
months of 1927 there have been 1155 
permits for building granted in New- 
ton, representing a value of $6,366,- 
512. For the corresponding period in 

1926 the number of pormits granted 
was 1114, and the value $6,485,479. By 
Wards the permits granted so far in 

1927 are divided as follows— Ward 1. 
77: Ward 2, 200: Ward 3, 201: Ward 
4. 125: Ward 5, 220; Ward 6, 276; 
Ward 7, 56.

COLLEGE NEWS

There are two types of honors that 
are sought after In every college the 
length and breath of thin country. 
One Is the universal recognition of 
remarkable scholarship, the Phi Beta 
Kappa key, and the other Is that 
Hmnll pin that signifies that the wear- 
er is a fraternity man. Many con- 
tentions arise over the latter for it 
Is believed that they do more harm 
than good, but In the long run they 
serve as a stimulus for the man that 
has joined and act as a driving force 
throughout his college days. Con- 
sequently many men after they have 
gone fraternity find that the added 
spur puts them on the top of the 
heap, and they are able to discover 
new cells and mental channels that 
have never been opened for passage 
before. Newton has always been 
fortunate in its athletes, but it also is 
as fortunate in its students. They 
are the unsung heroes of the modern 
college who really when the battle 
of the football season has died away 
do more to uphold the prestige of 
their particular establishment of 
learning than any other group. 

Last year the number of students 
from the Garden City that were elect- 
ed to Phi Beta Kappa were amazing 
for the number that the city sends 
to college. Tlie honor of wearing 
tills key while still a junior in col- 
lege is one of the rarest of rare 
honors. Yet this Is what Rosemary 
Parks at RadclitTe, and Matt B. 
Jones at Williams did. Both of them 
are extraordinary people for they are 
equipped not only with an analyti- 
cal mind that is able to grasp the 
.study, hut also they are the possessors 
of a remarkably fine personality that 
makes them all the more desirable, 
and likewise all the more to be hon- 
ored since there is nothing more un- 
bearable than a student that is mere- 
ly a student and is able to make no 
applications of the 'work that he is 
so deeply interested in. 

The number that are able to win 
scholarships are also unusually large 
for a school with so small a number 
going to colege as Newton. In last 
year’s class three of the graduates 
from the High’ School held very high 
scholarships and with them ull the 
responsibility that goes with them. 
One of the leading entrants at Smith 
College this fall is Mary Ruby the 
holder of the Newton Highlands 
Woman’s Club Scholarship. She was 
allowed to enter with honors and be- 
cause her English work was of such 
high rating the college granted her 
the right to refuse the English course 
that is generally prescribed for all 
freshmen. Leonard Clark, the boy 
that won the Meserve* Fund Scholar- 
ship. which is awarded to only a pu- 
pil of the highest calibre has already 
made a name for himself at Dart 
mouth as one of the best of the en- 
tering class. Ernest Hapgood who 
carried to Brown with him the Ab- 
bott Rice Scholarship that is one of 
the highest that the Providence in- 
stitution pays, is another one of the 
type that make themselves popular 
wherever they may go, and he. too, 
is a remarkably keen student. 

Malcolm MacIntyre at Yale Is sup- 
posed to be one of the brightest men 
that his class holds and has already 
been marked a prospect for the teach- 
ing profession by some of his pro- 
fessors. He had an unusually brilli- 
ant record in ills short stay at New 
ton. and lie has continued to keep 
that pace which he set for himself 
all through his college years. 

Richard Savory a son of John Har- 
vard has been a holder of a scholar- 
ship at. the Cambridge School for 
some time, and his ranking has al- 
ways been near the top of the list. 
At present he is working for final hon- 
ors with a very good chance of being 
able to make the grade. 

Margaret Kenderdine left for Vas- 
sal* lust year with a host of good 
wishes and the winner of the best 
scholarship that Newton could give 
to a girl. She was another of the all 
around type that abound in the col- 
lege classes hut which seldom really 
seem to happen. Her work is con- 
sistently good whether it was social, 
athletic, or scholustic, and this fac- 
tor more than any thing else has 
made her popular at Poughkeepsie. 

The Middlebury representative is 
Samuel Patte who Is instructing in 
Public Speaking at the Vermont col- 
lege. and has one of the highest aver- 
ages In all of liis courses that any 
student of the college has ever been 
fortunate enough to obtain. He al- 
ways hud a remarkable mind but 
college seems to have brought all his 
abilities to the forefront. 

Lawrence Peakes at the Colby Col- 
lege was one of the best debaters 
that this small college had and his 
work alone was one of the primary 
reasons why the Maine representa- 
tive was able to keep the English 
forensic team at bay for one of the 
evening’s best speeches was accred- 
ited to him.

The prize wihning essay of George 
follows: 

THE EFFECTS OF THE DISCOVERY 
OF AMERICA BY COLUMBUS 
ON MODERN CIVILIZATION 


Stevenson has said that the work of 
no single Individual is indispensable, 
but as we study the exploit of Co- 
lumbus, pursuing his lonely journey 
over an unknown sea, we are inclined 
to disagree with the statement of Ste- 
vensou. For the effects that fol- 
lowed from this achievement were so 
powerful that it marked a new era in 
The history of the world and changed 
the fate of nations. It was the dream 
of this young adventurer to find a 
shorter route to India. His trial trip 
over the western seas was a piece of 
real heroism because he was ready to 
risk his life and the fortunes of his 
friends upon his firm belief that the 
earth is round. His desperate under- 
taking. however, after a three months’ 
passage over the tossing billow's in 
his frail vessel brought him safely to 
the new found land. It was not India 
hut the glittering shores of the 
Bahama Islands — the new world that 


he had reached. That wonderful 

achievement, by its incomparable au- 
dacity as a venture In seamanship, 
thrilled the imagination of the people 
to an extraordinary degree. It was 
the electric spark which set aflame 
the smouldering ambitions of nations 
and brought to life schemes of com- 
mercial aggrandizement which had 
hitherto, been mere aspirations. Where 
Columbus and his hand of men had 
gone, others equally brave and reso- 
lute could go. and thus began the great 
era of ocean navigation. Spnin profit- 
ed by these explorations and a stream 
of wealth flowed in to her cofTers from 
her distant colony. This acted as a 
stimulant on other countries, and thus 
began the general policy of adventure. 
Columbus’ voyage had lifted the cur- 
tain upon the mysteries of that outer 
world which had existed hitherto only 
in imagination. Interest was thus 
aroused in strange people and unfa- 
miliar lands. This interest in the 
.west grew steadily, resulting in pow- 
erful changes and epoch-making 
searches. From this beginning went 
forth a progress so steady, so wonder- 
ful. so important that the story of its 
• fleets would fill a volume of glorious 
history. 

Men now played their parts on a 
mightier stage. Nowhere are the 
marks of genius and civilization more 
vividly impressed than upon our own 
loved shores. Over ninety million peo- 
ple from the four quarters of the globe 
crowd upon this continent. Its streets 
palpitate with a life more picturesque 
and varied than that of any centre 
under the sun. In and out of its docks 
pass annually volumes of shipping 
which places our loved country among 
the leading nations of the world. The 
ocean, once looked upon* as a barrier 
to trade. Is now dotted with crafts of 
every imaginable description from the 
huge Leviathan liner or stately cruiser 
down to the small barge or rollicking 
excursion boat. Over these manifes- 
tations of man’s activity is an environ- 
ment whose glamour fills the spectator 
with amazement by its surpassing 
charm. Truly this is a continent “full 
of goodly prospects" whether it is 
viewed from the standpoint of ma- 
terial development or of natural beau- 
ty. Much of this development is de- 
rived from European sources, the 
usual means of livelihood have come 
to us from there. Our merchants, 
hankers, manufacturers, professional 
men and mechanics have come to us 
by way of Europe. Our chief inspira- 
tion in literature, art and science have 
reached the western world through 
European channels. 

The discovery of America, then, was 
something more than an incident. It 
constitutes one of the signposts In the 
history of civilization. It led directly 
to settlements on an unassailable 
basis. Search through history — you 
will find no achievement that had so 
tremendous an efTect on the progress 
of nations as the discovery made by 
Christopher Columbus. He opened up 
a new world of wonderful possibilities, 
and stimulated the spirit of invention 
and discovery which has brought to 
light the hidden resource^ of America, 
and has made her the exponent of 
what is best in modern civilization. 
For this we remember him, and place 
him among the world’s elect.

Regular Monday Night Session 

When the hearings were called on 
the following petitions before the 
Board of Aldermen on October 3rd, 
no persons appeared to offer objec- 
tions:

street. Ward (5. and to keep, store, and j 
use gasoline in connection therewith, j 
private use only. John Joseph Cop- 
pinger, for permit to increase storage | 
capacity of gasoline at 70 Needham 
street. Ward 5. from 2.000 to 20,000 gal- 
lons. The Texas Company, fnr per- 
mit to increase storage capacity of 
gasoline at Needham and Easy streets, 
Ward 5, from 1,000 to 1,500 gallons, no 
additional pumps. Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company of Boston, for 
permits as follows: To construct and 
maintain underground conduits and 
manholes in Wesley street, beginning 
at a point approximately 200 feet west 
of Centre street and running north- 
westerly. a distance of approximately 
90 feet.

Once ag;ain the aldermen voted not 
to grant a petition from Mary A. Blake 
for a waiver of the setback line on 
California street. Newtonville, to per- 
mit the use of a small, cheaply built 
office building as a dwelling. This 
little structure, erected to serve as a 
real estate office, is located close to 
the street line on a small lot. 

Licenses for two first-class taxis 
were granted to Carl Rogers of 36 
Park street; one second-class taxi li- 
cense to Paul FitzGerald of 116 Jewett 
street; a common victualler’s license 
to Cosmo Uttro of 2295 Washington 
street; licenses for ten bowling alleys

H. Ryan. 

The following appropriations were 
made: Street Department, sewer con- 
struction, Commonwealth avenue, 
$635; Cypress street, $12,611; Arling- 
ton street. $643; Elgin street. $1234; 
Ware road. $950; Sherman place, 
$1S45; Oldham road. $3916; Chester- 
field road, $2519; pensions for George 
Stacy $530.96, George Osborne $432.32; 
water mains on Cypress and other 
streets, $4500; resurfacing Watertown 
street, $9500; Street Department, office 
expenses, $500; maintenance of sew- 
ers, $2500: Street Department, yard 
expenses, $500; Law Department, set- 
tlement of Russo claim, $320. 

The Street Commissioner submitted 
the cost of work done under the Bet- 
terment Law on Carver road, $474.38; 
Rnthfeld road. $2459.36; Ellison road. 
$3212.35; Halcyon road. $4992.36. A 
recommendation from Mayor Childs 
that $375 be appropriated to clean the 
tunnel at Auburndale was referred to 
the Public Works Committee for fur- 
ther consideration. Other recommen- 
dations from the Mayor referred to 
committees were appropriations of 
$2000 for maintenance of Fire Depart- 
ment lines, $1000 for new books at 
Newton Centre and Auburndale li- 
braries, $166.67 for assistant librarians’ 
salaries, $150,000 for the construction 
of the new school at Newton Lower 
Falls.

October 15th, on the 
staged what we understand is the 
Newton Y. M. C. A. grounds will he 
largest One Day dog show in the his- 
tory of the Fall Shows held by the 
Middlesex County Kennel Club. 

While exact particulars are not as 
yet available, we have learned that at 
this show there will be on exhibition a 
total of over five hundred dogs with 
extremely strong entries in breeds 
which are as a rule absent from the 
general run of shows. 

For instance the lovers of the Sau- 
sage dog or Tekel-liund — that long 
hacked, smooth coated little dog with 
the crooked legs, long ears and tall 
and a combination of all the emotions 
will find three on exhibition — an unu- 
sual number in this section of the 
states. Again the Dalmatian, or Coach 
Dogs as he is called across the pond, 
is represented by two specimens of 
good type, and the seldom seen Schip- 
perke. that pert little black dog of 
the Hollanders Canal boats will be 
on exhibition. 

Irish and Russian wolfhounds, have 
made strong entries as well as Great 
Danes and St. Bernards and two at 
least of an extremely rare breed, the 
Skye Terriers, are entered. Dr. Dwight, 
who is scheduled to judge the major- 
ity of these breeds has proved as ex- 
pected, a strong drawing card as evi- 
denced by the above entries, which 
also includes twelve Chesapeake Bay 
dogs, another breed which is under- 
going a well deserved revival of en- 
thusiasm. due to the interest of Ma- 
jor Cyrus Quinn of the Cape, who is 
bringing up at least eleven of these 
attractive dogs. 

The more widely known breeds are 
very well represented, Shepherd dogs 
with well over fifty, about the same 
number of Boston Terriers and Pekin- 
gese, twenty-four Airedales, and close 
to the number of Doberman Pinschers. 

Some twenty-seven French Bulls 
have been listed and thirty-three Cock- 
er Spaniels help to swell the total. 
Samoyedes have ten representatives, 
and the English and Irish Setters 
about a dozen each. Fifteen Pomeran- 
ians, five English Toy Spaniels, three 
each of Papillons and Brussels Grif- 
fons help to make up a strong toy 
entry. Fourteen Chow Chows from 
a nice entry for Mrs. Merriam, and 
eleven Cairn Terriers show that Dr. 
Harvey is well liked by the exhibitors 
of that breed. 

All in all this should be a record 
breaking show both as to numbers of 
dogs entered and the gato attendance, 
for, with the addition of the regular 
stand by breeds always in evidence at 
shows, the presence of the less often 
seen specimens enumerated above 
should be a source of .great interest 
to all Dog Lovers both large and 
small.

DISCUSS LOWER FALLS SCHOOL 

The joint committee composed of 
aldermen and school committee mem- 
bers which considers new school 
buildings met at City Hall on Tues- 
day night to discuss the proposed new 
school at Lower Falls. Mayor Childs 
recommended -to the aldermen at their 
last meeting that $150,000 be made 
available through the authorization of 
a bond issue for the erection of a new 
school which will contain six rooms 
and storage accomodations in the 
basement for playground department;

In the center of a Christian settle- 
ment in the Jungle ut Meduk, Hydera- 
bad, India, stands a Christian church 
of the proportions of a cuthedral.

WHY TAXES GO UP 

IN MANY CITIES 


The Philadelphia Chamber of Com- 
merce recently published an article 
entitled. ‘Are City Expenditures Too 
High?" This article states: "W'ith 
a few notable exceptions most of our 
cities throughout the country have 
reason to be proud of the economy 
they have exercised in recent years 
despite distorted and ill-advised re- 
ports to the contrary. Some of these 
reports failed to take cognizance of 
two significant facts. One is that 
modern civilization demands and needs 
civic improvements as never before. 
The other is that the purchasing 
power of the dollar is considerably 
less, and the average wage consider- 
ably more than it was before the 
World War.” 

"To mention a few more items 
which our fathers adopted only after 
long consideration aud which are 
commonplace to this generation are 
— complete sewer systems and disposal 
plants, high pressure water supply, 
parks, public playgrounds, municipal 
golf courses, public bathing beaches, 
swimming pools and skating ponds, 
tiro proof school buildings housing 
domestic science and manual train- 
ing departments, street cleaning, com- 
plete snow removal immediately after 
a storm, municipal hospitals and sani- 
tariums. large and intensified police 
and fire departments, public libraries, 
compensation and insurance for work- 
men employed on work conducted by 
city bureaus, etc." 

"Above all things the almost mir- 
aculous advent of 22.000,000 motor 
vehicles upon our streets and high- 
ways in the last twenty years has 
greatly increased the services de- 
manded of city governments. They 
have necessitated new traffic police 
and mechanical systems of traffic con- 
trol. public parking spaces, wider and 
stronger streets, new bridges and many 
additional safety measures such as 
the abolition of grade crossings." 

According to the article quoted, per- 
sons residing in cities today, require 
much more than did their ancestors, 
and must expect to pay for it.

THE M. & B. ST. RY’S 
FINANCIAL STATUS 


At the last meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen* Chairman Hawkins of the 
Transportation Committee road figures 
received from the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities showing the financial con- 
dition of the Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway for the quarter ending June 
30. and for the period from January 1 
to June 30, inclusive. Figures for 
simlinr periods In 1926 were also read 
for the purpose of comparison. 

The operating expenses of the M. & 
B. for the first six months of this year 
were $477,842.89; a decrease of $13,- 
838.42 under those of the same period 
in 1926. The operating revenues for 
the first six months of tills year were 
$604,725.75. an increase of $6,293.19 ns 
compared with 1926. The net revenue 
from January 1 to June 30, 1927. was 
$126,882.86. an increase of $20,131.61 
over 1926. From this revenue $7,666.52 
were deducted for tnxes. $41,431 for 
Interest on funded debt, $36,783.14 for 
Interest on unfunded debt, $3,990.36 
for amortization of discount on fund 
ed debt and $631.19 for miscellaneous

He is sur- 
vived by his widow, one son, William 
Kent, Jr., of Arlington, an engineer 
with the Metropolitan Water Depart- 
ment, and three daughters, Mrs. Jere- 
miah Madden, Mrs. Joseph Maloney 
and Miss Gertrude Kent, all of New- 
ton. His funeral services were held 
this morning at the Church of the 
Sacred Heart in Newton Centre. In- 
terment was in St. Joseph’s Cemetery, 
West Roxbury.

buses. With the exception of one divi 
dend of 2% paid to permit of the re 
financing of the road, the stockholders 
who invested their money in the Mid 
dlesex & Boston have been paid no div 
idends for years.

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ONE THING AND ANOTHER

O, telephonic maiden, 

How sweet to hear your voice, 

Your speech on all occasions 
Was ever soft and choice; 

And now you’ve added, "Thank you!” 
More courtesy to show, 

It thrills my heart to hear you, 

If you could only know ! 

No matter what the temper 
Of those who make a call, 

In gentlest tones you answer, 

“Thank you,” to one and all; 

Maybe they apeak in whispers, 

Or yell with all their might, 

In roreign tongue address you, 

Or with their lips closed tight; 

I don’t know how you do It, 

And yet you understand, 

Replying with a “Thank you,” 

Most gracious and most bland; 

So little praise is offered 
To you for all your good, 

I'd like to say I’m grateful 
And show it if I could; 

Rut words I must depend upon, 

I’m handicapped, you see, 

And so, may I say, "Thank you 
So much,” for thanking me. 


No sooner does one trouble pass 
than another lights on our head. This 
time it is a grey, soft felt hat. It may 
be truly said it was put there by the 
owner and no blame whatever attaches 
to the hat. It wouldn’t make such a 
difference if it were not a new hat — 
successor to the straw with which the 
owner’s head was defended from the 
burning rays of the sun during the few 
moments the sun shone this past sum- 
mer. 

I had some things to say ubout the 
unhappiness associated with the wear- 
ing of a straw hat. 1 wish now to 
state that it is as nothing-minus com- 
pared with the new lid. Here is a 
beautiful creation of the hatter’s art — 
if you don’t believe it I can show you 
the maker’s name — and its proportions 
are perfect and its lines graceful. It 
has only one crease and that is in the 
center. The rim is without binding 
and has a bending curve like the up- 
per portion of a soup-plate. 

Now anybody will admit that such 
a deicate bit of headgear must be care- 
fully cherished in order that its charm 
remain intact. If it strikes anything 
violently or forcefully it loses its 
shape and gets a sort of knocked-about 
look. One must be constantly on 
guard to preserve this marvel of a hat. 

Therefore, I hereby take issue with 
my colleague, Mr. Powers, who wants 
the window-shades returned to their 
places in the Boston Elevated cars. I 
submit priority of claim for I ride on 
the Elevated much more frequently 
than Mr. Powers. Not only do I in- 
sist that the window-shades be not re- 
stored to such cars as may be without 
them, but that they be removed from 
all cars and along with them the chew- 
ing-gum boxes, the push-button and 
other implements of service or amuse- 
ment with which the Elevated cars are 
equipped. I even ask that the straps 
be taken down and passengers obliged 
to cling to one another or the backs of 
the seats. All these impements are 
ruining my new hat. 

The fact is that I cannot help bump- 
ing my hat against window-shades, 
gum-boxes, straps, etc., with the result 
that it is almost certain to be thread- 
bare and weather-beaten before I have 
had an opportunity to display it. It 
has simply got to last until next Eas- 
ter. Unless I go bareheaded this 
winter, however, 1 shall not have much 
of a bonnet by next spring. 


The other night I talked with a man 
who 1 believed had a real grievance. 
The worst of it was he could see noth- 
ing that could be done about it. The 
law doesn’t help him and when a man 
has no opportunity to seek redress in 
the courts he is somewhat up against 
it. 

This man, the owner of an estate 
around which a combination stone and 
wooden fence is constructed, waked 
up one morning recently to find that 
an automobile had crashed through 
the fence and damaged it to the extent 
of somewhere in the vicinity of $100. 
rite car, apparently, was still in con- 
dition to be driven, for its driver made 
off. No number taken, therefore no 
investigation and no arrest and no set- 
tlement for damage done. 

Clearly this land-owner had been the 
victim of malicious mischief and natur- 
ally was considerably angered. He 
said it was an outrage that he should 
have to foot the bills of this act of 
vandalism, and it does seem as if he 
had a sound argument. 

"The owner of cattle or poultry,” 
said he, "is paid by the county if his 
stock is killed or injured by dogs, and 
he doesn’t have to prove anything 
more than the actual killing or injury. 
The county doesn’t expect him to lo- 
cate the dogs or their owners. Why 
should I have to stand this expense — 
it is no way my fault? Why shouldn’t 
there be a State fund, taken from the 
money received for automobile li- 
censes or taxes, to provide for such in- 
stances as mine?” 

He added that he had heard of a 
number of similar cases where fences, 
gate-posts and other parts of property 
had been smashed and no knowledge 
of the perpetrator obtained. "It’s an 
injustice,” this man declared, and I 
am not sure he isn’t right. 


Should you happen to spring some- 
thing like, "What has been your ex- 
perience with roadside stands?" you 
are certain to get at least two replies. 
Somebody will Hay, "Wonderful, we 
are able to get fresh vegetables right 
out of the garden.” And then some- 
body else will say, "Rotten! I never 
buy from roadside stands; they charge 
more than you pay at the store and the 
stuff isn’t any better.” Hooray! What 
a tine chance for a red-hot dispute. 

Much to my surprise I learned of a 
man who buys of roadside stands in a 
scientific fashion. He isn’t a scientist 
but he takes the matter very seriously. 
1 give him credit as a student of buy- 
ing and suggest that he be called upon 
to give public talks on the subject. 

He takes his car out every Saturday 
afternoon for a tour of the country- 
side. Although he covers many miles 
and his otherwise neat runubout looks 
like a ( I reek peddler’s wagon before 
he gets through, he manuges to prove 
his theory. He picks out one stand 


for corn, another for tomatoes, a third 
— it may be 10 miles distant— for pota- 
toes and still another for carrots and 
so on. At one he purchases cider and 
upples only, despite the fact they have 
everything else to sell from the gar- 
den. He not only knows his stufT but 
he knows their stuff, and that is a 
combination that is indeed hard to 
beat. 

The idea that buying from a road- 
side stand is merely incidental to a 
pleasant afternoon’s ride is not In his 
mind. He is shopping by car and 
that’s far more important than mere 
recreation. Furthermore, it means 
plenty of fresh air as well as fresh 
vegetables. 

Of course, he may not win on the 
investment when he counts up the 
mileage costs, gasoline, wear and tear, 
etc., but then as long a3 he demon- 
strates the wisdom of his theory to his 
own satisfaction, isn’t it worth while? 
Remember, I am asking the question, 
not answering it. If you should in- 
quire of me and Insist on a reply, I 
should have to say “Yes and no and 
maybe neither.” 


As a means of fire prevention we are 
admonished, and properly, too, against 
the careless throwing of matches. 
This is but one thing to be guarded 
against. It suggests and no doubt 
means the tossing of lighted matches 
among inflammable material such as 
the contents of a waste-basket or other 
receptacles of a similar character. 
Woodland fires, of course, are included 
and stressed. 

But some people are altogether too 
careless even on the city streets, 
where they seem to disregard all sense 
of propriety or danger. Personally I 
witnessed two flagrant examples of 
this deliberate ignoring of other peo- 
ple’s safety. I saw a man, who was in 
conversation with another, light his 
pipe and throw the match, which was 
still burning, back of him without 
turning his head to see where it land- 
ed. It was a crowded sidewalk and 
the match was certain to hit some- 
body. It struck against a woman’s 
skirt, which happened to be of heavy 
material. What a blaze might have 
caused had the woman not been walk- 
ing rapidly along! 

Another man lighted a cigarette as 
he was passing through a number of 
people on the sidewalk. He tossed 
the match over his shoulder, paying no 
heed to what he had done. The match, 
landed on the coat of a man directly 
behind, who gave vent to his feelings 
without hesitation. I doubt, however, 
if it made the slightest impression on 
the match-thrower. 

Now then, if this is the condition in 
a city what wonder that there are not 
more fires. We rail against the auto- 
ist who is careless with matches or 
cigars and cigarettes while in the 
woods. We should not let up on him, 
but we should get after the pedestrian, 
home-dweller or anybody else who ex- 
hibits his utter indifference to public 
welfare by tossing a lighted match any 
old place that’s handy and possibly 
cause a disastrous fire.

Morning program, reports of the 
Council Meeting of the General Feder- 
ation held at Grand Rapids the week 
of May 30 last. Explanation of the 
new department, Club Institutes 
also described in last week’s Column. 
Discussion of Legislative policy, and 
law observance. Afternoon session, a 
musical program, and an address by 
Governor Brewster of Maine. 

LAW OBSERVANCE. It is appro- 
priate, since the Fall meeting will, in 
all probability, touch upon this sub- 
ject, as attendant upon other legisla- 
tive matters, to quote what Mrs. Rob- 
ert J. Culbert, chairman of the State 
Division of Law Observance, has to 
say upon one measure that, endorsed 
by the Federation, became law: 

“Let us see to it that our city or 
town is observing the new Roadhouse 
Law. Let us stretch our arm of pro- 
tection about our youth as he motors 
miles away from home to some inn 
or roadhouse, in search of food, music, 
dancing, gaiety. 

“The Roadhouse Law, which was 
passed in 1926, requiring all road- 
houses to be licensed, thus assuring 
us of properly conducted roadhouses, 
should be observed and enforced. 
Will you help us to do this? 

"As motorists the physical aspect of 
the roadhouse is familiar to you. It 
is seen everywhere, — the large, ob- 
vious establishment with its electric 
signs and orchestra; the small road- 
side stand with its player piano, vic- 
trola or radio. On the surface, they 
appear to be places for wholesome 
amusement and refreshment. Many 
of them, however, are gambling dens, 
houses of assignation or under-cover 
saloons. 

“In towns of less than 2500 voters 
the State Commissioner of Public 
Safety must approve of the licenses. 
According to his last report, there are 
87 towns with licensed roadhouses. 

“In the cities and towns of over 
2500 voters, the story is different. 
There is no one person in authority 
heading up the work. Many have ig- 
nored the law. 

"Of the 84 towns and cities, only 30 
have been seen or have reported. Of 
these, 5 have issued licenses, 7 say 
they have no places to license, and 18 
say that they have not licensed their 
establishments which do come under 
the law.” 

One asks how these 18, frankly mak- 
ing this admission, are permitted by 
the authorities to ignore the law!

MANUAL ON HOME EQUIPMENT 
Clubwomen will he interested to read 
a unique handbook, a manual to which 
the American housewife, the home- 
maker, and her business partner, the 
American husband, can turn for un- 
biased information on the question of 
home equipment fundamentals and 
how to acquire them being prepared 
by the General Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs as a result of its recent na- 
tion-wide surveys in which two-thirds 
of farm homes and 16 per cent of ur- 
ban homes were found without even 
the ‘Hanitary essential of running wa- 
ter at the kitchen sink. This manual 
will be used In connection with the 
follow-up campaigns now being inau- 
gurated in various states under the 
auspices of the General Federation to 
raise the level of home equipment and 
lift from the backs of the woman in 
the home drudging methods, in many 
cases, generations old. 

In its plan the book begins with the 
simplest working units and leads up 
iprogressively and with a thought to 
avoiding un-economic replacements 
until complete lighting, heating, cook- 
ing, sanitary and labor-saving plants 
have been discussed. 

In the matter of running water, the 
manual first discusses the simple 
kitchen drain, or sink; then the water 
source, pump or well; next the wind- 
mill. motor or engine: the piping of 
the house and the running of water to 
the kitchen sink, and lastly in turn 
the flush toilet, the bath tub, the wash

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


In September the daily average num- 
ber of patients in the hospital was 98, 
the smallest number on any one day 
81 and the largest 11G. In the month 
the hospital admitted 452 patients and 
discharged 361. Fifty-five babies were 
born during the month, 29 boys and 26 
girls. The outpatient department 
treated 462 patients, the eye clinic 8; 
there were 240 operating-room cases, 
154 X-ray cases and 48 accident cases. 
The social service department made 
8 calls at the hospital, 23 at homes and 
transferred 14 patients in its car. 

For the week ending Oct. 1 the hos- 
pital had in its care 99 patients of 
whom 33 paid as much as the cost of 
their care or more, 36 paid less than 
cost of care and 30, including babies, 
were free patients. The outpatient 
department treated 139 patients, the 
eye clinic 7 and there wetfe 9 accident 
cases. Ten babies were born, five of 
them girls and five of them boys. 
Eleven patients were transferred in 
the social service car and 4 calls were 
made at homes. 

Last week Friday the Newton Hos- 
pital won another tennis victory, 
team in doubles, Miss Mary Brack- 
et and Miss Elysee Cherry, winning 
from Miss Priscilla Thompson and Miss 
Jocelyn Harris of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital by 8-6, 6-2. Dr. Ly- 
man Orton and Dr. Herman Norton 
acted as the referees. Next year it is 
hoped that other training schools will 
he represented in the matches. 

Dr. E. D. Leonard of Newton Centre 
represented the Newton Hospital at the 
annual meeting of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, held In Detroit 

In last week’s accident cases there 
was only one child, a young girl who 
broke her arm In a fall from a swing. 
Three women were treated, one for 
cuts above and below the left eye re- 
ceived in an automobile accident, one 
for a wrenched wrist and one for a 
badly bruised arm received In falling 
down stairs. The men were treated 
for injuries to back and chest due to 
a falling staging, a lacerated forehead 
because of a fall Into a pit and a cut 
hand by dropping a crock while pick- 
ing grapes. 

Monday of last week the Training 
School committee held the first of its 
monthly meetings for the school year. 
Dr. W. O. Hunt is the chairman and 
the other members are Mrs. Ellery 
Peabody, Mrs. F. A. Day, Mrs. C. J. A. 
Wilson, Mrs. G. W. St. Amant, Dr. 
George L. West, Dr. H. F. Keever, Miss 
Bertha W. Allen, the superintendent 
of the hospital, and Miss Nell A. Hos- 
tetter, superintendent of nurses and 
principal of the training school.

The binoculars reached Col. Landon, 
sent from Germany by this German 
soldier. "And I sent him n trunk full 
of German marks In return,” said Col. 
Landon. 

This wns only one of a number of 
very Interesting incidents of the World 
War which he gave as the speaker 
of the evening at a big turnout of 
members of the Central Club of the 
Central Church.

THE UNION CHURCH 


Wnlmn Church Dedicated Fifteen 
Years Ago Imst Month 


On Sept. 17, 1912 — Just in years ago 
— the Union Church In Waban was 
dedicated, having been built lnrgely 
through the activity of Its pastor, I)r. 
Andrew W. Archibald. Its member- 
ship at that time included 83 people. 

Two months later the Rev. Charles 
H. Cutter took over the pastorate and 
during the 12 years of his stay in 
Wnban the Union Church had a steady, 
normal growth, commensurate with 
the growth of the village. 

Although it was on’./ on special oc- 
casions that the auditorium of the 
church was crowded to capacity, It 
became apparent several years ago 
that the church school had outgrown 
Its quarters. The superintendent, Mr. 
A. L. Stephen, eloquently presented 
Its needs and often It had been found 
nocessar.v for a whole year for the 
school to meet In three consecutive 
sessions, the society finally voted to 
embark on an $80,000 rebuilding pro- 
gram, J. R. Chandler headed the 
finance committee which secured the 
pledges. Felix A. Burton was chosen 
as architect and Henry C. Robbins, 
chairman of the building committee*. 
Alterations began last November and 
were carried along so successfully that 
the church was completed and open 
for public worship on Sept. 11. The 
total floor space has been Increased 
100 percent. The main auditorium now 
seats 300 instead of 200 and with the 
opening up of two transepts an addi- 
tional 100 people can be accommo- 
dated 

The vestry has been lengthened and 
there are 14 individual class rooms. 
A large and attractively furnished 
church parlor has been added. In- 
creased space has been given to the 
kitchen, which Is now very adaquately 
equipped to serve 250 people. A beau- 
tiful Skinner organ has been installed. 

The Women’s Association of the 
church agreed to raise $11,000 of the 
$80,000 pledged. The organ and the 
furnishing of both church parlor and 
kitchen have been the special concern 
of its members. 

The church school, of which Dr. E. 
J. Morse is superintendent, now has 
an enrollment of 320 pupils (46 of 
Whom are new this fall). Officers and 
teachers number 48. 

Two years ago Rev. Joseph C. Mc- 
Donald became pastor of the church, 
which has had a steady increase in 
membership till now It has on its rolls 
about 300. Dr. W. J. Jameson of 
Manepay, Ceylon, has been adopted by 
the Union Church as minister abroad. 

On Sept. 30 an open house and organ 
recital by William Zeuch of Boston 
brought out a large number of Waban 
people who were interested to inspect 
the whole edifice. 

It was a happy occasion for the loyal 
parishioners who have been and still 
are working so hard in its Interest. 
The church will be formally rededi- 
cated on Sunday, Oct. 16. 


PLAYGROUND NEWS 


This city was represented at the 
Fourteenth National Recreation Con- 
gress in Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 3 to 8, 
by Ernest Hermann, superintendent of 
playgrounds. 

The gathering was held under the 
auspices of the Playground and Recre- 
ation Association of America. 

Some of the speakers and their top- 
ics were: Carl E. Milliken, former Gov- 
ernor of Maine, ‘‘The Place of Motion 
Pictures in Adult Education”; Joseph 
E. Lee of Boston, president of the 
Playground and Recreation Associa- 
tion of America, “Life and Specializa- 
tion”; W. F. Jacoby, director of parks, 
Dallas, "Learning to Know the Animals 
In the Zoo and the Trees, Shrubs and 
Flowers in the Parks”; Rev. Charles 
W. Clilkey, pastor of the Hyde Park 
Baptist Church. Chicago, “Recreation 
and the Church”; C. C. Hieatt, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, "Planning Play 
Areas in New Real Estate Subdivi- 
sions”; S. J. Duncan-Clark. editor of 
the Chicago Evening Post, “The Press 
and the Recreation Movement”; 
George F. Kearney of the Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin, “Rise of the Slow 
Clubs”; and Prof. William G. Vinal of 
the State College of Forestry, Syra- 
cuse, “Nature Study As a Recreation 
Activity.” 

"Besides serving as the annual 
clearing house of ideas for 15,000 rec- 
reation leaders In the United States, 
the Congress is practically a big school 
in play methods,” stated Mr. Hermann, 
recreation superintendent. “There 
were daily classes, demonstrations 
and consultations in games, music, 
handcraft, dramatics, nature study and 
other recreation activities. They were 
open to the general public as well as 
to special delegates.” 

"A National Playground Miniature 
Aircraft Tournament, of which Orville 
Wright is chairman, was the crown- 
ing feature of the conference.” “Win- 
ners in local tournaments in 85 cities 
competed at Memphis for the cups 
and medals presented by the maga- 
zine. Popular Aviation, at the Invita- 
tion of tho Playground and Recreation 
Association of America, which Is con- 
ducted the contest. Men prominent 
in the promotion of aviation served as 
judges and presented the awards.”

Some years ago it was our privilege 
to visit the Basque country in the Bas 
Pyrenees mountains between France 
and Spain, and along the Bay of Bis- 
cay. There we observed that the 
men of that region wore the "beret.'' 
a soft, flat cap made of woolen cloth. 
Invariably It was dark bine In color. 
Several years ago Jean Borotra, the 
‘bounding Basque,” came to this 
country to participate in tennis 
tournaments and be wore a beret. 
Just, as the eye shade worn by Helen 
Wills became so popular as to have 
counterparts worn by many pleasure 
seekers and workers, Including tennis 
players and stevedores, so the beret, 
introduced to our shores by Jean 
Borotra, has become quite the vogue. 
The latest to succumb to the beret 
fad are many of the youths attending 
Newton High School. But the caps 
worn by the local boys are not of tin* 
modest blue color typical of the berets 
worn by tho Basque peasants. They 
are of a flaring shade which may be 
akin to burnt-orange. These flame- 
hued caps surely make the boys con- 
spicuous. One citizen has suggested 
that If the boys want to appear dif- 
ferent, as to attire, they adopt an- 
other garment long associated with 
the Basque country, and a generation 
ago quite popular in this country. 


Last Friday terminated forty-five 
years of service to the residents of 
Newton by William H. Mague, who 
during that long period held the con 
tracts for collecting the garbage of 
the city. On that day the familiar blue 
wagons owned by Mr. Mague made 
their rounds for the last time. Sat- 
urday large automobile trucks, each 
manned by several workmen journey- 
ed throughout the city as the em- 
ployees of John A. Janse of Newton 
Centre started to gather the garbage 
in Newton. 

It is to be hoped that the new 
contractor, Mr. Janse, will, with 
his modern equipment, perform the 
work satisfactorily. We wish him 
success In his endeavors. One thing 
is already realized by Newtonians. 
Garbarge, whether collected in horse 
drawn wagons, or in automobile 
trucks, will not, on warm days, dif- 
fuse an odor that Is as pleasing as 
the smell of new-mown hay.

If the city Is not liable for 
damages caused by negligent employ- 
ees, the employees should at least be 
compelled to exercise care while oper- 
ating trucks. In the opinion of many, 
cities, like private corporations, should 
be liable for damages caused by care- 
less employees.

bowl, the laundry tub and the water 
heater. In ench step suggestions are 
mnde preparing for the next advance 
without replacement of original equip- 
ment. And an idea of costs, the ap- 
proximate high or low or average cost, 
Is given on each necessary pleco of 
equipment. 

The matter of heating is treated in 
similar manner, dustless, odorless 
units that hent the whole house uni- 
formly, either from the cellar, when 
available, or from the main floor, be- 
ing encouraged for reasons of health 
and convenience. ^ In this chapter, as 
in that dealing with cooking, the mat 
ter of “stove tending" is also dis- 
cussed.

Aldermen Discuss Needs of South Side in This Direction — 
Walter E. C. Worth Elected Alderman 


Little Interest by citizens was mani- 
fested in the hearings held at the * 
meeting of the Aldermen on Monday 
night and bnt few spectators were 
present. No persons appeared to fa- 
vor or protest when hearings were 
called on the following petitions: 
Jess Melanson. permit to erect 3 car 
garage at 5(5 Somerset road; Marlon 
Stoeves. permit to erect 3 car garage 
at 32 Howard street; taking land for 
drains on Hinckley road, Sehlen street, 
private land off Berkley street; relo- 
cating and widening Pleasant street 
at Bracebridge road. Lincoln street 
from Harrison street to B. & A. tracks, 
Hammond street on the southwesterly 
side from Hammondswood road to Tu- 
dor road; taking land for sewers in 
Lind road. Star road. Melbourne ave- 
nue On the petition of Vohar Broth- 
ers for a permit to keep and sell gaso- 
line at 740 Beacon street, one pump, 
which will be located Inside the build- 
ing. letters of protest were received 
from Ernest Lyon and Frederick John- 
ston, owners of adjoining properties. 

Wickliffe J. Spaulding of Auburn- 
dale. speaking for the Newton Hospi- 
tal, presented H. J. Kellawav, a land- 
scape architect, 'who explained the 
plans for widening Washington street 
opposite the hospital grounds, and 
changing the grade of the street so 
that when the new hospital building 
will have been erected, the entrance 
to the hospital will be better safe- 
guarded against traffic than at pres- 
ent. L. B. Folsom, representing the 
Woodland Golf Club, sought informa- 
tion as to the proposed changes. He 
stated that if the widening interfered 
with the layout of the club golf course, 
the club members might not like it, 
although he realized that the interests 
of the hospital are of more importance 
than those of the golf club. He be- 
lieved that some sort of an arrange- 
ment can be made which will be sat- 
isfactory to both the hospital authori- 
ties and the club. 

Robert Stone of Tamworth road, 
Wabatt, asked the aldermen to build 
a drain lor the Dresser Brook which 
runs back of bis property. Mr. Stone 
has spent considerable money improv- 
ing his land and cannot proceed fur- 
ther unless a drain is built. 

Mr. Graham, the architect of the 
new Catholic Church at Waban, speak- 
ing for Rev. Dennis Donovan, pastor 
of the church, asked that a drain he 
built for the land hounded by Moffat, 
Windsor and Montclair roads. Chest- 
nut, Short and Beacon streets. He 
stated that the basement of the ne\v 
church is at such a low level, that 
this oral ft is very necessary. 

William Rattigan of 535 Watertown 
street, Newtonviile, stated that while 
he does not want to appear as in op- 
position to the construction of a sewer 
which is asked for by persons develop- 
ing Roberts avenue, he does not care 
to be assessed for part of the costs 
of this sewer when it will not benefit 
him. H. H. Farnum, like Mr. Ratti- 
gan. objected to being assessed to pay 
for someone else’s real estate develop- 
ment. * 

Alderman Pratt announced that 76 
voters of Ward 6 had signed a paper 
advocating the election of Walter E. 
C. Worth of 82 Homer street. New'ton, 
to serve the unexpired term of John 
C. DeMille as Ward Alderman from 
Ward 6. He moved the election of 
Mr. Worth and his motion was sec- 
onded by Alderman Bail. The motion 
was carried by a unanimous vote and 


Mr. Worth will act as alderman for 
the balance of this year. He will al- 
so ho a candidate for election on the 
ballot next December. 

Upon recommendation of Chairman 
Grebenstein of the Traffic Committee 
the aldermen voted to prohibit park- 
ing on the north side of Fuller street 
between Dartmouth street and Com- 
monwealth avenue, and on the north 
side of Commonwealth avenue from 
number 11 to the Boston line. The 
restriction on Fuller street w r as re- 
quested by the Brae Burn Country 
Club which has provided parking 
space for automobiles on land owned 
by the club. 

Alderman Hodgdon. referring to the 
death of Lieut. Desmond of the police 
department, asked President Weeks if 
it hns not been customary for the city 
to continue to pay the salary of a 
deceased city employee to his depend- 
ents, for a specified period. Mr. Weeks 
replied that this has been done after 
permission had been obtained from 
the Legislature. City Solicitor Bart- 
lett pave the information that last 
year the Legislature killed all hills 
of this nature coming from towns and 
cities. ’ 

Alderman Hodgdon stated that the 
Traffic Committee desires more traffic 
signals for the South Side and asked 
the Finance Committee why money 
had not been appropriated for such 
signs? Chairman Collins of the Fi- 
nance Committee replied that this 
matter had never been submitted to 
the committee. Alderman Grebenstein 
informed the Board that the Traffic 
Committee and the Chief of Police, 
after touring the city, had recommend- 
ed 18 more Columbia traffic lights be- 
ing placed at specified street inter- 
sections. He was sure this recom- 
mendation had been filed with the 
City Clerk, but evidently the Mayor 
had not taken action on the recom- 
mendation. Alderman Hodgdon moved 
“that the Board of Aldermen recom- 
mend to the Mayor, that the Mayor 
submit to the Board of Aldermen a 
recommendation for the Columbia 
lights.’’ Alderman Baker asked, “How 
much money will be involved in the 
purchase and installation of these 
lights?” He was informed that each 
Columbia light costs $30. and about 
$100 for installation. 

Alderman Grebenstein seconded Al- 
derman Hodgdon’s motion. He told 
of the number of dangerous places In 
the city and stated that since Co- 
lumbia lights have been installed, no 
accidents have occurred at corners 
where they have been placed. Aider- 
man Collins replied, “I would ho 
reluctant to vote for this motion, be- 
cause w'e commit ourselves to full rec- 
ommendation for the purchase of these 
lights by passing this motion. I am 
not prepared to vote for these 18 
lights tonight. They don’t appeal lo 
me. These lights show red for ve 
hides to proceed; something which is 
quite opposite to the method ordinari- 
ly used in all traffic signals. I have 
seen a number of these lights out of 
order. Alderman Earle observed t,hat 
such matter as the installation of 
traffic lights had always been referred 
to the Public Works Committee. He 
suggested that the Traffic Committee’ 
take the matter up with Mayor Childs, 
and promised t l»at the Public Works 
Committee will co-operate in bringing 
about the procuring of traffic lights 
where they are needed. Alderman 
Hodgdon then withdrew his motion.

Coni hi lit co Reports Coni i lined Suc- 
cess in Subscriptions 

Results of the active canvasH now 
being made for the Newton Hospitnl 
Building and Equipment Fund as an- 
nounced at the second report meet- 
ing held Friday, October 14, at the 
Brae Burn Country Club served to 
push the subscription total closer to 
the $1,500,000 goal. A total of $44,- 
482 reported in new gifts at this meet- 
ing. added to the $5,615 originally 
turned in, brought the sum total sub- 
scribed to date to $1,202,007. 

Less than $300,000 bus now to he 
raised from all the campaign units 
within the next few weeks to bring 
to a close the big campaign that was 
started more than a year ago and to 
put the Newton Hospital over the top. 
With the end almost in sight, every 
single member of the entire enmpaign 
organization was asked to redouble his 
efforts, with a view to announcing a 
still larger total at the next report 
meeting which is being Held Friday of 
this week at 6:30 p. m. at the Brae 
Burn Country Club. 

Among the gifts reported at the last 
meeting was a subscription of $5,000 
that was pledged by the Hospital Aid 
Association. In the early part of the 
$1,500,000 campaign the Association 
was among the first to pledge a sub- 
stantial gift amounting to $5,000. The 
second gift represents a hundred per 
cent increase which is being asked of 
all former subscribers in order to in- 
sure the success of the campaign. 

Reports from campaign units were 
as follows: Newtonviile $2,833, West 
Newton $1,475, Auburndnle $17,700, 
Waban $283. Highlands $345, Upper 
Falls $30. Newton Center $766 and 
Chestnut Hill $16,050. Other campaign 
units with gifts in sight deferred 
making their reports until this week’s 
meeting. Campaign workers were 
again impressed with the fact that 
unless the full $l,5u0,000 is subscribed, 
the Newton Hospital stands to lose 
about $133,500 in contingent gifts. 

Charles E. Kelsey, president of the 
hospital's Board of Trustees, told the 
campaign organization that while the 
Newton Hospital lias a maximum of 
113 beds, more patients than (hat 
were being cared for every day. The 
hospital, he said, is very much over- 
crowded and only using make shift ar- 
rangements so that all patients can 
be taken care of. 

For the year ending August 31, 1927, 
3,850 patients were cared for, an in- 
crease of 297 over the corresponding 
period two years ago. A total of 570 
children were horn in the Hospital 
duripg a single year, according to the 
Newton Hospital records, Mr. Kelsey 
said. Furthermore. 23 per cent of the 
patients are being treated without any 
charge. Counting those who can af- 
ford to pay for part of their care, it 
is conservatively estimated that fully 
50 pi r cent of tin hospital's work is 
free. 

“In the first part of this campaign.” 
said Mr. Kelsey, "the announcement 
was made that the proposed new build- 
ings would add 120 hospital beds, 
bringing our total up to 220 beds. 
When we found that changes in our 
plans were necessary and that it was 
advisalde to adapt and make use of 
Founders Building as a nurses’ home, 
the actual number of beds at our 
disposal was 200. 

"Even if the private rooms,” he 
said, “are used only to 60 per cent 
capacity, the Newton Hospital will lie 
self-supporting. During the past few 
years our operating deficit hns aver- 
aged approximately $30,000 per year: 
it has always boon met by the volun- 
tary gifts of tlie community. During

By 
the addition of gifts since that time, 
present endowment is $499,835.30. 

The purpose of the $1,500,000 fund 
now being sought is to build a new 
five-story hospital building, a power 
plant, and to make all the necessary 
alterations in the Founders Building 
so that it will lie a suitable home for 
an increased nursing staff.

Charles Brown, colored, of Turnpike 
road, Saugus, was the victim of a hor- 
rible accident at West Newton yester- 
day morning about 10:15.

Charter Objection Prevents Action to Reduce Service 
From Half-Hourly to Hourly Time 


At the meeting of the aidertiien on 
Monday night the Franchise and Li- 
s' nse Committee brought in a unani- 
mous report aprovlng the change of 
schedule of the buses running from 
Newton Corner to Waban as submit 
ted by the Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway Comany. By this change- the 
buses. which have been running on 
a half-hour schedule, would run once 
an hour. This line lias not been well 
patronized since its institution last 
Spring, and the M & B. has been 
losing considerable money on it. Even 
with the hourly schedule it will not 
he expected to pay. hut the loss will 
be much smaller. 

Alderman Heathcote. w’ho had op- 
posed this change at a previous meer- 
ing of the aldermen, again protested 
against the new schedule being put 
Into effect until figures shall have 
been obtained from the M. & B. show- 
ing whether or not, the receipts on 
this line have increased during Sep- 
tember and October over the preceding 
four months. He asked Chairman 
Hawkins of the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the aldermen if he had any 
figures from the M. & B. giving the re- 
ceipts of the Waban line for the pe- 
riod from September 1 to October 15. 
When he received a negative reply, he 
asked that action on this matter be 
postponed for two weeks, until the 
next aidermanic meeting, in order to 
allow the figures to be procured from 
tl»e company. The Ward 4 alderman 
stated ‘that he is satisfied that the 
buses to Waban are being better pa- 
tronized since the people returned to 
tills city from their summer homes, 
and that if the schedule is changed, it 
will be difficult to have the more fre 
quent trips restored." He cited the 
less frequent schedule on th° Newton- 
Framingham line as an example. Dur- 
ing the war the cars on this line were 
changed on a half-hour schedule from 
a twenty minute schedule, and the old 
schedule has never been resumed. 

Alderman Hawkins stated that the 
matter of this change in the Waban 
bus schedule has been before the al- 
dermen at several meetings, and that 
it will be next to impossible to make 
this line pay on a half-hour schedule. 
In reply to a question from Alderman 
Collins, he stated that no petition bas 
been received from Waban residents 
opposing the change schedule. 

Alderman Bail, speaking at Ward 5 
representative said "that he had hoard 
no protests against the change ' from 
Vaban or Newton Highlands residents 
so it seems that they are satisfied to 
have the change made." Alderman 
Hot crook of Waban stated that the 
executive committee of the Waban Im- 
provement Association had. at a meet 
ing held a few days before, decided 
that the change in the schedule will 
be fair to Waban residents and to the 
M. & B. Alderman Pratt said “that 
the people of Newton Centre, with 
whom he had spoken, are of a like 
opinion." 

Alderman Hodgdon asked City So- 
licitor Bartlett. "If the Middlesex & 
Boston cannot keep the half-hour 
chedule, can we throw this route open 
to others for the operation of buses?" 
Mr. Bartlett replied "that the Rules 
and Regulations of the Board provide 
for tlie schedule. The contract has 
nothing to do wit It it." Alderman 


Hodgdon continued. "We are inter 
esfed in service, if others can give 
It to us. we should permit them to do 
so. I don’t want the Middlesex Sr. 
Boston to lose money, hut they ac- 
cepted the bus line under a certain 
schedule. I believe it must be a part 
of the contract.” 

Alderman Heafhcoe asserted that 
he M. & B. seems anxious to rush mat- 
ters. that no serious loss will be suf- 
fered by this company if the present 
schedule is continued for two weeks 
more, and that the aldermen who were 
in favor of allowing the less frequent 
schedule being pnt into effect, are nor 
familiar with the growth of the dis- 
trict served by this bus line. 

Alderman Hodgdon asked City So- 
licitor Bartlett. "Does Section II of 
the City Charter apply to this re- 
port?" This section reads, "Any or- 
dinance. order or resolution of the 
Board of Aldermen may be passed 
through all its stages of legislation at 
one session, provided no member of 
said Board objects thereto: but if 
one or more members object, the 
ineasur. shall be postponed for that 
meeting." Mr. Bartlett gave the opin- 
ion that the section did apply: where- 
upon Mr. Hodgdon raised a charter 
objection against tlie report being ac- 
cepted at that meeting. President 
Weeks declared a recess, and follow- 
ing a conferenc - with Mr. Bartie-tt, he 
announced that Mr. Hodgdon’s char- 
ter objection was well taken. 

So action on the Waban buses was 
postponed until either October 24th. 
• r November 7th. In the meantime 
ill* buses will continue on the half- 
hour schedule.

In tomorrow’s game at Claflln Field 
a much improved Newton team will 
meet the Beverly High School outfit 
In the first game under a two-year 
agreement. Next fall the Newton 
team will visit Beverly In the return 
contest. Ail unusual feature of tomor- 
row’s game Is the fact that both teams 
have the same colors of orange and 
black under which they play. In order 
that the officials as well as the specta- 
tors will not become confused as to 
which team is which some distinctive 
marking will he worn by the Newton 
team. 

Little Is known of the Beverly out- 
fit except that It has made a better im- 
pression in Its last two games than 
it did in its first two games. It

proved. Any team that is coached by 
"Hubber" Collins, former Arlington 
High star, should be able to give any 
of the Suburban League outfits a good 
game, and Coach Sullivan of Newton 
is looking for stiff opposition from the 
North Shore hoys.

KIWANIS CLUB 

The speaker at the weekly meeting 
of the Klwanls Club on Tuesday was 
Mr. James C. Wilson, New England 
manager of the Lumbermen’s Mutual 
Casualty Company. He spoke on Com- 
pulsory Automobile Insurance. 

Being a representative body of bus- 
iness men you are more Interested in 
the success or failure of this law as a 
safety measure than from a cost stand- 
point, because you all undoubtedly car- 
ried protection prior to 1927. 

The success of any move rests en- 
tirely with public opinion, and this 
opinion cannot be formed in the few 
months this law’ has been effective. 

The public sustaining personal in- 
juries seem satisfied with the prompt 
attention given their claims and the 
assurance that should they secure a 
judgment on a contested case that the 
insurance company has the needed 
money to settle. 

A large number of car owners did 
not carry Insurance prior to 1927 but 
they seom very well satisfied with the 
Insurance commisioners rule w’hich 
rated their machines in the territory 
where the cars are garaged. 

The statistical records so far clearly 
support commissioner Monk’s conten- 
tion that most of the driving, there- 
fore most of the accidents occur with- 
in a radius of tw’enty-five miles from 
tho garage. 

The proponents of the law’ stressed 
accident prevention — polnt’ng out 
that the requirements of the law would 
force from the highway man* cheap, 
poorly equipped cars because their 
owners could not afford to buy insur- 
ance. They pointed out that these 
persons with no financial responsibili- 
ties were without any other responsi- 
bilities hence were careless and reck- 
less and caused a large number of ac- 
cidents. 

In this they were correct for the 
1927 registrations are several thousand 
short of 1926. The net loss in num- 
bers should be added to the normal 
annual growth to got a true picture 
of the cars which have heeu elimiuuted 
from tho highway. Each was a poten- 
tial cause of accidents, therefore the 
law as a safety measure is justified 
but. why stop there. 

Public safety is demanding tho most 
serious attention of the leading minds 
of our country, and well it might, 
w’hon we reckon the national annual 


loss of life and immeasurable pain 
and suffering following automoibile ac- 
cidents. 

We have sufficient laws for regulat- 
ing automobiles, why not enforce 
them? Why not follow commissioner 
Stoeckel of Connecticut, and drive off 
tho road the army of battered up 
rusty, old cars, whose brakes and 
lights have not been tested for years? 
Why not begin at home here in New- 
ton? 

In driving over here today I saw 
cars parked at Hubbard’s drug store 
and Moore’s Hardware. In both cases 
the cars were on the curb obstruct- 
ing the cross-walks. Last night I 
counted twenty-two cars parked near 
the library without lights, and about 
one out of every five machines you 
meet on the road hifve no tail light or 
only one head light. 

These conditions are not necessarily 
a police affair, they are up to the car 
owner who should have sufficient pride 
and civic sense to keep his car in good 
condition. 

Safety education in the schools Is 
being advocated everywhere, and di- 
rect results will follow, however, our 
New’ England cities have a keen re- 
sponsibility to those children. We have 
few’er good sidewalks than any other 
section of tho country and our chil- 
dren enjoy roller skates, scooters, and 
bikes— but they cannot use gravel 
walks as they use ^ie streets. 

The street department cleans the 
streets of snow’ but our w’alks being 
gravel get muddy and out in the road 
go the pedestrians. Some to be struck 
by automobiles. 

Plainly marked streets will do much 
to clear up confusion to motorists — - 
shrubs should be cut back at intersec- 
tions and sharp abrupt turns cor- 
rected. 

All Newton people drive through 
Konmoro square, which is without 
question the worst traffic corner in 
the country. It wljjl so remain until 
public opinion forces tho politicians to 
finish the subway. 

Let’s start the slogan, clean up Ken 
moro square.

NEWTON BUSINESS 

ASSOCIATES MEET 


The Newton Business Associates re- 
sumed their monthly meetings on 
Tuesday night of this week at the 
Hunnewell Club. The rainy weather 
kept a large number of members from 
attending. Following ,he usual fine 
dinner, served by Paxion’s, a short 
business se<sion was held. Larry 
Fredeiick’s orchestra ar.l Eddie King 
furnished the music. Preside.it Har- 
old Moore introduced .he speaker of 
the evening, Mr. H C. Baldwin of the 
Babson Institute, who gave one of 
the most interesting talks before the 
Associates since its organization. 

Mr.- Baldwin, who has recently re- 
turned from an extended trip through 
the midwest where he studied the 
business, conditions in that section 
stated that while there was somewhnt 
of a depressed conditions the manu- 
facturer there would not admit it. He 
told of the work of the statistical de- 
partments of individual industries and 
the resulting reduction in production 
in order to prevent surplus stocks 
during expected dull periods. On the 
whole he discovered that the fall and 
winter months would show slightly 
better business conditions than re- 
cently but beyond a period of five or 
six months it was impossible to fore- 
cast with a satisfactory degree of cer- 
tainty. He told of the relations of 
tariff rates, exports, and imports to 
business conditions. The retail fields 
show’ed many failures last year but 
it was noticeable that many retailers 
were reporting improved conditions 
in the past few months over similar 
periods a year ago. He mentioned the 
fact that advertising in the local pa- 
pers was invaluable to the local mer- 
chant and that contrary to methods 
formerly used his organization was 
spending 80 per cent of its advertis- 
ing appropriations in newspapers, of 
which the greatest portion was sent 
to the smaller papers and not the 
larger metropolitan dailies. Results 
were very satisfactory with such ad- 
vertising by his organization. lie 
urged the merchants to promote dol- 
lar days, co-operative buying and ad- 
vertising as well as other merchandis 
ing events. 

The speaker spent a few minutes 
on the stock market and Informed 
the members, that indications were 
best obtained by studying it by in- 
dustries and not as a whole. In mak- 
ing investment he said that the stock 
with a long pull outlook was consid- 
ered exceptionally good as were bonds 
of short term issues. 

The labor situation was the next 
point to which- he referred and that 
this was considerably easier today 
than in many years becuuse of the 
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increased efficiency of the building 
tradesmen. Some cities felt a short- 
age of skilled labor and a surplus 
of unskilled labor while 100 miles 
away just the opposite was true. These 
conditions will adjust themselves, the 
inefficient will be weeded out and a 
consequent increased efficiency will re- 
sult. Normality of employment has a 
bearing upon the normality of business. 
Some are alarmed at the Increasing 
use of automatic machinery. The fact 
that there are fewer employees today 
than there were a few years ago is 
not cause for much alarm because 
of the fact that many men are taking 
the place of women who took up work 
during the war period and are now 
giving this up. Neither is the pur- 
chasing power affectc-d despite the fig- 
ures shown because their places are 
being filled by men. 

Following his talk Mr. Baldwin an- 
swered questions which those present 
asked. The use of installment pay- 
ments was greater in the west and 
midwest than here in the east but it 
has to be watched very carefully. The 
housing situation on the whole was 
satisfactory. This question, however, 
belonged to the cities individually as 
many showed an over supply while 
others were lacking. The building 
program has fallen off since last year 
in residential construction but the in- 
crease of construction in public util- 
ities has raised the amount of build- 
ing to some extent. The speaker felt 
that the stock market was not a par- 
ticularly good forecast of business al- 
though in many cases it was right. 
It cannot be depended upon. At pres- 
ent however there is nothing to in- 
dicate a depression. The action of 
President Coolidge resulting in poli- 
tical uncertainty has had some effect 
in causing a falling off in business 
but he did not consider it st rious and 
intimfited that it might be a good 
thing. The auto industry provided a 
good barometer for business condi- 
tions because of the fact that they 
watched conditions closely and were 
able to change their production pro- 
gram on short notice to meet expended 
rises in or falling off ot business. 
Forecasting business conditions is 
only getting figures, interpreting them, 
and using common sense. Asked what 
effect the passage of the Volstead Act 
had upon business Mr. Baldwin stated 
that it had considerable effect in in- 
creasing the efficiency of unskilled 
labor and in releasing much purchas- 
ing power into other channels. But 
he wondered if the effect in the drop 
in respect for laws was not more serl 
ous a matter than increased efficiency 


NEWTON HOSPITAL 

For the week ending October 15 
there were in the hospital 116 patients. 
38 paying as much as the cost of their 
care or more, 54 paying less than cost 
of care, and 24. including babies, be- 
ing free patients The out-patient de- 
partment treuled 102 cases and there 
were 20 accident cases. Twelve ha- 
des were born. 5 girls and 7 boys. The 
social service department made 7 calls 
at homes and transferred s patients 
ilk its car. 


Five of last week’s 20 accident cases 
were due to automobiles; a finger 
crushed in a truck, a bruised shoulder 
and lip from falling from a truck 
which turned over, a wrist broken in 
cranking a car. also an arm broken in 
the same way, and a fractured skull 
from a fall from a motorcycle. Two 
children found a railroad bomb, put it 
in a tin can and lighted it; at the hos- 
pital one of them was treated for lacer- 
ations of the left leg and the right arm 
and the other for puncture wounds in 
chest, hands, right leg and buttocks. 
A man cut his hand on a steel grinder, 
a woman put her hand through a win- 
dow and cut the palm of her hand, 
a man cut his hand with an axe. an- 
other cut his with a sickle, a child fell 
and cut her lower lip and a two-vear- 
old boy fell against the corner of a 
settee and cut himself over the left 
eve. In playing ball a man's right 
kidney was ruptured by a hit with a 
ball, and in wrestling a girl sprained 
her left wrist. A man fell from a 
a roof and sprained his back, and a 
child fell from the running board of 
a car and broke an arm. The worst 
accident of the week was the Welles- 
ley shooting accident in which a man 
accidentally discharged his gun into 
the side of his head. 

One of the recent patjents at the hos- 
pital on leaving left behind her a check 
for $100 for the new hospital as a 
token of her appreciation of what hail 
been done for her at the hospital. 

The concrete foundation for the new 
power house has been started and 
large signs have been put up on the 
hospital lawn so that those who ride 
by may read of the work tha, is going 
on.

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EDITORIAL 


The attendance at the recent hear- 
ings plven bv the Commission of Elec- 
tion Laws indicates that there is some 
interest in the matter, although it was 
made evident that there are many and 
varied ideas of meeting the situation. 

With many years of practical ex- 
perience in election matters and some 
vears as a member of the Election 
Laws Committee of the Legislature, 
we are convinced that the indifference 
of the average voter to the importance 
of the primary is a chronic situation 
and one which cannot be wholly eradi- 
cated. The people will take an occa- 
sional interest .r. th> 
such men as Coolidge or Fuller but it 
is short lived and cannot be regarded 
as a step in advance. Education is, 
of course, the ultimate solution, but by 
the time you have one generation edu- 
cated. another 1.; oming along w' b 
the same old indifference and the work 
must be done all over again. 

There are two ways in which the 
situation may be improved. First by 
making the primary more convenient 
to the voters by extending the time the 
polls are open and by changing the date 
of the primary to the last Tuesday in 
June. The present date of the pri- 
mary. early in September, comes too 
close to Labor Day — comes at a time 
when many persons are still at their 
summer homes and necessitates a cam- 
paign by primary candidates during 
the hot summer months. By placing 
the primary in June, more people are 
at home, the primary campaign comes 
in months when people are liable to 
be more interested in politics and in 
many ways would he more convenient. 

The second way to increase the in- 
terest in the primary is to establish 
the Short ballot. This would mean 
that only the more important officers 
would be nominated at the primary 
and consequently there would be more 
direct interest taken in their candi- 
dacy. It would also eliminate the un- 
intelligent voting which now exists 
in the selection of candidates for minor 
officers. At present the average voter 
goes to the primary with some knowl- 
edge of one or two officers and after 
exercising his intelligent choice on 
those, passes on to a dozen or more 
officers of which he knows nothing 
and on which he frequently votes be- 
cause he likes the name or because 
it is the first name on the ballot. The 
adoption of the Short ballot would 
remedy this situation to a great ex- 
tent. The difficulty in the way of the 
Short ballot is the fact that the con- 
stitution requires many of the minor 
officers to be elected and a constitu- 
tional amendment to change this 
method is considerable of an under- 
taking. It would be a step, however, 
In the right direction and should be 
seriously considered by the Commis- 
sion on Election Laws.

For some years the Graphic has 
urged the abolition of the bell alarm 
for fires in this city and we are 
pleased to note that Chief Randlett 
has been able to bring this important 
matter to a head. The traffic situa- 
tion in this city, while not so acute 
as in other cities, is still serious 
enough to call for every effort to keep 
it within safe and sane bounds. One 
o** the phases of the situation has 
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been the thoughtless curiosity of many 
motorists who. when a fire alarm has 
been sounded, drop their own busi- 
ness and clinse l lie fire apparatus to 
the vicinity of the fire, and often 
hampering the firemen in their work 
of extinguishing the Are. The elimin- 
ation of the hell alarm will go a long 
way to remedy this situation.

Scouts Is off to a flying start this 
year, with active programs for the 
Camp at Dover, New Troops and per- 
sonnel. a Training Course for Scout 
Leaders and new nnd simpler systems 
for cnrrylng on examinations of the 
Scouts. 

Troop 1 has Douglas Sloane for Its 
Scout Master, Mr. A. I). Qulmby hav- 
ing resigned from active Troop Lead- 
ership after a long period of effective 
work with Troop 1. Mr. Sloane will 
he remembered as the former lender 
who resigned when he moved to New 
York. Mr. Sloane has for Assistants, 
Alfred (Jake) Stafford, of Harvard 
football fame.

Houghey as Assistant in tho Junior 
Division. 

Troop 5, at the Center, is now under

in Scouting about fourteen years with 
a most satisfactory record. For As- 
sistants he has Ralph Emery, George 
H. Crosble and William Henderson 
Mr. Breed, formerly in charge of the 
Troop, will be a member of the Troop 
Committee. 

Troop 7, at West Newton, has a new 
Scout Master, Maxwell P. Gaddis, Sales 
Manager of the Boston Branch of the 
International Shoe Company, who did 
a splendid piece of work in St Louis 
with young people. The Troop is al 
ready prospering greatly under his 
very able leadership. For Assistants 
he has E. F. Dow, Chester N. Reed 
and Richmond Eddy, who is Junior 
Assistant. This Troop is now com 
posed of about 48 Scouts with a wait- 
ing list. 

Troop 9 at West Newton Is in the 
process of re-organization, so that 
West Newton will probably have two 
strong Troops before the end of the 
year.

A. B. Root, Jr., R. E. Argersinger, 
Sam Douglas and Wlnthrop Rhodes. 
This Troop has enrolled 66.6% of the 
boys of available Scout ages in Waban, 
the highest of any village in Newton. 

Troop 11, at the Eliot Church, New 
ton Corner, has a new Scout Master. 
Earl P. Stevenson. Vice-President of 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., with Assistants 
William Brew'ster, Mr. Ryerson and 
H. F. Lochrie. This Troop is? making 
a strong start and promises to be a 
comer under the really able leadership 
of Mr. Stevenson and his assistants 
The Troop Committee has been re- 
organized with Mr. George R. Grant 
as Chairman and F. A. Day, Profes- 
sor Lewis as members. 

Ship 13 of the Seascout Division Is 
under way under the direction of Skip- 
per Harris with Mates Fletcher, Dins 
more, Gilmore. A new man has been 
added to the Ship Committee by Al 
bert R. Speare, Chairman. He Is 
Lieutenant-Commander Pray, of the 
USNRF, who has been made Cruising 
Officer of the Ship, in charge of Cruls 
ing program and equipment. 

Troop 14 at Upper Falla is still un- 
der Herbert Kestle, Scout Master and 
is going well. This Troop, with the 
full co-operation of the Troop Com 
mlttee, has recently completed their 
Cabin at the Ohio and it was dedicated 
on October 12th, when Dr. Shaw, 
Chairman of Troop 14 Committee, 
turned over the keys to Commissioner 
Woodbridge, who accepted the cabin 
for the Council and then returned 
the keys to Dr. Shaw, allowing Troop 
14 to use the cabin as long as the 
Troop continues. This is the usual 
ceremony.

Mr. H. O. Cook is con- 
tinuing as Scout Master, but his op- 
eration last spring has made him feel 
that it is inadvisable to carry on too 
actively. 

Troop 18, at the Baptist Church at 
the Center is at present without a 
Scout Master. Mr. William Pickera- 
gill, of the Troop Committe is Acting 
Scout Master, with Mr. P. W. Dalrym- 
ple as Assistant. The Troop is meet- 
ing however and the Committee is 
out for a man to take over the Troop 
actively. 

Troop 19 ut the Congregational 
Church in the Center, is still under 
the direction of Rev. Myron C. Settle. 
Scout Master and is carrying on its 
meetings Saturday mornings. 

A new Troop of Scouts is in the 
making at the Stearns School Non- 
antum, with Hugh Boyd as Chairman 
of the Troop Committee and John 
Blakeney, Kenelm Winslow, Louis 
Fried, J. Ernest Gibson as members. 
They have an Assistant Scout Master 
but have as yet not succeeded in se- 
curing a man to lead tho Troop. This 
Committee, like the others In the 
Council, are proceeding along tho 
method of forming and operation 
which will assure a successful and 
permanent Troop, even though a long- 
er time Is required to develop the 
work. 

Th.* Court of Honor Committee, of 
which Commissioner John M. Wood- 
bridge is Chairman, has changed the 
name of the old Examining Court of 
Honor to “Board of Scout Examina- 
tions’ us being a more logical and 
consistent terminology. This Board 
meets October 21, November 4 and 18, 
December 9 and 16 at the Clatlln 
School, Newtonville, at 7:30 o’clock. 
It wus the custom last year and here- 
tofore in use Scout Leaders us ex- 
aminers, In uddltion to their Troop 
and held duties, which udded too 
greatly to their time devoted to Scout- 
ing, uwuy from the boys. This year 
a Board of civilian examiners Is be- 
ing developed, with the Idea of en- 
rolling more people and interest in 
Norumhegu Council and not udding to 
the load of present Troop leaders. 

Tho system of carrying on Merit 
Budge examinations has been changed, 


with resulting better service both to 
Scouts and examiners. 

The Awarding Court of Honor Is 
now strictly the "Court of Honor” 
which simply awards budges nnd 
medals. The next Court of Honor Is 
to be held at the Angler School, 
Waban. with Troop 10, and Mr. Bierer 
and hlH Assistants as hoats of the 
affair. 

Thla Court of Honor Committee has 
also practically completed the revi- 
sion of the Court of Honor Manual 
and revised editions will he Issued to 
the Scout Masters shortly. 

There are at present 439 registered 
Scouts in Norumhegu Council, which, 
according to Honorary Commissioner 
Irwin, is the greatest number of Scouts 
Newton has ever had since Scouting 
began here, almost fifteen venrs ago. 
The leaders feel this is a source of 
satisfaction, but that It Is only a be- 
ginning, for by the end of next year, 
wo should have at least six hundred 
Scouts, ndding thereafter to nearly 
eight hundred Scouts. Newton pre- 
sents an excellent opportunity for 
such development because it is such 
a distinctly American community with 
all the advantages ill favor of de- 
veloping the movement which has 
proven so beneficial to all boys. 

The Drum and Bugle Corpj of the 
two Districts are about to start hooii. 
The one on the South Side Is to meet 
at Newton Highlands, with represen 
tatives from Troops 4. 5, 1.0, 14, 18 
and 19. Their practice will be di- 
rected by Mr. George Lee and will 
meet on Thursday afternoons. Tho 
North Side Corps will probably meet 
Wednesday afternoons, sturting Oc- 
tober 26th, probably in Newtonville, 
with representatives from Troops 1 
7, 9, 11, 15. Deputy Commissioner 
Edward W. Bartram has charge of the 
Drum and Bugle Corps, and is also 
Chairman of the Board of Scout Ex 
aminations. He has been a faithful 
and efficient Deputy, with a fine rec- 
ord. 

Norumhega Council is conducting a 
Training Course for present nnd pros- 
pective Scout Leaders. It is carried 
on like a Troop of Scouts and Is 
called the Beaver Troop. The Execu- 
tive, L. A. Bruce, Jr., is Scout Mas- 
ter, Commissioner John Woodbridge, 
Jr., is Senior Patrol Leader and 
James R. Warren, Secretary of the 
Council, Is Assistant Scout Master. 

The first meeting was started with 
a banquet at the West Newton Library, 
In the Community Room. Thirty-five 
men, including members of the Exe- 
cutive Board, were present. Mr. G. 
D. W. Marcy, First Vice-President, 
opened the first session in the absence 
of President William T. Halliday, with 
an expression of the value of training 
and fellowship in Scouting. Mr. J. C. 
Irwin spoke, emphasizing the need of 
using the boys; Commissioner Wood 
bridge stressed the value of the real 
ity of Scouting, as secured In the out- 
door work. 

The Troop then adjourned to the 
Davis School, where indoor sessions 
are to be held. There they went 
through Patrol meetings, choosing 
names, being admitted to the Troop, 
games under Assistant Scout Muster 
Warren, a talk on the Spirit of Scout- 
ing, by Clayton H. Ernst, editor of 
The Open Road, magazine for boys 
and a session on drill under the di- 
rection of Major A. B. Hitchcock, 
Chairman of the Committee of Troop 
5. 

The second session was held at the 
Ohio, camp of the Council at Dover. 
Mass. There was work with axe and 
knife, compass instruction, games, 
fire-building and lighting and cooking, 
followed by a discussion on the value 
and purpose of hiking, lead by Scout 
Master F. E. Lichtenthaeler of Troop 
4. The session closed with a talk 
and demonstration on Woods First 
Aid, led by Dr. J. W. Schirmer of 
Needham. 

The purpose of the course Is to 
provide training for Scout Masters 
and Assistants that they may work 
more effectively with their respective 
troops. Material and programs se- 
cured by L. A. Bruce, Jr., at the Exe- 
cutives’ Training School in New York, 
as modifleld by the Training Commit 
tee of the Council are being used at 
these meetings. 

The next meeting is to held at the 
Davis School on Wednesday, October 
19th. Donald North, Executive of the 
Boston Council, is to speak on Boy- 
ology.

ABOUT TOWN

During the week ending Oct. 15th, 
24 persons were killed in Massachu- 
setts because of automobile accidents. 
Of this number 15 were pedestrians. 
We drive an automobile (or an apology 
for one) and we also “pedest.” So we 
are unprejudiced. While driving an 
automobile we have frequently ob- 
served pedestrians, either through 
carelessness or stupidity, escape being 
hit because of the watchfulness of 
autolsts. While walking we have very 
frequently seen pedestrians, including 
ourself, narrowly escape being bit be- 
cause many autolsts are careless, reck- 
less, stupid or downright cussed. Those 
who belong to the latter type think 
pedestrians have no right on highways. 
They speed along our streets and run 
down any victim not spry enough to 
leap out of the path of their cars. 
They do not bother to slow down when 
approaching small children: neither 
do they consider that aged persons 
may have defective sight or hearing. 

The other day we were crossing 
Centre street at the Newton railroad 
station when an automobile came down 
the street travelling over 30 miles an 
hour. The ordinary autolst would at 
least have slightly retarded the speed 
of the car to permit us to get out of 
the way. But the stony-eyed female 
who operated this particular machine 
did not bat an eyelash or move a finger 
muscle. Fortunately we jumped back- 
ward just in time to escape going to a 
hospital or a morgue. It is our hum- 
ble opinion that most of the accidents 
which result in podestrlans being In- 
jured or killed could be avoided If cer- 
tain types of automobile operators 
would use more consideration and 
care, and be In less of a hurry.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

There In, In my opinion, every ronwon 
to bnlinvo that tho automobile compul- 
sory liubility Insurance law Ih accom- 
plishing a great deal towards curbing 
the evil of drunkon driving. I don’t 
suppose thn framcra had In mind such 
a reform, for that won n’t mentioned 
in debate. Or, If V wan I nilsHed It. 

Now that tho law Is In effect the In- 
surance companies nro prompt to can- 
cell policies of drivers charged with 
or convicted of opnratlng whllo under 
tho Influence of liquor or owners of 
such cars as become Involved in acci- 
dents of this character. 

If you do not know how this partlcn 
lar feature of the law operates let me 
state briefly what usually transpires. 
When a company finds that a policy 
holder Is not a safe driver because of 
his drinking habits or tho alcoholic ap- 
petite of the operator to whom ho has 
loaned the car, it cancels the policy. 
Who can blame them? 

Tho policy holder has the right to 
appeal to a State board, which com- 
prises the State Insurance Commis- 
sioner, the Registrar of Motor Vehi- 
cles and an Assistant Attorney 
General. When such an appeal Is 
taken the whole enso is laid before the 
hoard of appeal and all the circum- 
stances are discussed. 

The Insurance company will first 
ofTor evidence to show why the policy 
wus cancelled, seeking to have the 
board uphold Its notion ns “reason- 
able and proper” and agree that tho 
operator wns not a proper risk. In 
order to do this all available evidence 
must bo presented. 

Now tho basis of a large number 
of the cases— not all to he sure, but 
a large majority— Is the allegation that 
somebody In the party had been drink- 
Ing and that the presence of liquor in 
the car was directly or Indirectly 
sponsible for the smash. 

The fact that the bonrd of appeal 
has upheld the companies In virtually 
nil these cases means that sooner or 
later an end will be put to drunken 
driving. The reason Is simple— an op- 
orator must carry liability insurance. 
If the company Insists that lie remain 
sober while holding one of Its poli- 
cies he Is likely to behave, for In no 
other way may he secure the neces- 
sary insurance. 

Tho answer to the whole thing Is 
that drunken driving can be stopped 
by law. either the criminal law or the 
Insurance law. As long as the re- 
sults are the same one law, It seems 
to me, is as good as another and two 
laws are even better than one provid- 
ing both are enforced.

It Is difficult for the authorities to 
tell into whose hands a car may fall, 
through gift.

The man had no regis 
tration and no operator’s license. He 
had stolen the car! A long list of 
offences was made out against him 
including theft of property, driving 
without a license, driving to endanger 
the lives of the public, etc. Just as 
the offender was to he put into court 
for trial an official of the Worcester 
Hospital for the Insane came along 
and identified him as a recently es- 
caped patient. The promptness of 
Patrolman McNeil resulted in the 
saving of more than one life.

That it is aoiug 
ita share for the public goad sbouid 
give them a generous amount of sat- 
isfaction. 

U is isn't patting oneself on the 
back te say that a local 
does mare than B e r ra the iwhfrir. The . 
truth is that it rejects th* principles 


and purpoHos of Its aiipp irlor*. In 
attaining that goal It merits approval, 
although It modestly refrains from 
bidding for praise. 


Critics of tho Mayor of Boston are 
lam hasting him for traveling to dlf- 
fornnt partH of the United SfatoH to 
look at municipal auditoriums and oth- 
er things, nnd fun-pokorH are giving 
the Mayor of Now York numerous 
Jibes for his European trip. While all 
thlH Is going on wo In Newton should 
cogitate upon the fnct that the Mayor 
of our city Isn’t given to that sort of 
thing. 

If there Is any Mayor who stays 
on the Job It Is Mayor Childs, nnd 1 
am not referring to his half-dozen ro- 
oloctions. Ho Is at his official office 
with a regularity that Is highly coin 
mandatory. I doubt If any Sunday 
School pupil, with a record for attend 
ance, punctuality, etc., excels the 
Mayor.

ROTARY CLUB 


Mr. D. A. Davis in charge of Y. M. 
(’. A. work In Europe was the speaker 
last Monday at the weekly luncheon 
of the Newton Rotary Club, held as 
usual at the Woodland Golf Club. 

Mr. Davis lias been in Y. M. C. A. 
work in foreign countries since 1910. 
He saw service in the Balkan wars 
and did splendid work all through 
tin* world war At present he has un- 
der his direction 41 American Y. M.

Mr. Davis spoke on the “Hopeful 
Aspects of the European Situation.” 
His talk was illustrated by a large 
map showing the boundaries of the 
11 different countries which apparent- 
ly serve as a barrier between the larger 
European countries and that of Uus 
sin. Mr. Davis found some of the 
older countries, notably Hungary, 
quite bitter over the curtailment of 
their lands by the Paris treaty, while 
many of the older and smaller coun- 
tries, which had been submerged by 
Germany, Austria and Russia for cen- 
turies, were reestablishing themselves, 
reviving their former costumes and 
languages. Mr. Davis believed a great 
deal of good would come from the 
three weeks’ annual conferences of 
tlie leading officials of these countries 
at the League of Nations. Mr. Davis 
spoke in high praise of the revolution 
which has taken place in the Turkish 
empire and had a word of explana- 
tion of the massacres and evictions 
which had taken place in that country.

Walter McQuiston is another mem- 
ber of the Newton alumni that makes 
his winter home at Hanover, and his 
work is what will determine whether 
or not the Green has a track team that 
will win the majority of its meets. 


VOLUNTEER SERVICE IS 
DISCUSSED 


A large gathering was present al 
the Community Welfare Centre af 12 
Austin street. Newtonvllle, on Monday, 
October 17, 1927, to discuss what vol- 
unteers can do in welfare work and 
what the needs of the Newton organi- 
zations are. 

The Newton District Nursing Asso- 
ciation was the hostess society and 
served luncheon to sixty or more 
guests and members of the Conference 
on Welfare Problems, which holds 
monthly luncheon conferences at the 
headquarters of various social service 
organizations under the auspices of i 
the Newton Central Council. Mrs 
George W. St. Amant, President of the 
Association, told something of the 
work of the visiting nurses. During 
the past year they had made 11,779 
visits to sick patients, had nursed 154 
mothers with new babies and attend- 
ed 81 mothers at the time of the baby’s 
birth. Nurses of the Association 
had assisted at 58 minor operations, 
had made 354 visits to expectant 
mothers, and had served 2,374 pa- 
tients at four weekly well-baby clinics. I 
Mrs. St. Amant emphasized the fact 
that the organization wishes to serve 
everyone in the community, not just 
those who are unable to pay for pri- 
vate nursing. There is no one who 
is ill whom the nurses will not gladly 
visit on the recommendation of a 
doctor. 

Mrs. Irving O. Palmer. President of 
the Council, spoke of the coming meet- 
ing for delegates and their friends, on 
Thursday, November 10, at which the 
member-organizations would discuss 
and compare their plans for the year, 
so that all possible “overlooking” and 
“overlapping” might be avoided. Mrs. 
Palmer called particular attention to 
the Community Calendar, a clearing 
house for dates, to which all sorts of 
organizations are urged to refer bv 
calling the Council office (Newton 
North 2717) so as to avoid conflicts 
when planning special events in New- 
ton. 

Mrs. Louis H. Marshall. Chairman 
of the Conference, then called the roll 
of those organizations which have 
used or can use volunteer service, ask- 
ing for suggestions from them as to 
how greater service could be given. 
Miss Butters of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau, Miss Reed of the Stearns 
School Centre. Mrs. Wellman of the 
Newton Circle and District Court. Miss 
Lovejoy of the Girl Scouts and Miss 
Leathers of the Y. W. C. A.. were 
some of the speakers who made it 
clear that there was much for every 
willing hand, head and heart to do. 
Among the needs mentioned were such 
diverse ones as that for current maga- 
zines and for friendly visiting. Prac- 
tically every speaker emphasized the 
note of friendliness, which can express 
itself In many forms. Women are 
needed who will talk English with for- 
eign women or who will sit down and 
sew with an embroidery class, chat- 
ting and getting acquainted; others 
who will net as leaders for groups of 
girls, or who will make a neighborly 
visit in a home and help to settle some 
home problems. — all people who, as one 
worker put it. “will act interested.” 
The need of jobs for hoys is one of 
the most pressing ones, and this can 
he best met by the men’s organiza- 
tions interested in hoys’ work. 

A roll call of the clubs revealed 
many interesting forms of service 
which they had given, either on their 
own initiative, or because a definite re- 
quest had come to them. Cars are 
always in demand and the need for 
them is varied in its forms. Some- 
times they transport supplies, some- 
times patients to a hospital, sometimes 
Scouts who are posting notices in the 
villages of Newton. hTere Is no end 
to the need for cars, and club chair- 
men felt that there should be longer 
lists of those willing to furnish them. 
One club had carried flowers to the 
homes of the sick, another had fur- 
nished new Christmas enrds and 
stamps, so that the occupants of a 
home for the aged could send them 
out at Christmas. Much clerical ser- 
vice had been given, as well as In- 
valuable aid In the making of a sur- 
vey of Roy and Girl Life in Newton. 

Miss Peloubet. Secretary of the 
Council, explained that the Council de- 
sired to act as a clearing house for 
volunteer service, receiving calls from 
the societies needing help, and re 
ferrlng them to some club chairman 
of volunteer service who can meet the 
need through her committee or club 
membership , 

The feel was brought out that much 
volunteer work Is done by the Red 
Cross through its own Chapter and 
Branch directors, and an appeal was 
made for continued service to and sup- 
port of our great national organiza- 
tion. 

Some of Newton’s volunteer service 
problems were solved on the spot by 
informal discussion during the lunch- 
eon hour or after the meeting, others 
were left to be worked out after more 
thought and detailed planning. But 
It seemed to be the feeling of all 
that there had been a true “meeting 
of minds" at the Conference, and that 
a definite step forward had been tnken 
because of the discussion.

FIRE ALARM BELLS 

TO RING NO MORE 


A custom that has prevailed in 
Newton since this community was 
settled, was discontinued last Satur- 
day. By order of Chief Randlett the 
sounding of fire alarms on bells in 
church steeples and public buildings 
was stopped. It has been a century 
old custom in Newton and in most 
places to sound fire alarms on bells 
so that the public would be acquaint 
ed with the fact that a fire had start 
ed. These alarms were given for two 
purposes. First — to summon aid: in 
the old days all fire fighting forces 
were composed of volunteers and the 
help of every willing worker was wel- 
comed to assist in extinguishing fires. 
The second reason for ringing the old 
bell alarms was to give persons an 
opportunity to learn where a fire was; 
if the blaze was in the neighborhood 
of a person’s property, that person 
might Hasten to the scene to protect 
or rescue his property. 

The first of these two reasons 
ceased to exist in Newton when our 
fire department became a permanent 
force. With the establishment of a 
permanent fire fighting force and the 
motorizing of the apparatus, bad fires 
became less frequent. While the ad- 
vent of the automobile enabled fire 
apparatus to be brought much more 
quickly to fires, it has caused a 
constantly growing nuisance. For 
some years every time a bell alarm 
sounded in Newton, as in other places, 
dozens of autoists would hasten in 
their cars to the box pulled. These 
autoists would both impede the fire 
apparatus by getting in its way while 
going to the fire, and by parking in 
the vicinity of the blaze. Sometime 
ago Thief Randlett had a city ordin- 
ance passed penalizing autoists who 
came within a certain distance of fire 
trucks responding to an alarm, or 
who parked within a certain distance 
of a fire. Despite this ordinance, the 
firemen have been increasingly 
bothered by fire fans operating auto- 
mobiles. To obtain relief from this 
nuisance, the Chief has resorted to 
the latest expedient. When it is 
necessary to have a second, or third 
alarm, two rounds will be sounded on 
the bells to summon firemen on 
their day off.

Board of Aldermen Approve $150,000 School House For Newton Lower Falls and Au- 
thorizes Reduced Schedule on the Newton-Waban Bus Line 


An extra meeting of the Aldermen 
was held on Monday night. This meet- 
ing was failed primarily to take defi- 
nite action on the appropriating of 
money for the new school at Newton 
Lower Falls, hut other matters, Includ- 
ing tho granting of permission to the 
Middlesex & Boston to reduce the fre- 
quency of runs on the Newton-Waban 
bus line, were also acted upon. 

At the preceding meeting of the al- 
dermen action on the granting of the 
petition of the Middlesex & Boston, 
that it be allowed to reduce the 
schedule of buses on the Waban line 
from half-hour to hourly intervals,” 
had been postponed when Alderman 
Hodgdon entered a charter objection. 
This matter again appeared on the 
docket of Monday night’s meeting. Al- 
derman Heatlicote objected to the mat- 
ter being acted upon at this meeting. 
He stated that ho had supposed the 
meeting to he a special one, called for 
the purpose of considering the Lower 
Falls school, and that he had made ar- 
rangements with the alderman from 
Newton Upper Falls to go to the office 
of the Middlesex & Boston within ji 
few days to obtain information regard- 
ing the operation of the Waban 1ms 
line during the months of September 
and October. He expressed surprise 
that the docket specified that this 
meeting was a regular meeting. He 
remarked “that perhaps the chairman 
of the Transportation Committee had 
some figures to show what receipts 
the Waban bus line had taken during 
the period between September 16 and 
October 22nd.” 

Chairman Hawkins of the committee 
replied, “that he had obtained figures 
showing the receipts from September 
26 to October 22. The average receipts 
on the week days during this period 
were $52.20: the average receipts on 
Sundays, $32.07. The average receipts 
on week days for the four months the 
line had been in operation preceeding 
this period were $44.00. The cost of 
running the line on the half-hour 
schedule has been $83.22 for week 
days and $60.00 for Sundays. On the 
hourly schedule the cost will he $60.24 
for week days. The Sunday schedule 
will remain the same, so Its cost will 
not differ. The M & B officials esti- 
mate that the less frequent number of 
runs by the buses will reduce the pa- 
tronage about 10%, so that the re- 
ceipts on week days will average about 
$47. The changed schedule will thus 
reduce the daily loss to the company 
to $13.24 on the average. The loss 
during the past few weeks has aver- 
aged $31.02 dally; during the preceed-

ing four months It averaged $39.73 
dally. 

Alderman Heatlicote argued for a re- 
tention of the half-hour schedule for 
still another two weeks. He contended 
that the Waban line has shown n sub- 
stantial increase In patronage during 
the past several weeks, and that this 
increase will continue to grow. He 
stated “that if the schedule on this 
line Is reduced, the patronage will die 
out. and as Waban is growing rapidly, 
the district should he accorded proper 
transportation facilities." Alderman 
Hawkins replied “that this matter has 
been before the Board at three meet- 
ings, has been thoroughly discussed 
and it would be unfair to the M & B 
to postpone action on this matter 

again." 

Alderman Hodgdon said "that when 
the M & B. while losing money on the 
Waban line, is making it on other 

lines, and if it does not desire to run 
the Waban buses on a half-hour 

schedule, it should cease operating 

this line and allow someone else to 
run the buses to Waban." Alderman 
Grehenstein stated. "I was one of 
those who favored the starting of the 
bus line to the South Side from New- 
ton Corner. We all want proper ser- 
vice to Newton Centve and Waban. 
hut the M & B has been losing $1200 
a month for the past five months on 
this line. It is our duty to relieve 
them of this condition. If the patron- 
age on this line will warrant. I be- 
lieve the M & B will voluntarily re- 
turn to a more frequent schedule. I 
hope this matter will be acted upon to- 
night." A vote was then taken on 
the petition and permission was grant- 
ed to the M & B to operate the Waban 
line on an hourly schedule. Aldermen 
Heathcote and Hodgdon were the only 
members to vote in the negative. 

Alderman Fitts spoke at consider- 
able length on the new school building 
at Newton Lower Falls. He told of 
the urgent need for a new building at 
this village because of unsafe, unsan- 
itary condition of the old Hamilton 
School. He explained that because 
the school population of the city is 
advancing by leaps and hounds, provi- 
sions must he made for future growth. 
In building schools today, it is essen- 
tial that playground facilities he pro- 
vided. Because of this it was deemed 
advisable to locate the new school next 
to the Newton Lower Falls playground 
The School Committee and Playground 
Commission are i.i accord *i tin plans 
of the new building, and although the 
School Committee at first favored a 
l?ss expensive building, without a base 
ment, after mature consideration it 


had agreed that the interests of the 
city would be best served by having a 
building with a basement which will 
allow’ facilities for the conduct of the 
playground activities. Inasmuch as 
th** land where the new school will 
he located did not have to be pur- 
chased, being part of the playground, 
and the providing of room for the play- 
ground needs in the building will elim- 
inate the need of erecting a separate 
structure for playground work, the 
cost of the new school building will be 
little more than if a less expensive 
structure had been built on another 
location. While there are hut 83 pu- 
pils at Lower Falls, the cost per pupil 
of the new school will be very high: 
the cubic: cost will, however, be quite 
low. and ample provision will he made 
for future needs. 

Chairman Collins of the Finance 
Committee, referring to the borrowing 
capacity of Newton, stated that at the 
present time It is about $250,000, with 
the $150,000 bond issue to defray the 
cost of the new’ Lower Falls school, it 
will he reduced to $100,000. hut after 
January 1st it will have increased 
again to $480,000. The school building 
program called for the -xpenditure for 
the year of $800,000; of this amount 
appropriations of about $450,000 have 
already been authorized for the new 
school at Chestnut Hill and the Lower 
Falls school. In accordance wi.h the 
program $.350,000 must still be pro- 
vided to build a much needed school 
In the Claflin district at Newtonville 
and to purchase land at the South Side 
for another junior high school. There 
has been a record increase in school 
attendance this year. For several 
years past the increase has been about 
200 pupils; this year it was 320; about 
half of this total increase was in New- 
tonville. The Day Junior High, built 
to accommodate about 500 pupils, has 
630 in attendance. The Horace Mann 
School is crowded to capacity and the 
Claflin has long been overtaxed. The 
need for more schools is very acute. 

Alderman Hdgdon observed, "Since 
the need for another school at Newton- 
ville is so imperative, what about in- 
creased accommodations for the South 
Side? Will we have to wait yet longer 
for the junior high school there?" Al- 
derman Collins replied, “The school 
building program will be adhered to. 
The city will he considered as a whole. 
New school buildings will be erected 
where the congestion is greatest." 

Alderman Heathcote expressed his 
gratitude for the action of the aider- 
men in providing for the new school 
at Lower Falls. He asserted that the

Against Beverly Duane, 
Brown and Sutcliffe gained repeatedly 
and with a few more new plays to 
work with as well as improvement that 
comes with practice Newton was a 
much better team.

NEWTON HAS PUNCH 
BEATING BEVERLY 

Showing its first real offensive 
power in Its five games this season 
Newton high defeated Beverly high oil 
Claflin field Inst Saturday, 12 to 0, 
before a much smaller crowd than In 
earlier games. Several hundred of 
the spectators on hand were Beverly 
supporters having made the trip from 
the North Shore by automobile and 
bus along with a first class hand. New- 
ton’s 12 points were more than it had 
scored in all of its previous four 
games. At least two other chances to 
score went glimmering. Both teams 
wore orange and black uniforms but 
no confusion took place as the suits 
were entirely different. Beverly wore 
jerseys with black body and bright 
orange sleeves and their stockings 
were of plain orange making them 
stand out distinctively. 

Coach Sullivan started ail untried 
combination in the backfleld which 
gives promise of settling the offensive 
problem with which the Newton men- 
tor has had to contend all season. 
Francis Duane was at quarterback, 
Stanley Brown at fullback, Donald 
MacIntyre at right half and Sutcliffe 
at left half. Everett Scheinfein, at 
left end. called the plays and signals 
as in the last two games, and chose 
Ills plays wisely in nearly every in- 
stance. Duane shone particularly well 
and will probably be given further 
chances in coming games. 

First Quarter 

Beverly kicked off with a short kick 
which Brown ran back to midfield and 
Newton reeled off three first downs in 
succession with all four backs taking 
tlielr turn at carrying. One forward 
pass from Duane to Scheinfein gain- 
ing nine yards completed the third 
first down. Newton reached the four 
yard line in three more rushes but on 
fourth down a forward pass was in- 
completed In the end /.one and Bev- 
erly put the ball in play on Its 20- 
yard line. DeRublo’s kick barely 
passed mid-lteld and Duane reeled off 
a 30-yard end run which Hansbury 
stopped. A few plays later, after New- 
ton had been penalized five yards for 
offside play, he made ten yards more 
off tackle. A forward pass from Duane 
to MacIntyre made it first down on 
the 10-yard stripe and on the second 
play the former went over for the first 
touchdown. A forward pass for the 
point failed of completion. Following 
Catchers kickoff to Beverly Duane in- 
tercepted a forward pass to put the 
hall on Beverly’s 40-yard line. A play 
later the quarter ended. Newton 6, 
Beverly 0. 

Second Quarter 

Newton could not gain and Duane 
kicked to the 2-yard line where 
Scheinfein fell on the ball and Bev- 
erly kicked. The Newton line was 
through and deflected the ball which 
MacIntyre scooped up on the 30-yard 
line. After making one first down 
Newton lost the hall to Beverly on 
their 13-yard line. The visitors could 
not gain against Newton’s sterling de- 
fense and DeRubio kicked again. The 
Newton forwards hurried him so that 
his punt traveled only to the 40-yard 
line. Two plays netted 8 yards and 
Newton received a 15-yard penalty 
which put the ball back to midfield. 
Connolly intercepted a Newton pass 
and ran 40 yards to Newton’s 35 yard 
line where Harrington brought him 
down. A pass netted 10 yards and then 
Newton took the ball away on downs. 
Two consecutive first downs and 
Duane kicked deep into Beverly ter- 
ritory. Beverly again failed to gain 
and DeRubio punted to midfield to end 
the half. 

Third Quarter 

After Gatchell kicked off to Beverly 
an exchange of kicks placed the ball 
on Beverly’s 20-yard line. Beverly 
made a first down in two rushes and 
Gatchell then threw Ward for a loss. 
Brown intercepted a forward pass on 
Beverly’s 30-yard mark. Andres, who 
had replaced MacIntyre, Sutcliffe and 
Brown gained ten yards in three rush- 
es. Newton was penalized for being 
offside on the next play but Duane 
gained it back on a lateral from Sut- 
cliffe. Duane then tossed a forward 
to Scheinfein. who was free behind 
the goal line, and the Newton end com- 
pleted the play for the second touch- 
down. Andres failed to kick the goal. 
After Gatchell had kicked off Beverly 
made a first down and then was forced 
to punt. Beverly was offside and the 
ball was brought back. DeRubio again 
punted to Perry, who had taken 
Duane’s place at quarter with Duane 
going back into Brown’s position, and 
Perry ran the kick back 18 yards. A 
few plays later the period ended. 

Fourth Quarter 

Several Newton substitutes replaced 
the first string men. Shortly after the 
period began Connolly intercepted an 
other Newton forward in midfield. 
Beverly flashed a spurt and made 
three consecutive first downs. Newton 
finally held and took the ball on 
downs on their 15 yard lint*. Duane 
kicked out of danger and Beverly 
started again. Hansbury, Hazel and 
Connolly carried the ball in turn with 
a few forwards front Hansbury to 
either Ward or Connolly mixed in to 
Newton's two yard line where the local 
eleven again took the hall away and 
staved off a score. Andres gained five 
yards to end the game.

Another Instance 
was where $100,000 was left to a will- 
ow with nine children, and which if 
bequeathed $10,000 to each would 
have saved quite a large Inheritance 
tax. 

Mr. Ganse also warned against sta.. 
wills, by which he meant wills writ- 
ten years ago, the conditions having 
greatly changed, executors died, etc. 
He advised consultation with the of- 
ficers of trust companies as to invest- 
ments which were taxable under in 
herltance taxes. 

Mr. Ganse gave some illuminating 
figures on life insurance saying that 
twenty million policies were In force 
covering sixty billions of dollars and 
that S3 per cent of estates left by 
deceased persons were life Insurance 
policies.

people of that village nre grateful for 
this new building having been author- 
ized for their children, and commented 
"that even though the old school was 
in a very dangerous condition, it is 
probable that the new building might 
have been delayed had not the people 
of Lower Falls protested vigorously." 

Alderman Baker said “that while he 
had been of the opinion that to spend 
$150,000 for a school building to house 
S3 pupils, would be extravagance, he 
had reached the conclusion that it is 
better to erect this building inasmuch 
as it will provide for both school and 
playground facilities, and the savings 
which would be effected by building a 
smaller and less expensive structure, 
would not. in the end amount to 
much.” The Board then voted to ap- 
propriate $141,879.30 to build the new 
school. The money will he raised 
through issuing 15-year bonds on a 
School Loan. 

Alderman Bail asked that the rules 
be suspended to allow action being 
taken on the petition of the Boston & 
Worcester Street Railway for the re- 
moval of the waiting station at the 
corner of Boylston and Woodward 
streets, Newton Highlands. He stated 
that this waiting room has become a 
nuisance and the people living near it 
want it removed. Indecent inscrip- 
tions have been written on its walls 
and it has become frequented by de- 
generates. Alderman Hodgdon agreed 
with his colleague from Ward 5, but 
added that the degenerates who made 
a loafing place of the waiting station 
are not residents of Ward 5. 

For laying out and improving Rand* 
lett Park at West Newton, under the 
Betterment Law, the expenditure of 
$10,142.24 was authorized. Harry 
Altman of Roxbury was appointed as 
a Public Weigher at the Massachusetts 
Sand and Gravel Company. The 
Health Department asked $200 addi- 
tional tor the maintenance of one of 
its automobiles: the Water Depart- 
ment asked for $1600 to extend a water 
main on Dolphin road to service the 
new John Ward School: the Account- 
ing Department asked for $247.43 to 
pay a laborer’s pension to Joseph Bib- 
bo; the Street Department asked for 
$360.60 to remove rock at the Newton 
High School athletic field. These vari- 
ous petitions were referred to the 
Finance Committee.

HOSPITAL 

Congestion in handling of patients 
at the Newton Hospital during the 
<Past nine months lias increaesd to 
such a considerable extent as to be- 
come a very serious problem. Miss 
Bertha Allen, superintendent of th*> 
hospital, last Friday night, declared 
at a report meeting of the organize- 
foil t.» complete the $1.5u0,000 Newton 
Hospital building ami equipment fund 
Though the hospital has only 113 beds, 
it is now necessary to care for an 
average or more than 118 patients. 

Additional gifts amounting to $6,472 
in new gifts were reported at the last 
meeting, bringing the subscription 
total to $1,208,288, of which $133,500 
is in contingent gifts. As figures now 
stand, the campaign is within $291,712 
of Its $1,500,000 goal. Two more re- 
port meetings are scheduled before 
the end of the month, Leon B. Rogers, 
campaign chairman announced. Sub- 
scriptions reported at the last meet- 
ing were as follows: Newtonville $450, 
West Newton $2,032, Auburndale $ 700 . 
Highlands $695, Upper Falls $100, Wa 
bun $450, Newton Centre $940, and 
Chestnut Hill $1,105. 

"During the past 19 years,” Miss 
Allen said, "while no new buildings 
have been added to the Newton Hos- 
pital. the number of patients we are 
caring for lias Increased 50 per cent. 
We have only 113 beds but we must 
care for an average of 1 1 s patients. 
The result is that now 88.6 per cent 
of the beds are being used all the 
time, if the last $350,000 is not raised 
now, the new hospitul will not be 
completely finished and equipped. 
This will be very serious for those of 
us who must cure for a steadily in 
creasing number or patients. 

"During the first nine months of 
this year, w*> have ulready admitted 
u number of patients that is within 
275 of last year’s total. That means 
an average of 225 patients are now 
being admitted every month. Now all 
our workshops are overcrowded. For 
instance, the X-ray department Is all 
contained in a single tittle axiom, 
measuring II by 20, the floor and the 
walls of which are covered with the 
ippurutiM. In a general hospitul, each 
type of X-ray work should have Its 
own department, and patients are not 
crowded and waiting around for their 
turn as they have to do in the New- 
lon Hospital. Imagine, If you can, 
what It is like in other departments 
where patients liuve to he etherized 
in crowded surroundings. In the

laboratories, too, if the congestion is 
not relieved presently, it will be Im- 
possible to give all patients the best 
service to which they are entitled.” 

Leon B. Rogers, chairman of the 
campaign, told members of the cam- 
fpaign committee that the money to 
build the hospital must be forthcom- 
ing now. In answering the question 
as to whether or not $1,500,000 was 
(••I 1 large a sum for Newton Hos- 
pital’s needs, lie replied that all costs 
of the new building were very care- 
fully gone over and that they are a.s 
low as can be made in comparison 
with the hospital’s immediate needs. 

"If we were to build a smaller hos- 
pital," lie said, “it would mean only 
a short time before we would have to 
begin to make additions to the plant. 
It is much less costly to do the whole 
job at once than bit by bit. We have 
plans for a 200 bed hospital. If the 
bed capacity is smaller than this, the 
hospital would not be self-supporting, 
and we would probably have a deficit 
in our budget that would have to bo 
made up each year. The high cost of 
the necessary equipment and furnish- 
ing has also added considerably to the 
cost of making this new hospital a 
reality.” 

Charles E. Kelsey, president of the 
board of trustees, announced that re- 
cent subscriptions had brought the 
amount given by the trustees alone 
up to $260,000, He also stated that 
as time goes by, people will begin to 
appreciate more and more what the 
Newton Hospital has been able to ac- 
complish in the face of almost insur- 
mountable odds.

A committee of women, of which 
Mrs. Everett C. Herrick was the un- 
animous choice as chairman, will 
raise $100,000 throughout New Eng- 
land to found a chair of missions at 
The Newton Theological Institution to 
be named after Mrs. Helen Barrett 
Montgomery of Rochester, N. Y., na- 
tionally known as a writer and speak- 
er on foreign missions.

DOG SHOW 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Middlesex County Kennel Club, in the 
Interests of clean sport, had this year 
sacrificed the Columbus Day holiday 
date of Oct. 12th for Its Sixth Annual 
Fall Show, which was nlso its 2 1st A. 

K. C. show, the entry on Saturday, 
Oct. 15th. at the Newton Y. M. <\ A. 
grounds. Newton Corner. Mass., a 
splendid location for a show, proved 
the popularity of this progressive club. 

An actual entry of 560 dogs in 650 
odd class entries is again a record for 
this show, and in good harmony with 
the iivnjnslng entries at its spring 
show. 

The weather was fair and somewhat 
too cold for comfort, which probnbly 
was the cause for a smaller gate than 
usual— nlso the fact that the show was 
not held on the holiday may have con- 
tributed to the lesser number of spec- 
tators. 

Still, we would not convey the idea 
that the show was staged before empty 
seats, for that was far from the truth — 
a goodly crowd of most interested 
spectators watched the proceedings 
with great interest and stayed until 
dark. This latter remark is due to the 
fact that owing to the late arrival of 
a number of exhibitors, the judging of 
one or two of the most important 
breeds, numerically, was very greatly 
delayed. 

If this habit of late arrival is per- 
sisted in. some of those constant of- 
fenders will find themselves “on the 
outside, looking In’* as far as their 
classes are concerned, some fine day, 
and then we may see a change In their 
methods. 

The splendid entry above mentioned 
was led by 67 shepherds whose owners 
evidently appreciated the benefit of 
having an out of town judge. Mr. Ed- 
die McDuffee, a former Massachusetts 
hoy, pass on their breed. The cheeky 
little Pekingese came second in point 
of numbers with 53 for their substitute 
Judge, Miss Jean G. Hinkle, who kindly 
filled the place of Mrs. Mathis, owing 
to the death of Mrs. Mathis’ husband 
shortly before the show. Third in the 
roster came the Boston terriers to the 
tune of 60 under Mr. George P. Sar- 
gent. a resident of Newton Centre 
Fourth in point of numbers was the 
cocker spaniel, with 33 entrants for 
Mrs. E. R. Clap, who well filled the 
place of another absentee judge, while 
fifth in place were the Frenchies to 
the nTtmber of 30. 

Many other breeds were extremely 
well represented, such as Airedales 24 
Chesapeake Bay dogs 12. Russian wolf- 
hounds 13, Samoyedes and St. Ber- 
nards, 10 each; Dachshunds 3 and Dal 
matians 2. Doberman Pinschers had 
23 entrants, and 19 schnauzers helped 
to make up a good entry. 

Dr. Edwin W. Dwight, the all 
rounder, had proved a strong drawing 
card, as his entry of close to 70 dogs 
testified, and his ring was the scene 
of great activity all day. 

To review all the breeds would lie 
impossible, even if space permitted 
hut a few observations may he in or- 
der. First a study of the marked 
catalogue taken from the official 
judges’ hooks discloses a remarkable 
freedom of Absentees — in fact I am in 
formed that a study of the checking 
list of entrants showed a much better 
percentage of dogs present than might 
he expected or has been noticed at 
many such shows. It is no compliment 
to a judge to enter a dog and then not 
show it, and it was a source of pleas 
ure to the club’s officials that so few 
dogs were not accounted for and that 
the few marked absent had bona fide 
reasons for their non appearance. 

In Airedale terriers, judged for the 
first time by Mr. Frank B. Lawler, the 
winner’s dog was found in Mr. Charles 
Thomae's 11-months-old puppy. Cot- 
ter’s Pat, Mr. George S. West’s Game- 
cock Tiny taking reserve. The win- 
ners hitch and best of winners and 
breed was Clement M. Burnhome’s 
good Blushing Bride of Rldgeton, re- 
serve being Mr. West’s Gamecock 
Sweet Lady. In Boston terriers, most 
painstakingly judged by Mr. Sargent. 
Dr. O. B. Deems’ Bubbles Dee cleaned 
up the honors of winners bitch, best 
of winners, and best of breed, Florence 
K. Hobbs’ Kid’s Baby Doll being re- 
serve winners bitch. In dogs. Mrs. E. 
J. Rousuc’s The Patent Leather Kid 
took winners, with Mrs. Eleanor Nor- 
ton - - Going Up reserve. In bull ter- 
riers, Dr. Dwight placed Mr. Emmons’ 
Ercildounce Nip Cheese, which I am 
told has won his championship, as 
best of the breed, Mrs. Lillian T. 
Snow’s Mugar, winners dogs and best 
of winners. Major Cyrus J. Quinn’s 
Cheequa Patsy, winners bitches, while 
Mrs. I). L. Sheraton’s Chief Blue Moon 
and Cheshire Cheese took reserve in 
dogs and hitches respectively. 

In Chesapeake Bay dogs. Major 
Quinn and his children supplied 11 of 
the 12 entrants, and their dogs carried 
off all the honors of reserve winners 
dogs, winners bitches and reserve win- 
ners hitches with Marsh King. Buff's 
Girl, and Cheequa Jane respectively.

Metropolitan traffic conditions have 
become so serious that many of the 
larger cities have found It necessary 
to impose drastic regulations to relieve 
the congestion. 

In Boston, particularly, the over- 
crowded streets have presented a seri- 
ous problem. Parking of motor ve- 
hicles is absolutely prohibited on the 
main streets In the downtown area, 
and where the motorist is allowed to 
leave his car hut very limited parking 
is allowed. 

The Retail Trade Board of the Bos 
ton Chamber of Commerce, composed 
of the larger stores in the “Hub,” has 
sought to effect a remedy for the 
eternal parking problem. Sponsoring 
a free bus service operated through 
the central shopping area between the 
city’s two largest garages, the Motor 
Mart in Park Square, at the southern 
end of the retail district, and the Bow- 
doin Square Garage at the northern 
end, these stores urge their motoring 
customers to park their ears in either 
of the garages and to continue the 
journey intown by bus. 

The plan, after a substantial tryout, 
is working satisfactorily. In Boston, 
congested traffic, peculiarly, is found 
only in the downtown sections — a con- 
dition due, undoubtedly, to the opening 
of tlie two groat traffic arteries leading 
directly into the city. Consequently, 
suburban and out-of-town motorists 
driving into the city find clear roads 
all the way in, and ample parking 
space awaiting in either of the largo 
garages of which mention has been 
made. 

The bus service is operated through- 
out each business day from 8 o’clock 
until 6 and makes stops convenient to 
all of the principal stores. 


CHESTNUT HILL HOUSE 
BURGLARIZED

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

I LESS ASHES - MORE - HEA T 


In u chat with one of the leading 
olTlcials of the Motor Vehicle Regis- 
try 1 learned a decidedly interesting 
piece of information. He told mu 
that the stealing of automobiles in 
Massachusetts had been greatly re 
duced. The explanation wus simple 
convicted persons uru being severe- 
ly punished. 

Among the so-called “crime” meas- 
ures pussed by the Legislature of 
1920 was one providing tliat upon it 
second conviction for theft of an au- 
tomobile Hie defendant .shall bo sen- 
tenced to State Prison from eight to 
ten years. It gives the court no alter- 
native. In other words tho judge 
may not exercise his discretion and 
permit tho release of the prisoner on 
probation for a second time. 

The prosecuting authorities, of 
course, are required to present tho 
record of the defendant to prove that 
lie had previously engaged iu steal- 
ing automobiles. Conviction for a 
second offense leads only to State 
Prison. 

The official with whom I talked in- 
formed mo that the number of thefts 
In Boston alone had beeu reduced at 
least 25 per cent. “Boston,” be said, 
“is where the most stealing is done.” 
“Hut the man who lias stolen a ear 
and has beeu convicted and put on 
probation knows better than to try 
again,” said he. “They know that if 
they are eaught it means a long 
stretch.” 

Therefore, as my informant ex- 
plained, the stealing is now done 
largely by beginners. The profes- 
sional automobile thief is passiug out 
of the picture. The fact is he lias 
been driven out by the combined ef 
loits of the police, the prosecuting 
officers of the counties and the courts. 
There was a time when the misappro 
priation of automobiles was u minor 
matter and crooked second-hand deal 
ers reaped a harvest with the assist- 
nice of enterprising thieves. 

All this is fast changing. The 
tightening-up of the statutes lias done 
it. I think it is a pretty conclusive 
answer to the argument that laws 
cannot be made to improve tho gener- 
al behavior of some people. They 
cau, if enforced. Here is evidence 
trom one in a position to know tho 
fucts. • 

1 lie fact that tho District Attorneys 
are standing back of the police is 
also not to bo overlooked. Together 
they have been alert and thorough, 
with the result that the automobile 
owuors and the insurance companies 
may breathe a great deal easier. In 
other words, the rights of decent citi- 
zens are receiving protection. 

I do not know if the gum machines 
on the Boston Elevated cars and the 
candy slot boxes in the subway sta- 
tions are a source of profit to the road. 

I assume they are or they would not 
be allowed to remain. Somebody must 
bo getting something of them. That 
does not refer to the couteuts of the 
boxes, but the money consideration in- 
volved. 

I hope these things have proved a 
great boon to the Elevated’s more or 
less tottering finances. They are suffi- 
ciently in the way of passengers and 
for that reason should justify them- 
selves. If their preseuce is keeping 
the fares down to ten cents I am sat- 
isfied. If more gum ehewers would 
produce a five-cent fare I will agree 
to do my share, although I have 
taste for it. Anything to help out. 

But I have a better suggestion than 
that to offer. As one of those who 
get tangled-up in the subway rush of 
late afternoon and early evening it 
takes me anywhere from 15 to 65 
minutes to get from Park street, Bos- 
ton, to Park street, Newton. That’s 
too long, particularly when one is 
hungry. 

Now if the Elevated would make 
some arrangement with the Automatic 
Lunch concern I think there would be 
not only a monetary profit but a pub- 
lic benefit. Let there be sandwiches 
and pies added to the present bill-of- 
fare. Gum and chocolate are all right 
but not lasting enough. A sandwich or 
a slice of pie would better satisfy one’s 
cravings. 

I leave it to any one who has to 
take this tedious supper-hour ride, half 
of which is spent creeping through 
the subway, if it isn’t a strain on one’s 
self-control. The automatic lunches 
are no experiment. They might easily 
be installed. All you would have to 
say would be, “Please give me a sand- 
wich and a slice of lemon pie and 
wake me up when we get to Newton.” 

1 do not blame Fire Chief Randletl 
for cutting out the bell alarms if the 
ringing resulted only in traffic conges- 
tion due to automobile drivers racing 
to the vicinity of the box. Everything 
of value iu this world lias also its 
abuses und this stunt of chasing fires 
witli motor cars is plainly an abuse 
of the automobile. Believe me, if the 
people who are eager to see a lire were 
obliged to run to it hero wouldn’t be 
any trouble about the streets being 
jammed. 

Hopping into u car to chase tho 
fire engine is pretty soft, it doesn’t 
require much effort and if the fire U 
u disastrous one, as those who seek 
the thrills probably hope, t lieu a nice 
entertainment lias been provided at 
the expense of an individual or an 
insurance company. 

Compared to “running to fire" in 
tlie old days, automobile fire-chasing 
is a synthetic joy of modern times. 
The naturul curiosity to sue a fire i 
no crime, but when some youthful 
sheik hopes to put on a show for a 
car load of flappers it’s high time the 
bell alarm system was silenced. 

To me the glamour of romance sur- 
rounding fires passed out when the 
horses wore taken off and motor up 
purutus installed. Nobody thinks of 
running after a speeding motor pump 
or ladder truck. But there was some- 
thing in the plunging horses usually 
the finest examples of horsufiesh tliat 
money could buy as they made their 
way through the streets. One just 
had to run. The excitement was in 
factious. If you didn’t get ull stirred 
up you just didn’t possess the normal 
qi'unttty of red blood. 

Then the sound of "fire bolls” at 
night, or curly iu the morning is now 
only a memory. Ah! whul a memory.

How file imagination was stirred. 
Out of bed to find a fire alarm card, 
meanwhile trying to keep an accurate 
count of the box or number of blows. 
Then first to one window and then 
another to eee If there was any re- 
flection In the sky. “Wonder where 
it is!” If courage was running high 
and conditions at home propitious 
perhaps tho men of the family would 
leave the house and answer the yearn 
ing to see a spectacular blaze. 

If, however, fate decreed otherwise 
it would bo a case of lying awake and 
asking oneself over and over again, 

I wonder where it is and if it’s real- 
ly much of a fire.” Tho more youth- 
ful tho imagination tho more active. 
Sleep? Out of the question at least 
for some time. Not until the "all 
out" signal anyway. 

Yes, cut out the “fire bells” if it 
meanB a nuisance, blit don’t take 
away the recollections. Back they 
come with a never-to-be-forgotten 
vividness, and I, for one, don’t want 
to lose mine. 

Isn’t It funny? We fail to cole- 
lmto some of the National holidays 
which deserve our respect, attention 
and fitting observance and we break- 
out and have a glorious time over an 
annual event the significance of 
which we know little or nothing. 
Hallowe’en is due next Monday. 
Hooray! All sorts of parties will be 
held Indoors and all sorts of mischief 
performed outdoors. 

Far be it from me to protest. I 
think the occasion should lie remem- 
bered and I wouldn’t mind if my 
name were included in the lists of 
invitations to a hnlf-dozen parties. I 
would enjoy gobbling a nice feed and 
would try to do my utmost to play 
bridge or dance if called upon to earn 
my eats in that way. 

But here we go with our Hallowe’en 
stuff and we, or most of us at least, 
don’t know what it’s all about. As 
far as that goes it wouldn't make the 
slightest difference if we did. As an 
excuse for a gay evening it could not 
be improved upon. I have never at 
tended one of these that I didn’t mar- 
vel at the ingenuity of the hostess 
and the trouble she had taken to ar 
range all sorts of weird games, etc. 

Still, I’ll wager a nice red apple 
that if called upon to answer ques 
tions as to the meaning of Hallowe’en 
I should have to “look it up.” I wa 
not unlike my associates in my boy- 
hood days and confess that 1 mixed- 
up in all sorts of doings for which I 
probably should have been, and was 
sometimes properly spanked. But 1 
had a great time and that’s what 
supposed the event was intended to 
furnish.

QUALITY AT LOW COST 


Now to get down to the practical. I 
have seen in Brookline traihe ways 
for pedestrians marked out with 
metal blocks, circular in shape and 
built to withstand the ravages of 
shoe leather, storm and vehicular con- 
tact. These, It must be admitted, are 
more durable than puinted white 
lines. Furthermore, they are definite. 
As time goes on they do not fade but 
shine the brighter. 

Very w’ell then, what do our New- 
ton authorities think of them and 
wiiy don’t they make an experiment? 
I can almost hear the answer before 
it leaves City Hall. It is, “We cau’t 
afford it!” 

Nevertheless, Newton, wiiicli to my 
mind has not made itself conspicuous 
for advanced traffic provisions and 
regulations, has got to fake these new 
ideas under consideration some day. 
If the wandering feet of the jay-walk- 
er can be turned into the straight 
and narrow path by metal blocks 1 
think they should lie provided. 

Dodging across the street helps one 
to learn to use his eyes, ears, mus- 
cles, wits and other faculties, but 
sometimes there are those wiio are 
not fully equipped or wiio haven’t de- 
veloped all these gifts. To them brass 
discs set in the pavement are more 
helpful than an indistinct white line 
or two white lines. 

Tlie painters are all right and the 
paint manufacturers are estimable 
gentlemen, but let us give the metal 
workers a look-in and the pedestri- 
ans a shining trail for their wander- 
ings. 


A RIGHTEOUS PROTEST 

Editor: 

Regarding toy firearms and air rifles. 

Having assisted a confrere this 
morning in removing an eye from a 
little fellow of about seven years, I am 
constrained to protest through your 
columns against the vicious habit of 
toy firearms and air rifles. 

Toy pistols are frequently given at 
about three years, and the child soon 
learns to point it directly at his play- 
mates, his own brothers amt sisters, 
and even father and mother. The next 
stop is a bean blower, and later an air 
rifle, which is usually also aimed at 
those about him. Long before a child 
is able to comprehend any significance 
of the danger In the unsafe use of 
these thiugs ho is permitted to play 
with them, and later In life someone’s 
eye or perhaps life is the price paid 
for this little plaything. 

Today’s experience Is only one of 
many, and if added to the cases of 
other oculists oven in this immediate 
community, tho total would show an 
appalling lot of heartaches. This boy 
was playing In a group in which there 
was an air rifle, an adult who hap- 
pened along asked to try the gun. and 
tliis little fellow’s eye was so badly 
Injured thut It could not bo saved. A 
few years ago, my little daughter of 
about four years was playing in the 
neighborhood, and a bov, perhaps live 
years older, had an air rifle, which he 
loaded with sand and gravel and shot 
point blank into her eyes. Fortunate^ 
ly, no permanent damage resulted. A 
few years ago, a boy, while looking up 
into tho sky where boys were shooting 
air riflos, suffered a serious Injury by 
u bb shot falling from tho air into his 
eye. A beau blower may luflict the 


same sort of an injury as an air rifle 
and is oqually as vicious, and has no 
place as a plaything in a child’s life. 

To tliis may be added the frequent 
injuries met with in children due to 
scissors, paper knives, ice pick 3 , nut 
picks, pencils, pens, etc. A child hold- 
ing one of these dangerous things, 
when having it taken from him, often 
holds so tight that it slips from the 
older child’s hand and plunges directly 
into the eye. I have seen babies play- 
ing with all of the above objects, and 
not always without the knowledge or 
without consent of the parents. 

Well, who is to blame for this dan 
gerous situation? Not the child, cer- 
tainly. Other means of entertainment 
by parents or friends for the kiddies, 
and a saner business for the manufac 
Hirer and the merchant who sells 
I hem, I hope will come before the lost 
eye comes to your own home, with Its 
heartache and lifelong regret.

AUTO INSURANCE 


When the compulsory automobile 
insurance law was enacted in this 
State, Insurance Commissioner Monk 
authorized 62 companies to issue ap- 
proved automobile liability insurance 
policies to Massachusetts automobile 
owners. Sixteen of these companies 
were mutual companies and 46 were 
stock companies. 

In 1926 the mutual companies were 
insuring between 20 and 25 per cent of 
all Massachusetts automobile owners 
who were carrying public liability or 
personal injury insurance. Inasmuch 
as the new law required every Massa- 
chusetts automobile owner to carry 
public liability Insurance, It seems 
likely that the majority of them who 
had not previously bought this kind of 
insurance would secure the necessary 
protection of the mutual plan because 
of the reduced cost possible to policy- 
holders in well managed mutual insur- 
ance companies. 

In the opinipn of A. Shirley Ladd, 
secretary of Twin Mutuals, which In- 
sure automobile owners exclusively, 
and who is therefore well qualified to 
make an estimate of probable gains by 
mutual companies, the number of Mas- 
sachusetts automobile owners insuring 
on the mutual plans today Is approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of all automobiles 
in the State. 

He gives as the reasons for the in- 
crease in popularity of the mutual plan 
the savings which mutual policyhold- 
ers make, the prompt and efficient 
claim service fthich mutual companies 
render through highly organized and 
efficiently managed claim departments, 
and the underlying principle of mutual 
insurance - 1 - mutuality — which means 
simply always considering the inter- 
ests of the policyholder first. “A mu- 
tual insurance company,” he says, "is 
owned by the policyholders, Its otllcers 
and management are in direct touch 
with the policyholders’ insurance prob- 
lems, and the will to serve builds a 
feeling of good will which is invalu- 
able.”

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TWO LARGELY ATTENDED LECTURES 

ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


By William D. Kilpatrick, C. S. B. 

The beautiful new Christian Sci- 
ence Church, corner of Walnut and 
Otto streets. Newtonvllle, was well 
filled on Thursday and Friday even- 
ings of last week, extra chairs being 
required for the Friday evening at- 
tendance. The lecturer was Intro- 
duced, Thursday evening, by Mr. 
Wentworth P. Barker. First Reader 
of tlK* church and Friday evening by 
Mrs. Elizabeth C. Williams, the Sec- 
ond Reader. Mr. narker in his in- 
troduction said: 

Friends: 

Some of you may tonight be attend- 
ing your first lecture on Christian 
Science to learn something of this 
religion and the cause of its rapid and 
continued growth, others are here be 
iause they have received much light 
and help from previous lectures (lur- 
ing Die past years: to you all we ex- 
tend a cordial welcome. 

The lecturer of the evening has a 
message for us that is of special in- 
terest at this time as he has taken 
for his subject: “Science and Relig- 
ion." 

He is a member of the Board of 
Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist 
in BoHton, Massachusetts; he there- 
fore speaks with authority. 

It gives me great pleasure to in- 
troduce to you William I). Kilpatrick, 
C. S. B. of Detroit, Michigan. Mr 
Kilpatrick spoke as follows: 

All here today, I tako it, are more or 
less familiar with the rapid and un- 
paralleled growth of Christian Science 
throughout the world; and it is, I pre- 
sume, a reasonable assumption that 
those of you who are not Christian 
Scientists are here to find out, if pos- 
sible, what it is that is attracting men 
and women in all walks of life and in 
all quarters of the globe to a religious 
movement which has been so striking- 
ly free, in its stately goings, from those 
dramatic, sensational, and spectacular 
methods employed by so many present- 
day religionists to attract public at- 
tention. Something aside from emo- 
tion and sensationalism is prospering 
this gospel of freedom — this gospel of 
"on earth peace, good will toward 
men"— as no other teaching has pros- 
pered since the days our Master trod 
the hills and valleys of Judea, and it 
is to explain to you, ns far as possible, 
what this something is that this lec- 
ture is given. 

The question as to why mankind is 
gradually turning its gaze towards 
Christian Science finds Its answer in 
the fact that because Christian Science 
is a return to the simple teachings of 
Jesus the Christ it is giving to poor, 
sick, suffering humanity some hope of 
release from its sorrows, its poverty, 
its sickness, and its sordidness. It is 
saying to the world today in the loving 
words of the Master, "Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest.” It is saying 
to you who are sick, you who are 
bowed down with sorrows and cares of 
the world, you who are bound by the 
fetters of sin, you who are struggling 
with the specter of want or misfor- 
tune, in the words of Isaiah, "JIo, 
every one that thirsteth, come ye to 
the waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without 
money and without price.” 

THE MISSION OF CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE 

Not only is Christian Science a strict 
presentation of the teachings of Jesus, 
but, in the light of latter-day events, it 
would seem that its appearance has 
been timed to the purpose of saving 
the Christian religion from complete 
annihilation or, at best, a long night 
of darkness. Outside of Christian 
Science the trend of much religious 
and so-called scientific thinking seems 
to he sadly away from the simple 
truths taught by the humble Nazarene. 
Surely, Cod in His wisdom has provid- 
ed this present-day salvation that true 
Christianity may not only he saved to 
humanity but that it may be reestab- 
lished with men in its pristine purity 
to the end that once again do we see 
the sick healed, the lame made to walk, 
and the blind to see as was witnessed 
in Jesus’ time.

Christian Science does not for a 
moment belittle the Importance and 
the place in the divine economy of the 
work of the Christian Church through- 
out the intervening centuries since the 
days of Jesus. Briefly following the 
history of the Christian Church since 
its Inception as a consequence of the 
teachings and practice of the Master, 
it is found that In the early centuries 
of the Christian era (some three or 
four hundred years after the time of 
Jesus) the pure religion given to the 
world by Jesus was closely adhered 
to, with the result that the healing of 
all the ills of mankind, physical or 
what not, were the "signs following" 
which Jesus said should mark the re- 
ligious status of a true Christian. But 
as time passed and the multitudes 
began to flock to this new religion, 
popularity so engulfed the Church 
that the spiritual import of Jesus’ 
words was lost in the maze of pomp 
and ceremony, and creed and dogma 
usurped the placo of simple uplifting 
t'alth and the healing which, of neces- 
sity, followed, and always will follow, 
the spiritual understanding of the 
teachings of the Mnster. Notwlth 
standing nil of this however, through- 
out those many dark years a spark of 


true Christianity hns burned, some- 
times very dimly, in the consciousness 
of mankind and hns been carried on 
down through the centuries by the 
aid of the Christian churches, breaking 
into fuller effulgence here and there 
as some pure consciousness has been 
enlightened by the truth. And thus 
lias tlie essence of the Christ teaching 
been saved to humanity until, through 
the spiritually clear vision of Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and Found- 
er of Christian Science, this smoulder- 
ing flame has been fanned into its full 
radiance, and this new-old truth has 
come to the world to restore to man- 
kind a religion of good deeds In place 
of creed and dogma.

The struggles, the privations, the 
persecutions, the disappointments, and 
the bitter travail which were Mrs. 
Eddy’s In bringing to birth this won- 
derful revelation would many times 
have turned back one less imbued with 
the sanctity of the trust. Her message 
was oik* born of a life of devotion to 
God and her love for her brother man. 
Hers was a message sent from God 
and it was her duty to give it to man- 
kind for Truth’s sake. Her natural 
sensitiveness, her meekness, and her 
gentleness shrank from the buffets 
which this revelation drew from a 
world of sin. hut her devotion to duty, 
her love of God and man. her faithful- 
ness to her trust, and her Christianity 
impelled her ever forward against the 
most discouraging and seemingly fear- 
ful odds, to the glorious end that once 
again has the standard of Truth been 
placed In the hands of men and the 
banner of the Christ unfurled to the 
winds of heaven for an eternal guide 
lo humanity out of the Egypt of a 
darkened understanding into the Cana- 
an of spiritual freedom. 

Mrs. Eddy’s discovery of God's law 
of freedom was by no means an in- 
vention of her own creating, any more 
than was Newton’s discovery of the 
law of gravitation the embodiment of 
a law of his devising. Mrs. Eddy’s 
was the discovery of a truth that is as 
ancient as "the ancient of days” and 
one for which she claims no inventive 
genius of her own. Hers was a dis- 
covery made possible by her own 
purity of purpose and her devotion to 
holiness. She endured and triumphed 
against odds which you and I will 
never have to meet and which we can 
but faintly comprehend. But we can. 
with propriety and certainly without 
any undue sense of personal adulation, 
give humble thanks that some one has 
been able to withstand the shafts of 
evil and persecution which were the 
inevitable accompaniments of a revela- 
tion of so much importance to the 
world, that you and I might know of 
ibis great truth which Jesus came to 
give, whereby we may come into our 
spiritual heritage of freedom as chil- 
dren of the living God. 

Something had to come to save 
Christianity from the failure of sec- 
tarianism, and it came in the year 
1SGG with Mrs. Eddy’s healing and her 
discovery of Christian Science. This 
discovery was given to the world by 
her ten years later through her book 
"Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” the textbook of Christian 
Science. 

CHRISTIANITY THREATENED 

Christianity had been sorely threat 
ened from two directions. On the one 
side it was fast becoming the helpless 
victim of mere ecclasiasticism. while 
on the other side it had been the ob- 
ject of violent attacks at the hands of 
scholasticism. One familiar with the 
Bible and especially with the teachings 
and works of the Master will hardly 
disagree with me in the assertion that 
present-day tendencies in our educa- 
tional and religious institutions lead 
thought away from the purely spiritual 
import of the teachings of the Man 
of Galilee. The growing tendency in 
our great educational institutions lo 
discredit the teachings of Jesus on the 
ground that they do not square with 
so-called natural science, the efforts 
of the Christian churches to evade 
their plain responsibility to heal the 
sick in conformity with the command 
of Christ Jesus on the ground that 
such henling was a dispensation in- 
tended only for his time, the schisms 
in the churches, — their creedal differ- 
ences and wars, — would portend the 
rapid decline of the Christian religion 
wore it not that God has sent us that 
which will not only save Christianity 
but which will, in addition, restore it 
to us in all its purity of purpose with 
"signs following.” 

Somo time ago I attended the meet- 
ing of the alumni of one of our groat 
institutions of learning where there 
was under discussion a project to es- 
tablish a school of religion in connec- 
tion with that institution. During the 
course of the meeting one of the spon- 
sors of the movement mado the asser- 
tion that “The proposed school of re- 
ligion finds its necessity in the fact 
that the youth of our country is grow- 
ing into man’s estato without the 
slightest knowledge of religion and 
that to remedy this the student body 
should be made to see that Christian- 
ity and natural science are not at dis- 
agreement, but that they are in strict 
conformity with each other, and thus 
will it he encouraged to give more 
thought to the religious side of its 
education.” 

Now. my friends, in that brief state- 
ment. made with the very boat of in- 
tention and with a most lofty purpose, 
do we find the crux of the whole mat- 
ter. It is because latter-day religions 
and scholasticism havo so traduced 
the puro Christianity taught and prac- 
ticed by Jesus, In their endeavor to 
harmonize the teachings of Jesus with 
the teachings of so-called natural 
science, that mankind is halting and 
faltering at the word religion. 


CHRISTIANITY VERSUS PHYSI- 
CAL SCIENCE 

The error of latter-day thinking 
that is, the error from which has 
arisen the present deplorable tendency 
to discredit both the words and works 
of Jesus in tlie teaching of our roll 
giou.s and educational institutions -is 
twofold: — 

1. The attempt has been made to 
square the teachings of Jesus with the 
teachings of physical science, and 

2. Because this cannot be done tin? 
difficulty is being circumvented by ex- 
plaining away the teachings of Jesus, 
and consequently the holy import of 
tlie Scriptures, by declaring that the 
recorded works of the Master, being 
unnatural and unexplainable from the 
standpoint of physical science, are 
not only impossible of repetition but 
were untrue in the first place. 

Now that is exactly the situation as 
it exists today. Erudite theology and 
scholasticism nre declaring to the 
world that the miracles of Jesus and 
his apostles and disciples, being unox 
plainable from the standpoint of phys- 
ical science, are necessarily untrue and 
incnpable of proof or repetition. And 
right there is Ihe point of divergence 
between Christian Science and the ma- 
terial theories held and taught by 
most religious teachers. Christian Sci- 
ence, taking the opposite position and 
reversing these destructive attacks on 
the words and works of the Master, 
declares that the teachings of the Bi- 
ble, spiritually discerned, can never be 
made to accord with the teachings of 
natural science: that there is not one 
law of so-called natural science that 
Jesus did not completely set aside 
through his understanding of God and 
man’s relationship to God; that the 
asserted laws of physical science are 
not God’s laws and give no evidence of 
God’s creation: that with the right 
understanding ' of God and man one 
may completely disannul so-called nat 
ural law. and that the statement of 
Jesus, “He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also,” 
stands as inviolate today as when it 
was uttered. 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE REVOLU- 
TIONARY 

Christian Science is revolutionary. 
It is revolutionary to just the extent, 
in the same way, and for the same 
purpose, that the teachings of Jesus 
were revolutionary. Christian Science, 
in line with the purpose of the teach- 
ings of Jesus, is turning the thought 
of mankind away from a material 
basis and directing it to the spiritual. 
As Jesus lirted the human concept of 
God from the material to the spiritual 
so does Christian Science. As Jesus 
lifted the human concept of man and 
the universe from the material to the 
spiritual so does Christian Science. 
Hence, the first step in gaining a pure 
understanding of Jesus’ works and 
teachings and in gaining a demonstra- 
ble understanding of God. man, and 
the universe in the light of Jesus’ 
teachings is to dematerialize our sense 
of God and His law in our thinking. 

St. Paul, in his first epistle to the 
church at Corinth, draws a c # lear line 
of demarcation between the teachings 
of Jesus and those of physical science 
when he said: "The foolishness of 
God is wiser than men. . . . But God 
hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world Tthe material world] to con- 
found the wise; . . . that no flesh 
[no matterl should glory in his pres- 
ence.” And farther along in this same 
epistle Paul writes: “And my speech 
and my preaching was not with entic- 
ing words of man’s wisdom [material 
wisdom], but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power: that your faith 
should not stand in the wisdom of 
men but in the power of God.” Ami 
then he proceeds: "Now wo have re- 
ceived, not the spirit of the world, 
but the spirit which is of God: that 
we might know the things that are 
freely given to us of God. Which 
things also we speak, not in the words 
which man’s wisdom toacheth [ma- 
terial wisdom teachethl. but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth [spiritual under- 
standing teachethl . . . But [note 
this] the natural man [the man 
whose concept of creation rests in 
the material] receivetli not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they arc 
foolishness unto him: neither can lie 
konw them, because they nre spirit 
unlly discerned.” 

To dematerialize our sense of God 
means to spiritualize it and to do this 
our understanding of God must rest 
wholly in the spiritual and not in the 
material. To illustrate, in a way, 
what I mean. Some years ago I 
dropped into a church where a minis- 
ter was preaching a sermon against 
Christian Science. In the course of 
ids remarks he said when lie died 
he fully expected to walk straight in- 
to heaven and to go right up and 
shake hands with God. Now that 
may somewhat exaggerate popular 
opinion about God, but I do not ho 
Hove it Is very far removed from 
the thought of God commonly held 
by most men of the Christian faith. 
In any event, it will furnish a founda- 
tion from which to explain what 
Christian Science teaches about God 
and man and their relationship to 
each other. To Christian Scientists 
the Bible, spiritually interpreted, con- 
tains no foundation for tin* concept 
of a material God or of a God human- 
ly circumscribed or in any way simi- 
lar to this fleshly, sick, sinful con- 
cept of man. It may be that because 
in tlu* first chapter of Genesis it is 
recited that God made man in His 
image and likeness, it Iiuh been con- 
cluded that God must be like this 
mortal concept of man, but that 
would completely reverse tlu* state 
inent. It is not there recorded that 
God is made in the image and like- 
ness of mortal man. It is stated, 
rather, that man is made in the image 
and likeness of God. Consequently, 
before we can ascertain wlmt man is 
it Is necessary to ascertain what God 
is, and we can novel* gain this under- 
standing by reasoning from tin* basis 
of a mortal man hack to a God who 
is Spirit. 


K is possible a material concept of 
God finds its inception in the Rlhli 
cnl statement, "Tlu? Lord’s hand is 
not shortened. Mint it cannot save; 
neither IiIh ear heavy, that it can- 
not hear,” or the statement, from 
Deuteronomy wherein it is affirmed 
that “underneath are the everlasting 
arms,” or any of a number of such 
helpful similes which we find in the 
Bible. But if one is to make a literal 
application of such allusions to the 
divine Being what are we to do when 
we come to that passage in Psalm 
where the declaration is made. "He 
shall cover thee with his feathers, 
and under his wings shall thou 
trust”? 

Of course, mortals may believe 
anything they wish to about God 
They may believe that God is tli 
sun, which belief is held by some 
people. They may believe that God 
Is like a graven image or that God I- 
a humanly circumscribed personal! 
ty with a material habitation in ;i 
far distant sonic where called heaven. 
Some may go so far as to believe 
that Jesus is God. or even, that there 
is no God at all. In fact, all of the.*** 
beliefs about God are held by some 
people, but the Bible, spiritually in 
terpreted, gives no excuse for believ- 
ing any of the things about God I 
have just enumerated, and we will 
cease to delude ourselves with those 
and other mistaken concepts concern 
ing God and man in just the propor 
tiou that we do our own reading of 
tin* Bilile and our own thinking rath 
er than depend upon creeds and dog 
mas for our Information, or allow 
others to do our reading, our think 
ing. and our interpreting for us. 

GOD 

Now just wliat is God and how is 
lie to lie made vital in our individual 
lives — in our homes in our business, 
in the sick room, and so forth? One 
of the terms used by Mrs. Eddy in 
her definition of God is “Love.” 
Christian Science teaches Mint God is 
Love. “Oh, yes!” some one may say. 
“That's not new, that's old. We have 
always known that.” Let us see. 
Have we always known that? In 1 
John we read, “God is love; and he 
Mint dwelleth in love dwelleth in God. 
and God in him." Now, how do we 
dwell in love or God? Why, obvious- 
ly, by loving, not by hating or fault 
finding or fearing. St John’s ex 
plunution that "God is love” is plain 
and unequivocal. He does not say 
that God is a loving God. He says 
that God is Love itself and that to 
know God — that is. to express God 
as His image and likeness — is to re- 
flect Love. To think is purely a 
function of the mind, is it not? Hence, 
to love mankind is to know or re- 
flect God as His image and likeness, 
and is wholly an exercise of right 
thinking, and is not a product of the 
five physical senses. Love, in the 
sense in which it is used in the Bible 
and in Christian Science to define 
God, does not involve a personal 
sentimental type of affection. It lias 
to do with tliat sense only which 
sees nmn as the image and likeness 
of God,- — pure, upright, and undefiled 
by sin and mortality. And it is only 
as we see our brother man to be a 
child of God. regardless of what tin 
outward evidences may bear witness, 
that we establish ourselves as His 
children and thereby come into our 
God-given heritage of freedom from 
the ills and woes of the world’s giv 
ing. 

If the fact that “God is love” is an 
abiding conviction with us we can 
never for one instant harbor anj 
sense of hatred towards our brother 
man; we can never for a moment 
look with envy upon the good fortune 
of our neighbor; we can never bo 
conscious of any sense of resentment 
or indignation at a seeming affront or 
Insult at the hands of another: we 
•. in never be guilty of criticizing our 
brother man or of finding fault with 
him regardless of the nature of his 
offense against us. We most assured- 
ly will not be found speaking ill of 
any one if we watch our thinking. We 
govern our health, our happiness, and 
our prosperity by our own thinking, and 
while it may be of great concern to 
our neighbor what we think about 
him it matters a whole lot to us what 
we think about him, because our own 
thinking about our brother man has 
lo do largely with what happens to 
us. We might hate another ever so 
much and not do him a particle of 
harm but that very act of hating our 
brother might bring on us disaster 
and disease. From the standpoint of 
our own self-protoction we should 
never think anything about another 
we would not wish to be true about 
ourselves. 

Now, another term employed by 
Mrs. Eddy, in her definition of God, is 
“good." Christian Science does not 
teach simply that God is a good God. 
It affirms, as does the Bible, that God 
is good. Christian Science teaches 
tliat God is good itself, — not that 
good is simply a quality of God but 
that good is God. What is goodness? 
Is it physicul or mental? It is pri- 
marily and finally mental. Therefore, 
to express good in our thinking is to 
express or reflect God as His image 
and likeness, is it not? Jesus said, 
"Why callest thou mo good? there is 
none good but one, that is, God." 

In Deuteronomy we are told that 
"he [God] is thy life" and Jesus said 
that to know God Is life eternal, if 
God is life, and life consists in know- 
ing God, and knowing God is purely 
mental, then life is not physical but 
is, rather, spiritual, for spiritual also 
means mental. Hence. Mrs. Eddy’s 
.definition of God as "Life” and her 
assertion that Life is Mind, or God 
Life, then, if the Bible is to be taken 
as authority, resolves itself into a 
state of consciousness rather than in 
to a physical or muterlul state. W ■> 
think Life. St. 1‘aul takes life en- 
tirely out of the material and places 
It squarely in the realm of the mental 
or spiritual when he, says: "To bo 
carnully minded is death; but to be 
spiritually minded is life and peace.” 


You will recall the incident of 
Jesus’ talk with tlie woman of Sa 
maria at the well of Jacob on his 
Journey from Judea into Gallic** wh *n 
lie said. In explaining God to her. 
"The hour cometh, when ye shall 
neither in this mountain, nor yet at 
Jerusnl m, worship the Father. . 
God,” he said, "is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship him 
in spirit and In truth.” That Is, God 
is neither here nor there. He is not a 
person located in some particular lo 
callty or place. He is. rather, infinite 
Being, filling all space, and must be 
so understood. Hence, Mrs. Eddy’s 
definition that God is “infinite Spirit." 
To conceive God as infinite, filling all 
space, we must d -materialize our 
sense of Him and this process is dls- 
Mnctly mental. 

In tlie book of Deuteronomy refer- 
ence is made to Deity as "a God of 
truth” while the words of Jesus, just 
quoted, "They that worship him must 
worship him in spirit and in truth,” 
clearly define God as “Truth,” one ot 
Mrs. Eddy’s terms for God. Truth is 
unquestionably mental, is it not? As 
you and I express, in our thinking, 
truth or true thoughts, we must be 
expressing the image and likeness of 
a God that is Truth. 

St. Paul in his various epistles em- 
phasizes clearly the freedom which 
Is vouchsafed from all the ills of 
mortality by individual conformity to 
i lie law of God. In his epistle to the 
Romans he says, "The law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin 
and death." If God then is Love and 
Life and Truth and Spirit, as the Bi- 
ble declares, and these are all ex- 
pressed or reflected by man in 
Miought, word, and deed, then such 
thinking and acting brings one into 
harmony with this law of God which 
makes free, and this law of God Mrs. 
Eddy describes in her definition of 
God as "Principle.” In the term 
"Principle" we have included all 
spiritual phenomena, all causation, 
being, continuity, and effect, all the 
spiritual concomitants of a creation 
resulting from or expressing an eter 
nal. unchangeable law. 

Now. if God is Love, as the Bible 
declares, and love is expressed in 
right thinking: if God is Life, as the 
Bible declares, and our life consists 
In knowing God. and knowing God is 
purely mental: if God is Truth, as the 
Bible declares, andTruth is expressed 
in right thinking, or in truthfulness: 
if God is Spirit, or infinite, as the 
Bible d dares, and infinity can only 
be comprehended mentally, then most 
certainly Mrs. Eddy’s definition of 
God as Mind has its full authority in 
the Bible and in the words and works 
of the Master. In I Corinthians refer- 
ence te made to “the mind of the 
Lord.” Tims, by understanding God 
to lie Mind and Mind to include all 
reality we come into our true herit- 
age of freedom and dominion as chil- 
dren of God. through having, as St. 
Raul puts it. that mind in us “which 
was also in Christ Jesus." “Thou 
wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on thee.” writes 
Isaiah. 

Therefore, taking the Bible for 
our sole authority we find God to 
lie Truth. Life. Love. Spirit. Princi- 
ple. and Mind. And thus, with the 
aid of the Bible, we have dematerial- 
ized completely our sense of God and 
find Him without a single material or 
bodily accompaniment or part. And 
we find Him available right here and 
now in just the proportion that we 
express or reflect Him as His image 
and likeness in our individual think- 
ing. We begin to govern our own 
lives and experiences by spiritual 
thinking. In the operation of latter- 
day radio contrivances we extend our 
material aerials in a way that our re- 
ceiving instruments record messages 
which fill the air. even though we are 
not physically conscious of the pres- 
ence of these messages. Their pres- 
ence is made manifest and audible 
to us through the aid of the aerial 
and the receiving instruments when 
properly adjusted. So in our think- 
ing. Our mental aerials determine 
what our bodies, our receiving instru- 
ments, record, — good or bad. If our 
mental aerial be one of hate, super- 
stition, fear, worry, envy, lust, criti- 
cism. sin, discouragement. pride, 
greed, arrogance or any one of 
the myriad forms of evil think- 
ing. then our receiving instruments, 
our bodies and our lives, become sub- 
ject to the many forms of evil which 
constantly lurk in the shadows of 
mortal ignorance, and these forms of 
evil are in turn recorded in discord- 
ant bodily condition, such, for exam- 
ple. as sickness, disease, sorrow, sin- 
ful habits, poverty, misery, and the 
like. But let our mental aerials be 
those of love, compassion, trust, ten- 
derness. thanksgiving, charity, grati- 
tude, humility, forgiveness, sweetness, 
and the like, then our lives are filled 
with the gentle influence of ever pres- 
ent divinity, hallowing our every ex- 
perience and blessing us with health, 
happiness, freedom, peace, and plenty 
GOD’S UNIVERSE 

Now, with our concept of God com- 
pletely removed from the realm of 
materiality, what must be concluded 
as to His creation? What must be the 
natural subsequent to a spiritual ante- 
cedent? The answer is obvious. To 
dematerialize our sense of God, the 
Creator of all. means that we must 
dematerialize our sense of man and 
the universe, and that is exactly what 
Christian Science does. To assume 
that God. or Spirit, could be evidenced 
or reflected by matter or phvsicallty. 
by mortal man and a material uni- 
verse, involves the impossible. Accord- 
ing to the true account of creation 
given in the first chapter of Genesis 
we find man and the universe created 
spiritually and perfect, and so they 
must ever remain, as perfect and eter- 
nal as their Creator. Any other ac- 
count of creation depicting man a.-* 
material, sick, sinning, fallen, and dy 
ing is fase und must ever remain so. 
The Bible, spiritually understood, is 


devoted to the task of drawing the 
distinction between the true creation 
and the false and material concept of 
creation. Now do not misunderstand 
this point. The Bible does not depict 
two creations. It points to the spir 
Itual as the only true and permanent 
creation and instructs mankind how to 
proceed out of the bondage of a ma- 
terial misconception of things, into 
their freedom as children of God. The 
Bible, spiritually interpreted and 
rightly understood, does not teem with 
ambiguities, but contains a clear and 
concise method of escape from the 
bondage of man-made theories into 
our God-given freedom. God. or Spirit, 
never created a mortal man or a ma- 
terial universe, and hence the neces- 
sary contradiction between a science 
which Involves a knowledge of material 
things and a science which recognizes 
the material to be the unreal and the 
spiritual to be the true and the real. 

THE MATERIAL UNIVERSE 

But, some may say. how is one to 
believe that the material is untrue 
and unreal when the five physical 
senses bear constant evidence of the 
reality of matter? Do we not see, feel, 
taste, smell, and hear materially? True 
enough. In fact the only evidence we 
have of a material universe is through 
seeing, feeling, tasting, smelling, and 
hearing materially. That being set- 
tled. the question, then, of the reality 
of matter, or that which we see. feel, 
taste, smell, and hear, revolves around 
the trustworthiness of the five phy- 
sical senses. Let us see how trust- 
worthy and reliable these five physi- 
cal senses are. All will agree that 
whatever an omnipotent and eternal 
God has created must be everlasting 
and eternal and not subject to change 
or the mutations of time. If God has 
created the five physical senses as me- 
diums through which His universe is 
to be recognized, then these senses 
cannot be subject to any influence but 
that of God, and must be as permanent 
and unalterable as God Himself. Just 
how unalterable and changeless are 
these senses? Why, they may be 
changed in almost an instant to bear 
opposite testimony to that which they 
are now bearing! They may even be 
obliterated entirely. For instance, 
place a man under a hypnotic spell, 
which is frequently done by those 
familiar with hypnotism, and the vic- 
tim can be made to see, feel, taste, 
smell, and hear just the opposite to 
one not so influenced. It should be 
borne in mind that hypnotism is purely 
a mental process and involves nothing 
but the operation of the human mind, 
and yet it can be used to control the 
entire mechanism of the physical body. 
I have seen men under hypnotic influ- 
ence do all sorts of things and think 
all sorts of things which a man in his 
right senses would not do or think. 

To carry the illustration farther, if 
a man were placed under the influence 
of a drug or an opiate he may be made 
to see, feel, taste, smell, and hear noth- 
ing at all. in which case his physical 
senses have ceased to function entire- 
ly. Now. what has happened when one 
is placed under a hypnotic or soporific 
influence? Have his organs of see- 
ing. feeling, tasting, smelling, and 
hearing been changed or altered in 
any way or in any particular? Not at 
all. He still has his eyes, his ears, his 
nose, his mouth, his nerves, his brain, 
and so forth: and vet. in the case of 
the drug, or the opiate, he can see. 
feel, taste: smell, and hear nothing 
whatever, and in the case of hypno- 
tism he sees, feels, tastes, smells, and 
hears that which does not exist at all 
or that which the hypnotist wills him 
to see. feel, taste, smell, and hear. 
What has taken place? What has been 
changed? Why. simply the victim’s 
thinking. In the one Instance, — that 
of hypnotism. — one so-called mortal 
mind has been taken possession of 
by another so-called mortal mind, and 
one person does the thinking for an- 
other. which shows conclusively that 
the mortal or human mind may be 
subject to any kind of misconception, 
manipulation, misuse, or abuse, and in 
the other case. — that of the drug. — the 
individual mortal mind has been com- 
pletely silenced, showing that this 
human mind has not the permanency 
and trustworthiness of a creation of 
an omnipotent God. or eternal Mind. 
In the case of a surgical operation the 
patient is placed under the influence 
of an anesthetic to silence pain. Now. 
what does the anesthetic do to the 
patient to silence the pain? Why. it 
simply stops the patient’s thinking. 
That’s everything in the world it does. 
As soon as the influence of the anes- 
thetic begins to wear off the patient 
begins to think, and as soon as he 
begins to think he begins to feel the 
pain, showing plainly enough that the 
pain is not in the body, or matter, but 
in the thinking or the human mind. 
All. then, that has to be done to prove 
the utter unreliability of the five phv- 
sicl senses, which furnish the only ev- 
idences of a material universe, is to 
change or silence mortal thinking. And 
is not this sufficient evidence that our 
material concept of creation, which is 
cognizable only through the five phy- 
sical senses, is evidently the product 
of mortal thinking or the mortal mind 
which St. Paul describes as the carnal 
mind, which he says "is enmity 
against God?” In the eighth chapter 
of the hook of Romans this entire sub- 
ject is handled in a most conclusive 
manner where it is written: “For they 
Miat are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh: but they that are 
after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit. For to lie carnally minded [to 
think materially] is death: but to be 
spiritually minded is life and peace. 
Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God: for it is not subject to 
flit 1.1 a of God, Btlflu i Uidi o i eon i*»* 
So then t hr JSu.it are in th flesh can 
not please God. But." it goes on to 
say. ">e are not in the flesh, but in 
tin* Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of 
God dwell in you.” 

Then a little further aloug in the 
same epistle is this: "For if ye live 
after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 


through the Spirit do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye shall live." 

In this last sentence Paul gives the 
full and adequate remedy for this en- 
tire material dilemma. He says plain- 
ly enough. "If ye live after the flesh, 
ye . h ;i 1 1 That is, if we believe 

in the reality of a material universe 
evidenced by the flesh, or the flve phy- 
sical senses, we are then subject to all 
of the socalled laws of materiality 
which ultimate in sin. sickness, and 
death. "But." he says, "if ye through 
the Spirit [through the understanding 
of God as Spirit and man and the uni- 
verse as spiritual] do mortify the 
deeds of the body, ye shall live." What 
are the deeds of the body? Why. see- 
ing. feeling, tasting, smelling, and 
hearing materially. 

In the clear light of Scriptural au- 
thority and of Paul’s concise statement 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God," why waste valuable 
time in speculating on the so-called the- 
ory of material evolution or in the at- 
tempt to prove or to disprove that this 
mortal man. this so-called man of flesh 
and blood and bones, had his origin 
In the jungles of darkest Africa with 
an ape, a baboon, or a monkey for 
his ancestors? 

Whatever our material antecedents 
may have been, the question as to the 
Identity of the progenitors of mortals 
loses all of Its importance in the light 
of Jesus’ most pointed statement, 
when, referring to this mortal or flesh- 
ly man. he said: "Ye are of your 
father the devil, and the lusts of your 
father ye will do. He was a murderer 
from the beginning, and abode not in 
the troth, because there is no truth in 
him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, 
and the father of it.” 

PRAYER 

It must be perfectly evident that if 
the material sense of the universe Is 
the product of the carnal or mortal 
mind then Its concomitants, such, for 
example, as sin. sickness, poverty, sor- 
row, and death, must be the product of 
that same mind. And it must be equal 
ly clear that as fast as we can put off 
this carnal mind which brings us all 
these woeful conditions and in place 
thereof put on the mind of the Lord, 
we. in a corresponding degree, come 
into our birthright of freedom as the 
children of the eternal Mind, or God. 
As we have it in Romans: “And be 
not conformed to this world: but be 
ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and per- 
fect. will of God.” Which St. Paul 
states again in a somewhat different 
manner in II Corinthians, where he 
writes: “Therefore we are always 

confident, knowing that, whilst we are 
at home in the body, we are absent 
from the Lord. . . . We are confi- 
dent. I say. and willing rather to be 
absent from the body, and to be pres- 
ent with the Lord.” The process, then, 
of putting off this old man with his 
deeds, this man of flesh and blood 
and bones, this carnal man. and of 
putting on the new man. or man of 
God’s creating, is one entirely of men- 
tal transformation, and the process of 
mental transformation is accom- 
plished only through prayer. With St. 
Paul, the Christian Scientist recog- 
nizes that prayer without ceasing is 
the only avenue of escape from the 
ills of mortality, and that the harmony 
of true existence becomes an abiding 
reality with us in proportion to the 
time spent in prayer. Praying without 
ceasing does not mean a nev^r ending 
period of supplication to a distarr. un- 
known deity: it means, rather, the 
constant purification of thought 
wherever we are and whatever our 
task may be. to the end that we may 
ever have before us the image of the 
true tud spiritual. It means that our 
gaze must so constantly rest on God 
and His creation that that which is 
not of God will cease to have an in 
fluence in our thinking and living. 

In "Miscellaneous Writings.” page 
185, Mrs. Eddy tersely puts the situa- 
tion thus: “Self-renunciation of all 
that constitutes a so-called material 
man. and the acknowledgment and 
achievement of his spiritual identity 
as the child of God. is Science that 
opens the very flood-gates of heaven: 
whence good flows into every avenue 
of being, cleansing mortals of all un- 
cleanness. destroying nil suffering, 
and demonstrating the true image and 
likeness. There is no other way un 
der heaven whereby we can be saved, 
and man he clothed with might, maj- 
esty, and immortality.” 

MIRACLES OF JESUS NATURAL 

It was from this basis, and this basis 
alone, that Jesus proceeded to prove 
to a skeptical world that all so-called 
science based on matter or the testi- 
mony of the five physical senses is not 
an eternal science, with the result that 
there is not a single so-called law of 
physical, or material, science that 
Jesus did not prove utterly powerless 
and void in the presence of a clear 
understanding of God aud man cre- 
ated in His image and likeness. No 
so-called law of physical science was 
employed by Jesus when he turned the 
water into wine at the wedding feast, 
when he walked the waves, when he 
fed the thousands in the wilderness 
with flve loaves of barley bread and 
two small fishes, when he instantane- 
ously transported the ship across the 
Sea of Galilee, when he passed through 
closed doors, and when he healed the 
sick; but. to the contrary, every so 
called law of physical sicence was 
thereby broken completely. And in 
his work of overcoming all phases of 
mortal existence Jesus finally proved 
that death is not an open sesame to 
the kingdom of heaven, but that heav- 
en is attained in exact proportion to 
our spiritual or mental regeneration 

DEATH AND HEAVEN 

Just where the fallacy ever arose 
which would iuduce cue to believe 
that death aud heuveu have auy thing 
in common l do not know. Most cer- 
taiuly not in the Bible. Throughout 
the Bible death is a concomitant of

Our attitude too often lias 
been that of the son of Vermont who 
went back for this State’s old home 
wt u k. and who said, ‘Vermont is a 
great state to come from, if you only 
come quickly enough.’ California and

In the book of Proverbs it is written: 

•’In the way of righteousness is life: 
and in the pathway thereof there is 
no death."

AN ILLUSTRATION 

Thus we see how Incompatible, from : 
the standpoint of Holy Writ, are the \ 
teachings and practices of Jesus with 1 
those of so-called natural science or a 
science based upon matter as a reality 
or creation of Clod. Christian Scient- 
ists are rapidy learning the futility of 
endeavoring to work out one’s salva- 
tion from the basis of both matter 
and Spirit, and are learning that ab- 
solute reliance on the teachings of 
Jesus is the only means of salvation 
from all the ills of the flesh.

ing her case required. She was grad- 
ually falling and on several occasions 
it seemed as though the end had come. 
She was under the constant care of a 
physician, until finally the situation ar- 
rived at that stage where it seemed 
that nothing further could ho done 
through material means. The doctor 
advised tho nurse that nothing he 
could do would help matters, and that 
all that remained to be done was to 
.keep the patient as comfortable as pos- 
sible until the*end. At this point the 
patient decided to try Christian Sci- 
ence, and at hor request treatments In 
Christian Science were begun.
